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LINCOLNIANA IN 1949 


By BRUCE E. WHEELER 


Lincolniana in 1949 is just as ex- 
tensive as in previous years. Appar- 
ently the year has not been character- 
ized by any one great Lincoln event 
such as the opening of the Lincoln 
Papers or by the publication of any 
great books such as Carl Sandburg’s 
Prairie Years, Benjamin Thomas’s 
Portrait For Posterity, and David 
Donald’s Lincoln’s Herndon. On the 
other hand many good Lincoln books 
have appeared during the year 1949. 
Some of these are association books 
but most of them are definitely related 
to the Lincoln theme and story. 

Magazine articles and other Lin- 
coln publications have appeared in 
such numbers that it is almost impos- 
sible for one to collect, read, and at- 
tempt any sort of an evaluation of 
them. The most assiduous and ex- 
perienced collector frequently finds 
that some important item has been 
overlooked or has not come to his or 
her attention. In like manner the 
reader of Lincoln literature frequently 
misses a good magazine article. 

In view of the greatly increased cost 
of producing books, it appears likely 
that many good manuscripts have not 
reached the printer. Publishers must 
scrutinize a manuscript very carefully, 
at the present time, to determine its 
worth andgghe possible appeal it may 
have for readers. Five, seven, and 
fifteen dollars for a book may not be 
out of proportion to the cost of other 
commodities but evidently these prices 
have a definite influence on the num- 
ber of copies of a book that can be 
sold. 


Lincoln Books of 1949 


It is not possible to discuss all of 
the Lincoln books of 1949. The books 
listed are those with which the writer 
has some familiarity and which he 
thinks are representative. Perhaps 
other books will be considered more 
important by many readers. Some 
books appeal only to the Lincoln stu- 
dent and specialist. The average 
reader does not like to be misled or 
misinformed in his reading in the 
Lincoln field but he will be impressed 
with the literary quality of a book 
quite as much as by the historical 
accuracy of it. A little color, mystery, 
and romance stimulates the reader 
tremendously. 

Lincoln Under Enemy Fire— 
John Henry Cramer, Louisi- 
ana State University Press, 
1948 

This book was published in 1948 
but was not widely cifculated until 
1949. It is the type of story that all 
readers will enjoy. The rebels’ at- 
tempt to capture Washington and 
divert action from the vicinity of 
their own capital is interestingly told 
in General Early’s march through the 
Shenandoah Valley and his attack on 
Washington. The panic that ensued, 


undoubtedly, caused Lincoln to want 
to investigate the attack and the 
defense that had been formed. He 


made a trip to the very edge of the 
city where the battle was raging and 
thus exposed himself to the sharp- 
shooters of Early’s army. The weigh- 
ing of evidence as to who ordered Lin- 
coln from the parapet to a safer place 
does not detract from the story in the 
least. If Oliver Wendell Holmes, Jr. 
gave the order to Lincoln to get to 
a safer place, so much the better for 
the sake of making the story a little 
more interesting. If someone else 
gave the order it does not matter 
much. The incident, including the 
reported conversation between Lincoln 
and those who ordered him away, ap- 
pears to be well in line with what we 
might expect of Lincoln in such a 
situation. 
Lincoln And The Baltimore 
Plot— Norma B. Cuthbert. 
From  Pinkerton’s Records 
and Related Papers— The 
Huntington Library, 1949 

This discussion centers about the 
Pinkerton report and the contradic- 
tion of it in Lamon’s “Life of Lin- 
coln.” The text clarifies the issue 
with reference to the infantile be- 
havior of Lamon and his manner of 
taking revenge on Pinkerton. Ap- 
parently, Herndon contributed to this 
misunderstanding and harsh feeling 
by carelessly handing some of Pinker- 
ton’s correspondence which was not 
meant for Lamon’s eyes. 

The author concludes that Pinker- 
ton’s report is correct. The inclusion 
of Pinkerton’s report obtained from 
his operators together with references 
to eleven other basic sources give the 
book body and substance. Judd’s ac- 
count of the plot and the section on 
notes help to make the book more in- 
ne as well as more understand- 
able. 


Lincoln Collector—Carl Sand- 
burg; Harcourt, Brace and 
Company, 1949 

The story of Oliver R. Barretts 
great Lincoln collection would make 
good reading for any Lincoln collec- 
tor or student. When edited, ar- 
ranged, and described by Carl Sand- 
burg, it becomes all the more desirable 
for all of us. Neither Sandburg nor 
Barrett need an introduction to the 
reader. As Sandburg says, “It is an 
album of Americana and Lincolniana.” 
It reveals people, times, places, and 
the speech of the generation who knew 
Lincoln and that he knew. 

Barrett’s collection is a great col- 
lection and the book is a great book. 
It is impossible to describe the con- 
tents of this fine volume. It is to be 
seen, read, and enjoyed; not to be 
reviewed. 

Lincoln’s Secretary — Helen 
Nicolay. A Biography of 
John C. Nicolay — Longman, 
Green and Company, 1949 

Before this book was published the 
genera! reading public had already 
thought of John C. Nicolay as a faith- 
ful and loyal secretary to Abraham 
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Lincoln. In his quiet manner, he had 
kept records and notes on almost 
everything that happened in the 
Whitehouse or that Lincoln had any 
part in. Doubtless, much of the in- 
formation and impressions we have 
in regard to the secretary stemmed 
from previous writings of the daugh- 
ter, Helen Nicolay. Such statements 
are reaffirmed by her in this volume. 

Throughout the book there is ample 
detail in regard to Nicolay’s work as 
secretary together with descriptions 
of the historical settings needed to 
amplify the situations. It is to be 
presumed, of course, that a work of 
this sort would be incomplete with- 
out everything that the author has 
included. The reader will naturally 
be most interested in the portion deal- 
ing with Nicolay’s contacts with Lin- 
coln over a period of about five years 
or the presidential years. The daugh- 
ter is naturally interested equally in 
all parts of the story and does not 
spare time or space in delineating her 
father’s background as a youth and 
his work after Lincoln’s death. 

Helen Nicolay’s experience as an 
author should qualify her to produce 
an acceptable book in any part of her 
field she choses to investigate. Her 
experience as secretary to her father 
and the possession of materials not 
easily obtained by others, give added 
advantages for writing the biography 
of John. C. Nicolay. 

There appears to be a diversity of 
opinions in regard to the qualities of 
this publication. The meticulous care 
that John C. Nicolay gave to his work 
is abundantly evident in the daugh- 
ter’s book, but the interspersing of his- 
tory, biography, social, political, and 
economic conditions does not make for 
a well integrated story... One fancies 
that the daughter is, overzealous: in 
attaching undue prominence to her 
father’s role in «history. She em- 
phasizes the fact that hey. father was 
Lincoln’s only private secretary. She 
denies the influence of Robert Lincoln 
on Nicolay and Hays works. 

All Lincoln students will want to 
read the book and certainly it will be 
referred to many times in years to 
come. If it had come from the pen 
of a less estimable person than Helen 
Nicolay, many people would be ready 
to point a finger at the obvious solici- 
tude for her paternity, lack of docu- 
mentation, and the Victorian style to 
be found in the book. On the other 
hand, it is possible that we expect 
more from Helen Nicolay than from 
other writers. 

Lincoln’s Vandalia—William 
Barringer, Rutgers Univer- 
sity Press, 1949 


This is a publication of the Abra- 
ham Lincoln Association and was dis- 
tributed to all of its members. Stu- 
dents of Lincoln and Illinois history 
will welcome this book. Much detail 
is recorded concerning the village of 
Vandalia, once the capital of Illinois. 
For the Lincoln student, the strategy 
and political maneuvering involved in 
moving the capital from Vandalia to 
Springfield will get most of the atten- 
tion. Barringer has searched exist- 
ing records carefully and has sorted 
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the data and arranged it in proper 
sequence to delineate the story in a 
clear and definite fashion. Much of 
this would be exceedingly monotonous 
reading without the embellishment 
and word pictures given by Dr. Bar- 
ringer. A lot of facts and descrip- 
tions are crowded into this small book 
but the action is fast. The story 
moves very rapidly in the author’s 
usual style. There is never a pause 
for rest or to get a new breath. Now 
and then, the reader will need to con- 
sult “Webster,” but the meaning is 
there. Note the following—‘Politics 
of the ’twenties were similarly ob- 
streperous, and earlier campaigns 
furnished material for nostalgic rem- 
iniscences detailed by the somewhat 
tamer politicians of the ’thirties.” In 
spite of the fact that the writer in- 
dulges in considerable verbosity, the 
pattern is clear cut and the reader 
is hustled along through the story. 
According to Barringer, Lincoln’s 
experience at Vandalia was the prov- 
ing ground for his later political ac- 
tivities and what he learned and prac- 
ticed there was invaluable to him 
when he became President. This is 
probably true but it is getting to be 
a bit trite to be constantly reading 
of the various places where Lincoln 
lived or visited as training schools for 
him. Let us assume that Spencer 
County, Indiana, New Salem, Van- 
dalia, and Springfield contributed 
their fair and proportionate share of 
the experiences and basic proving 
ground, that equip him for important 
duties and heavy responsibilities. 
The physical make-up of the book 
is simple and, therefore, in good taste. 
The eight point type employed is too 
small and is not so satisfactory as 
larger print. This condition is com- 
pensated for partially by the excellent 


drawings made by Romaine Proctor.: 


Other good books are Lincoln Finds 
A General by Kenneth P. Williams 
and Abraham Lincoln And The United 
States by K. C. Wheare. 


The Lincoln Book of the Year 


There are several good books to be 
reckoned with in selecting the Lincoln 
Book of 1949. I find it difficult to 
finds one that excels all others and 
leaves no doubt as to its place at the 
top of the list. Lincoln And The 
Baltimore Plot is an excellent book 
and deserves consideration. Sand- 
burg’s Lincoln Collector will be prized 
by any and all Lincoln collectors. 


Lincoln Finds A General by Williams . 


is an excellent book. I feel confident 
that Lincoln’s Secretary by Helen 
Nicolay will receive much favorable 
consideration for the award and prob- 
ably will be chosen as the Lincoln 
Book of the year by many people.

tion. Barringer has written a book 
that is all Lincoln and he has done it 
well. It is a scholarly piece of work 
that represents much original re- 
search. The data and facts accumu- 
lated are put into readable discourse. 
Very few writers could have written 
a book so interestingly without delet- 
ing much of the information this vol- 
ume contains. 


Magazine Articles of 1949 


The magazine articles mentioned in 
this division are selected in the same 
manner as were the books reviewed 
in the previous section. Some excel- 
lent articles have found their way in- 
to print but are not included here 
because of lack of space or because 
they have been missed in the large 
task of turning through the thousands 
of pages of Lincoln publications. A 
magazine article on Lincoln is seldom 
seen that does not have some merit. 


Letters of An Illinois Legis- 
lator: 1839-40. Edited by 
Fern Nance Pond—Abraham 
Lincoln Quarterly, September, 
1949 


Here are the letters of Thomas Jef- 
ferson Nance written, to his wife 
Catharine, at the time he was in the 
Legislature at Springfield, Illinois. 


The letters contain much information 


in regard to legis'ative matters but 
they also offer a great deal of per- 
sonal comments on a variety of sub- 
jects. 

All types of business transactions 
were arranged through the medium 
of these letters and a personalized 
shopping service instituted long be- 
fore the present day ones were 
thought of. Apparently Nance bought 
many things for his wife and for him- 
self while attending the legislature. 
His letters describe such purchases. 

The letters allude to Lincoln and 
many other important men of the 
day who were in the Illinois Legisla- 
ture at that time. Residents of 
Petersburg and the New Salem neigh- 
borhood are mentioned frequently. 

All students of Illinois history or 
of Abraham Lincoln will find these 
“Newsy” letters of Thomas Jefferson 
Nance most interesting. Those who 
are particularly interested in the his- 
tory of New Salem and Pe.ersburg 
will miss a great deal if they do not 
read them. I believe the letters are 
in the possession of the writer, Fern 
Nance Pond, a relative of Nance. 
Her knowledge of New Salem history 
and its early inhabitants, including 
her own relatives may easily be seen 
by reference to the introductory sec- 
tion of the article and the explana- 
tory notes found at the bottom of each

BOOK REVIEW: 
I Hear You Calling Me. 


The Story of JOHN MCCORMACK 
As Written by His Wife 


Lity McCorMAck 
Published by The Bruce Publishing Company; 
201 pages; price $2.75 


This is a book of wifely remini- 
scences written in an unpretentious 
style which happily reflects the true 
personality of the author rather than 
the gleam of ghost-writer’s polish. 
Reading this story makes you feel as 
though you were listening to Lily 
McCormack telling you about her 
husband’s remarkable career in her 
own words. This is a charming vir- 
tue, but of course such spontaneity 
and naturalness are almost inevitably 
accompanied by their own defects 
when transferred to the printed page. 
In this case, for example, the story 
tends to jump about disconcertingly 
at times and thus the chronology of 
events often becomes confused and 
confusing. Also there are repetitions, 
misspellings and inaccuracies which 
might easily have been avoided by 
judicious editing. Yet I, for one, 
would rather put up with such faults 
as these than read a book in which 
the outlines of the writer’s own char- 
acter had been blurred by excessive 
re-touching from a professional hand. 
There is one error in fact, though, 
that is important enough to mention 
now, i. e. the statement on page 54 
that conductor Cleofonte Campanini’s 
famous tenor brother, Italo, “was now 
having a triumph at the newly opened 
Manhattan Opera House in New 
York.” This was an impossibility in- 
asmuch as Italo Campanini died in 
1896, ten years before the opening of 
the Manhattan Opera House. 

At any rate, it’s a wonderful story 
that Lily McCormack tells and there 
are many things in her manner of 
telling it to be grateful for. Ob- 
viously a sweet woman and a loyal 
Collectors Guide "Sor Stiaefibs.155 § 
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and loving wife, she might easily have 
presented us with a blandly saltless 
portrayal of her husband’s character. 
But she has humor, understanding, 
objectivity, dignity and restraint and 
thus John McCormack emerges from 
the pages of this book in convincing 
form, a natural man with human 
foibles that endeared him all the more 
to those who loved him. 

Lily and John first met in 1903 
shortly after each had won the coveted 
Gold Medal signifying first prize in 
their class at the Feis Ceoil, Dublin’s 
famous music festival. She was sev- 
enteen, John not yet nineteen. Both 
were engaged to sing at the World’s 
Fair in St. Louis, Missouri, in 1904 
and it was there that they fell in love. 
They were married in 1906. Thus 
Lily was in a position to observe 
John’s career from its very beginning. 
Indeed, the most interesting part of 
her story is the account of John’s 
early struggles and his first successes. 
Once he becomes firmly established in 
the’ world of music, the spotlight 
shifts more and more to non-musical 
subjects: children, friends, celebrities, 
prominent society people, their travels 
all over the world, etc. Here the 
reader may occasionally weary of 
such trivia and long for more serious 
fare—perhaps a detailed exposition 
of John’s steady growth in artistic 
stature. Nevertheless, music, sing- 
ing and, yes, records, are recurrent 
themes throughout the book. Even 
those of us who have read L. A. G. 
Strong’s excellent McCormack bio- 
graphy are familiar with the singer’s 
history up to a certain point only. 
Therefore Lily’s recital of John’s last 
days is especially absorbing and as 
told here with such quiet restraint, 
deeply touching. 

A feature of this book that record 
collectors will welcome enthusiastic- 
ally is the complete, accurate and re- 
markably detailed list of McCor- 
mack’s cylinder and disc recordings. 
Compiled by Philip F. Roden of Jer- 
sey City, this originally appeared in 
The Gramophone magazine several 
years ago. It is good to have this 
magnificent discography safely pre- 
served between the substantial cov- 
ers of a book and one regrets only 
the omission of the dates of issue of 
the records. The McCormack record- 
ings were staggering in number and 
Mr. Roden’s listing of them was a 
labor of love that now stands as a 
fitting monument to the undying art- 
istry of Ireland’s greatest singer. 





Special mention should also be made 
of the six double-sided pages of photo- 
graph reproductions which add mate- 
rially to the charm and interest of 
this book.

These records are pressed on a 
tough, durable and _ break-resistant 
black plastic material and the price 
is $2.50 for one and $1.75 for each 
additional record. This includes fed- 
eral excise tax and all packing and 
shipping charges. 

The quality of re-recording is ex- 
cellent. The surface noise of the orig- 
inal recordings is rather prominent but 
this was unavoidable if the original 
brilliant, forward tone of the orig- 
inals was to be preserved, as it has 
been in these dubbings. These are 
typical examples of Muzio’s voice and 
style, concerning which we shall have 
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more to say in a moment. Goritz was 
a famous “character” baritone at the 
Metropolitan for many years. Papa- 
geno in Die Zauberfloete was one of 
his most famous roles. In this drink- 
ing song from The Merry Wives of 
Windsor, an extraordinary convincing 
atmosphere of unrestrained Teutonic 
pibulousness is conveyed. Urlus, of 
course, was one of the finest lyric- 
dramatic tenors of his day and well 
deserves honoring in this way. Marie 
Rappold was a warmly admired 
soprano in her time and is represented 
on very few standard-cut recordnigs.

Accompani- 
ments sound vague and shadowy, of 
course, but that’s something collec- 
tors of old recordings are accustomed 
to. Mme. Muzio’s exquisite soprano, 
with its warm, velvety tones, is heard 
in the following arias: I Lomardi-Se 
vano, se vano e il pregare; Loreley- 
dove son?; Herodiade-Egli e bel come 
il Ciel; I Vespri Siciliani-Merce, dil- 
ette amici; Rinaldo-Lascia ch’io pian- 
ga; Eugene Onegin-Sei forse l'angelo 
fedele; L’Africana-Figlio del sol; and 
Carmen-Micaela’s Air.

* BILLY WHITEOCK 
By JIM WALSH 


This is the first sketch I have 
written about an English recording 
artist. Up to now I have dealt ex- 
clusively with performers whose 
discs and cylinders were chiefly, if 
not altogether, made in the United 
States—for the reason that such 
men and women are better known to 
American collectors than their con- 
temporaries in other countries. But 
Billy Whitlock is an exception to 
the rule, and when such a tempting 
subject comes along there is noth- 
ing the biographer can do but yield 
to temptation and urge the editor 
to insert his article in the earliest 
possible issue. 

Unless you are a veteran collec- 
tor of ancient recordings, the name 
of Billy Whitlock may mean noth- 
ing to you. However, collectors who 
know something about the pioneer 
English artists, as well as the Amer- 
ican, will recognize the genial Billy 
as one of the earliest recorders of 
laughing songs, who probably also 
ranks among the world’s finest play- 
ers of the xylophone and orchestra 
bells. And millions of persons who 
have been patting their feet during 
recent months to the lilting rhythm 
of a catchy tune variously known as 
“Hot Scotch” or “Hop Scotch Polka” 
should be interested to know that it 


‘was composed by Billy Whitlock and 


was first recorded by him as a bells 
solo some 45 years ago. Not only 
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that, but it has brought its com- 
poser, who was born in Cheltenham, 
England, in July, 1874, out of the 
obscurity of a night watchman’s job 
back into the limelight where he be- 
longs. Thinking it over, I feel that 
Prof. Walter B. Pitkin, author of 
“Life Begins At Forty,” should be 
writing this article, perhaps under 
the title of “Life Begins All Over At 
75!” However that may be, I am 
proud of the fact that I have had 
something to do, as I shall explain 
later, with publicizing Billy Whit- 
lock’s comeback, and that he and I 
have struck up a warm friendship 
by correspondence. We are planning 
to get together in England in 1952 
when, I hope, I shall attend the 
fiftieth annual meeting of the 
Dickens Fellowship — but Billy in- 
tends to come to the United States 
before long for a vaudeville tour. 
If he does, we may be able to meet 
long before 1952. 

I can write the life story of Billy 
Whitlock largely by quoting from 
interviews with him which appeared 
almost 45 years apart; giving ex- 
cerpts from letters written to me by

Mr. Whitlock and his son-in-law 
(who is also his business manager), 
Percy Harris, and mentioning brief- 
ly some articles I have contributed 
to the “the Bible of show business,” 
Variety. 

In my invaluable file of bound vol- 
umes of the Talking Machine News, 
formerly published in London, I 
find the following in the issue for 
May, 1905, under the heading of 
“THE REAL ADVENTURES OF 
BILLY WHITLOCK” (By Our Own 
Interviewer)—spelling and punctua- 
tion as in the original: 


These are the Real Adventures of 
Billy Whitlock, as distinguished from 
those imaginary ones of which he has 
made so many successful records. I re- 
member not long since assisting at a 
children’s party, and the hit of the 
evening was unquestionably the record 
of Billy Whitlock at the Zoo. It con- 
vulsed the juvenile audience and, indeed, 
many of the oldsters besides — that is 
those who had not outlived the ability 
to indulge in a good hearty laugh. I 
had not yet seen the man who made 
the record, but a few months after- 
wards I chanced to drop into the 
Brighton Aquarium and saw him in the 
flesh. I do not think I exaggerate here 
again when I say that from out of the 
exceedingly capable troupe of minstrels, 
of which he was one of the leading 
performers, he again came out as the 
popular favorite. His unctuous humor 
was delightful. The spirit of humor 
was in him; there was no forcing the 
note of fun; it was free, natural and 
spontaneous. By-the-way, I ought per- 
haps to mention here that this was by 


no means his first introduction § to 
“burnt cork’; he was, in fact, some 
time with the Moore and LBurgess 
Minstrels. 


Some months later I happened to be 
in the recording room of the then Elec- 
tric Phonograph Co., Ltd., now the 
British Phonograph Industries, Ltd., in 
Bowling Green Walk. A _ stout gentle- 
man was laughing ‘‘fit to bust hisself,’’ 
as Mr. Weller put it, into the mouth 
of the recording horn. “Billy Whitlock 
making a laughing song,’’ remarked 
someone. And so, when he had finished, 
and taken a slight rest after his ex- 
ertions—for making a laughing record 
is no joke, I can assure you, however 
much it may seem so at the first blush 
—I was introduced in due form; and 
that is how this account of the real ad- 
ventures of Billy Whitlock comes to be 
written. . . 

“Let me see,’”’ said he, “I began life 
as an apprentice on board ship. I got 
as far as Calcutta, and there I ran 
away — I had more than enough of 
that way of going to sea. At Calcutta 
I joined the Stanley Operatic Company. 
I was with the Company four years and 
then I got tired of that. So I ’verted to 


a Skating Rink as instructor, though 
at the time I did I did not know how 
to skate myself. However, I happened 
later on to win the Long Distance 
Skating Championship. 

‘‘My engagement with the Rink termi- 
nated—the Rink closed, and I was out 
of employment. The Stanley Opera 
Company was in Bombay, and I was in 
Calcutta without a penny to bless my- 


self with by this tme. thought I 
had better rejoin my old friends, but 
how was to get there? I loitered 


around the _ station for a while, and 
there I struck up a friendship with an 
engine driver. Good man! He not only 
tock me 200 miles on my way for noth- 
ing — where his route ended — but 
he passed me on to a pal of his, who 
passed me on to another pal, and so 
on, until I got to my destination. Alas, 
when I got to Bombay, I found the 
Company was by that time performing 
at Allahabad. I thought that, failing 
any better way, I could not do better 
than, travel as had done before. So 
I sought out the man who had so kindly 
dumped me down in Bombay, and I 
was once more passed along to Allaha- 
bad. Not quite so good as a ‘Director’s 
pass’ perhaps, but quite as effective in 
covering the required distance. 


“IT had another good time with the 
Stanley Company, and then I received 
advices from England that I had come 
into some money. I asked the lawyers 
for fifty pounds on account to take me 
home. They sent it, but I am sorry to 
say I did not succeed in getting home 
with it. It would not go far enough— 
so I sent for another fifty. They sent 
that also, and they sent a third also, 
but with a polite intimation that they 
would send no more. So I got ‘aboard 
the ‘lugger’ at last. 

‘When I got home I went into part- 
nership in a minstrel show, but the 
profits somehow failed to materialize. 
Then I deserted the profession for a 
while and went into commerce and lost 
a, thousand pounds in less than no time. 
My next experience was with the cine- 
matograph and here I first grew to 
nave a practical acquaintance with the 
nhonograph, and the animated picture 
firm with which I was associated were 
among those houses who hired out 
talkers to exhibitors. They did not sell 
trem. As you know, the policy formerly 
—- a short-sighted policy, too—was to 
hire, not to sell. Then, I got a guinea 
for making a record, and that led to 
other guineas and other records. There 
followed a contract for a year. The 
rest you know. and evervone who is in 
the business knows. Yes!! my selections 
on the lists are all of them composed 
‘out of my own head.’ I never, hy-the- 
a had a lesson in orchestration in my 
ife.”’ 

“You come of a musical stock?” I 
surmised. 

“Yes, maybe that has something to 
do with it. My father was a musical 
director in the States in the ‘fifties,’ 
and my aunt a vocalist in grand opera.” 

“Do you play?’’ 
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I can manage to coax a tune 


“Yes, 
instrument that is 


out of almost any 
set before me.” 

As a composer, it remains to be said 
that Mr. Whitlock is responsible for the 
well-known Electric March which he 
wrote specially for the British Phono- 
graph Industries, Ltd. 

Billy Whitlock’s special forte is 
laughing songs. His favorite motto is, 
laugh and grow fat. There seems some 


truth in it, for, as he tells me, he is 
growing fatter every day. . . 
That interview, remember, ap- 


peared almost 45 years ago. During 
the years that followed, Billy Whit- 
lock became as noted for his bells 
and xylophone recordings as for his 
laughing songs. He made discs and 
cylinders for most of the English 
phonograph organizations, and some 
ot them were reissued in the United 
States by companies, such as Colum- 
bia and Vocalion, which had British 
atfiliations. However, his associ- 
ation was especially close with the 
pioneer Edison Bell company, the 
tirst English firm to make records, 
and he played regularly as a mem- 
ber of the “-B orchestra. And Billy 
not only made records and appeared 
with minstrel troupes, he also rormed 
a music hall partnership with anoth- 
er famous singer of laughing songs, 
Charles Penrose. In the February, 
1923, issue of the Talking Machine 
News appeared a review of a Pathé 
record on which Whitlock played two 
of his own compositions, “Lonesome 
Frolics”’ and “Grasshopper Barn 
Dance.” Said the reviewer: 

“Dear old Billy Whitlock seems to be 
coming to the front again with his bells 
and xylophone. Of course, everybody 
knows that he and Charlie Penrose 
have been doing a music hall sketch for 
some time, entitled ‘two Old Sports,’ 
and that, naturally, has kept Billy to 
a certain extent out of the _ record 
world; however, when he has the op- 
portunity he is back again at the old 
game and is just as good as ever.” 


But, as the years rolled on, the 
“talkies” virtually killed the Whit- 
lock and Penrose act, and things 
went from. bad to ‘worse for the 
formerly carefree Billy. Then came 
his 1949 Decca record of “Scotch 
Hot” (issued in this country under 
the London label), and 75-year-old 
Mr. Whitlock suddenly found him- 
self famous and in the money again. 
The story of his sudden change of 
fortune is well told in an interview 
with him, written by J. Stubbs 
Walker, which appeared on the front 
page of the London Daily Mail for 
Saturday, October 15, 1949. It had 
the headings, “They Put His 1904 
Song On For Fun” and “WATCH- 
aan OF 75 BACK WITH SMASH 
vel X ggg 


“Old Bill,’ 75-year-old Brixton night 
watchman with the well-kept hands 
and the cultured voice, has written New 
York’s latest song hit. 

Bald, well-built and cheerful, Billy 
Whitlock, once a 100-pound a week 
music-hall star, sat in his bed-sitting- 
room at a Brixton boarding heuse yes- 
terday and chuckled his way through 
contracts that show him as a potential 
earner of thousands of dollars. All be- 
cause a very old gramophone record 
which he made in 1904 was played as a 
joke on an utra-modern radiogram at 
a New York cocktail party. 

Billy has been plodding along on his 
old-age pension and odd_night-watch- 
man jobs in South London for years. 
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In a few months the sprightly old man 
who used to make recordings for the 
original Edison Bell company will be 
back in the money. The record they 
played at the New York cocktail party 
was heard by dance-band maestro Guy 
Lombardo. It was recorded again, and 
sold fast. The Decca company cabled 
London to see whether the original 
Billy Whitlock were still alive — and 
swept him: down to the studios to make 
another record of the song hit. 

“Tt’s like a dream,” Old Billy said 
last night. ‘‘There I was, just potter- 
ing along, getting by as well as I could

on any job that offered, and here I am 
with pockets stuffed with contracts.”’ 
The records of his song, a rollicking, 
old-fashioned polka called ‘‘Scotch Hot’ 
—now renamed “Hop Scotch Polka’ — 
are selling at the rate of 15,000 a week 
in America. The song has already been 
broadcast in Kngland and the records 
are just coming on to the market... 
“Looking on the dreary side,’’ one of 
Old Bill's new musical agents said last 
night, ‘‘he’ll be worth three thousand 
founds in the next few months. He just 
just can’t help it. The number is just 
a natural hit.’”’ 

Billy told me: ‘It’s wonderful to feel 
that 1’m back in the swing of things — 
seeing publishers, making records, talk- 
ing ‘shop’ and meeting people again. 
Four more songs of mine, some marches 
I’ve written — good old Sousa stuff — 
and several oddments are being published 
in America.” 

His life story is complicated. Son of 
a musician, he has been sailor, skating 
rink instructor, gramophone-recording 
mechanic, cinema operator, grocer and 
tobacconist, orchestrator and arranger, 
truck driver and night watchman. But 
most of his life he has been ‘in the 
money’’ on the stage, part of a double 
comedy act that used to earn him 
eighty pounds a week, plus another 
twenty pounds for gramophone record- 
ing fees. ‘The cinema killed his act... 

‘I never saved money when I was 
earning it,’’ he said. ‘1 lived. Hotels, 
cars—l’ve owned 18 in my time—parties, 
expensive friends and good clothes; the 
money went as fast as I earned it.” 

Two things he is most famous for; he 
was the first man who started making 
the ‘Laughing’, records—the kind of 
things you have to chuckle at whether 
you are a Chinese coolie or a Welsh 
clergyman—and his bells.  Bill’s bells 
were heard in about a couple hundred 
different old-style gramophone records. 
Now he has bought a second-hand set 
of bells. 

“I'm going to get myself a piano, 
too,’’ he told me, ‘‘and work like I used 
to.” And he is moving from his small 
room into two bigger rooms in the 
same house. 


This is how my hands-across-the- 
sea friendship with Billy Whitlock 
began: As soon as his London re- 
cord of “Scotch Hot” was issued the 
Billboard and Variety gave it warm 
praise. Then both printed accounts of 
a new firm, Cromwell Music, being 
set up to publish the number in sheet 
music form. Delighted at seeing a 
great old-timer making such a tine 
come-back, 1.-wrote an article for 
Variety in which I said that Whit- 
lock and Peter Dawson probably had 
been making records longer than any 
other artists now before the public 
and speculated as to how old the 
veteran bells player might be. I 
estimated that he might be anywhere 


up to 100, mentioning the ‘Talking, 
Machine News interview in which he, 


said that his father was musical di- 
rector in this country in the 
“Fifties.” I argued that if his father 
were 35 in 1855, that would mean 
he was born in 1820 and would be 
129 if he were still alive. Assuming 
that he was 30 at the birth of his 
son, that would make our friend 
Billy 99. However, I also said that 
the picture which accompanied the 
T. M. N. article appeared to be that 
of a man about 35. 

As soon aS my whimsical article 
appeared, Gene Rayburn, a_ disc 
jockey at WNEW, New York, wrote 
to me to say that he and his part- 
ner, Dee Finch, were responsible for 
the “Scotch Hot” record (the other 
side is “Two of Irish’) being issued. 
I quote from his letter:

Through a New York print dealer 
we were able to buy over 150 original 
black and white pen and ink sketches 
by famous artists, such as Hogarth, 
Lutz, Harrison Fisher, Ehrhart, Zim, 
Dirks, Glackens, Graef, Opper, Sand- 
ham, Taylor and Nielson. They were 
used at the turn of the century in 
such magazines as Puck, Judge, etc. 
The two Harrison Fisher originals 
are framed and hang in the club 
room. They both show cyclists of the 
1890 period, the man wearing knick- 
ers and golf stockings, the women 
wearing short skirts, high button 
shoes, the stylish wasp waist jacket 
and sailor hat. 

The third part of our club collec- 
tion consists of old English cycling 
prints. They date back to 1819 in 
small and medium folios, in color, 
costing from a pound to five pounds. 
Our favorite print is entitled “John- 
sons Pedestrian Hobbyhorse Riding 
School” (1819) which shows eight 


riders in dandy costumes astride the 
old fashioned velocipedes riding in 
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formation to thrill groups of specta- 
tors. It was purchased through an 
English dealer for five pounds (before 
devaluation). A brief description of 
our other rare old English prints fol- 
lows:— 


“Johnson, the First Rider on the 
Pedestrian Hobbyhorse”’ published 
in 1819 by R. Acjkernman at 101 
Strand, London showing rider a- 
stride the early bicycle, print size 
is 8 x 10 inches in dark colors.

ery was made over 900 years ago 
when the Caliph Aziz of Cairo (875- 
996) sent a rush order of cherries to 
the town of Baalbeck, using 600 
birds for the shipment. 


During the Franco-German War, 
after the disaster of Sedan, the new 
Government called the most experi- 
enced aeronauts in Paris, Tissandier, 
DeFonvielle, Nadar, Jules Duruof 
and Eugene Godard, and set forth a 
plan for opening aerial communica- 
tions with the exterior. The first 
balloon ascent 'was made by M. Dur- 
of on Sept. 28, 1870, carrying a great 
number of dispatches. He descended 
safely in three hours near Evereaux. 
He was followed on Sept. 29th by 
Godard, jun. and on the 30th by Gas- 
ton Tissandier. 


After this success, the Government 
established the Balloon Post on a 
regular system and plans were made 
for the manufacture of balloons. 
During this period many curious in- 
ventions: appeared for concealing 
messages in code. ‘Hollow coins, keys, 
incisions under the skin, hollow teeth, 
and little giobes of blown glass re- 
sembling’ froth. é 


But it was easier to make balloons 
than to find men for them, for once 
they had left Paris, there was no 
way back. The question now was, 
how to obtain messages from the in- 
terior. 


There existed in Paris a ‘Societe 
Colombophile” which proposed the 
combination of the Balloon Post with 
a return service by pigeons. They 
sent a balloon up carrying three 
birds which returned six hours later. 
This confirmed the success of the 
plan and the service was carried on 
during the rest of the siege. 


Dispatches were fastened to the 
tail, and therefore had to be very 
small and light. H. Dagron, inventor 
of a microscopic machine was asked 
to make arrangements. Dispatches 
were first printed on folio sized 
sheets, 16 of ‘which were placed side 
by side, making a sheet approxi- 
mately 54” long and 32” wide. 

This was then reduced by photo- 
graphy to about 1/800 of its original 
size, the impression being taken on 
a small pellicle of transparent gele- 
tine or collodion 2” long and 1%” 
wide, weighing about % of a grain. 
Each bird carried 20 of these leaves 
carefully rolled and placed in a qui, 
the weight of which was about 15 
grains. 
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When the bird arrived at its cote 
in Paris, the quill was taken to the 
Government office, where it was cut 
open and the leaves removed, magni- 
fied and read by an optical ap- 
paratus. They were then copied and 
sent to their destination. Dispatches 
were repeated by different birds. 


The charge for private messages 
by pigeon post was 50 centimes a 
word, and Parisians were instructed 
to so construct their sentences so 
that they could be answered by the 
words “yes” or “no”, 

Forms resembling the modern post 
card were used and four of these 
could be returned for one franc. 


The earliest known record of 
pigeons being kept for food is in the 
5th Egyptian dynasty about 3000 
B. C. Pliny tells us in his Naturalis 
Historia, of the Pigeon fanciers and 
enormous prices being paid for birds. 

Akbar Khan, great emperor of 
Hindustan is said to have taken 
some 20,000 birds along on his 
travels in the year 1600, dabbling in 
crossing and breeding. 

The word pigeon comes from the 
Latin “pipio”’ meaning a nesting 
bird that pipes out, a “piper” or 
“peeper”, hence the popular phrase 
among pigeon fanciers of “queaker”. 

With the death of a female in St. 
Louis zoo in April 1904, the real 
passenger pigeon became practically 
extinct. I have heard my grand- 
father describe the migration of 
these birds through Ohio, ‘where an 
area of many miles was loaded with 


nests, and in the fall when the beech* 


nuts and acorns. were ripe, how 
thousands of these birds were bagged 
with no effort. Thesé::pigeons were 
about 16” long, with a wedge-shaped 
tail. They were..of a dark slate 
color above and a_ purplish. bay 
underneath, the sides and neck being 
of varied purple, green and gold. It 
is said that one of these birds could 
consume a half pint.of grain per. day. 
Charles Darwin “is. said to have 
evolved his theory and written his 
famous book “The, Origin of the 
Species” mainly from experiments 
and observations.in breeding pigeons. 
Today nearly every large city has 
its pigeon clubs. This is one of the 
most interesting hobbies. An old 
newspaper clipping states: “On Au- 
gust 30th, V. w. Barkley received a 
message delivered by pigeon post from 
the Chicago Democrats thanking him 
for his acceptance of an invitation to 
address the victory picnic on Sept. 
11th. This message was carried by a 
bird owned by Harry Burke, Presi- 
dent of the American Racing Pigeon 
Union, Washington, D. C. It was re- 
leased in Chicago Aug. 28th and ar- 
rived the next morning.” This article 
pays tribute also to “Heading Home,” 
AU-33-WDC, and other heroic birds. 
“The rate for pigeongrams is one 
shilling.” (New Zealand).

If there are as many Lincoln col- 
lectors as Forest Sweet’s directory 
lists, we can confidently say that this 
article will appeal to many people. 
The most humble collector can profit 
by the history and information found 
here. The famous Lincoln collectors 
are included with a biography of each 
and a description of their collections 
and how they compared or differed 
from each other. The story is brought 
down to the present time with suitable 
reference to existing collections and 
to the amazing collection of Oliver R. 
Barrett. Carl Sandburg’s book, Lin- 
coln Collector, is a current publica- 
tion which gives us a complete pic- 
ture of the Barrett collection. Read- 
ers might profit by noting McCorison’s 
comments on this collection before 
reading Sandburg’s book. 


Lincoln In Kansas — Charles 
Arthur Hawley Journal of 
Illinois State Historical Soci- 
ety, June, 1949 


Not much importance has been at- 
tached to Lincoln’s visit to Kansas 
in December, 1859. In most respects 
the trip was a failure because Lincoln 
did not succeed in shaking loose the 
loyalty that had developed for Seward. 
Because of the influential men in 
Kansas who were pledged for Seward, 
little or no publicity was given to 
Lincoln’s visit and to the speeches he 
delivered. In some cases, the news of 
Lincoln’s visit appear to have been 
suppressed. 

Lincoln spent one week in Kansas 
and made many speeches and many 
friends. It was a busy week and con- 
sidering the amount of time and 
travel required to get to so many 
places, it must have been a relief to 
Lincoln when he departed for his 
home in Springfield. 

The writer of this article deserves 
credit for having pieced the story to- 
gether so well, supplying much per- 
sonal information about Lincoln and 
those whom he met on the trip. The 
paucity of printed accounts of the 
trip to refer to, made it necessary to 
explore every possible source for a 
bit of information. It would be in- 
teresting to see what Hawley could 
do in a field where source materials 
are plentiful. 

Mary Lincoln: Judgment Ap- 
pealed —Ruth Painter Ran- 
dall, The Abraham Lincoln 
Quarterly, September, 1949 

Here is the argument of one wom- 
an for another. It is an appeal to 
reopen the case of Mary Lincoln ver- 
sus her Critics to determine whether 
or not she has been “framed.” 

The writer refers to the “Mary Lin- 
coln myth” and poses the significant 
query, “Why does the American pub- 
lic, which is notably fair-minded, 





have this distorted impression and 
wherein has it been unjust to Mrs. 
Lincoln?” ; 

Asking only for the elementary 
justice of a fair trial with a jury em- 
paneled to give a fair hearing to 
friendly testimony as well as to un- 
favorable witnesses, the author seeks 
to marshall an array of testimony 
which pictures Mrs. Lincoln in an 
entirely different light from which 
Herndon and others have turned upon 
her. When direct quotations are not 
available, indirect evidence drawn in 
deduction from letters, is used to give 
Mrs. Lincoln status as a good and 
loving wife and mother. The ob- 
vious facts and conditions are used 
to good advantage in building a case 
for Mrs. Lincoln also. 

In view of the very high praise giv- 
en this article by Dr. Louis A. Warren 
in Lincoln Lore, number 1067, Sep- 
tember 19, 1949, and the fact that it 
appears in a most reputable maga- 
zine, “The Abraham Lincoln Quar- 
terly,” we may be sure that the article 
will be read by many Lincoln stu- 
dents and others. 

On the other hand such unstinted 
praise as that given by Dr. Warren 
is likely to stimulate the reader to 
delve a little deeper into the story 
and establish justification for the ap- 
praisal or perhaps to evaluate the 
article in accordance with his or her 
own standards and appreciations. 

No one can discount the fact that 
the article runs smoothly and is re- 
corded in an excellent style. The 
word pictures have been selected with 
care and the presentation when con- 
sidered in toto makes a favorable im- 
pression on the reader. Moreover, it 
is interesting throughout and one 
automatically senses the truth of the 
statements and the writer’s sincerity 
in what she says. Familiarity with 
the Lincoln literature on the part of 
the writer is an outcome for the read- 
er that cannot be escaped.

If we are to excuse 
Mrs. Lincoln on this count, then we 
may properly apply the same reason- 
ing to others who show serious mal- 
adjustment in their relations with 
others. Mental illness is the cause of 
emotional instability and lack of ad- 
justment in family living and in soc- 
iety in general. Mental illness sus- 
tained for a long period of time may 
atrophy the mental processes and 
cause insanity. The fact that such 
emotional instability and mal-adjust- 
ment calls forth reactions that are not 
premeditated and purposeful does not 
lessen the sting to others. Society 
expects all of its personnel to con- 
form to accepted usages, customs, and 
practices and makes little or no al- 
lowance for those who cannot conform 
because of emotional disturbances. 

These are, indeed, fine points and 
the mention of them is not calculated 
to influence anyone’s opinion with re- 
spect to the excellence of the article. 
They are merely the observations of 
the writer.

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Art Treasures From Iran Exhibited 
At Metropolitan Museum 


More than one hundred priceless 
Near Eastern art treasures lent by 
the Government of Iran are being 
shown for the first time in America 
at The Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
This striking exhibition, shows rare 
examples of decorative art ranging in 
date from 2,000 B.C. to the 19th cen- 
tury. His Imperial Majesty, Moham- 
med Reza Pahlavi, Shahinshah of 
Iran, was guest of honor on the open- 
ing day of the exhibition. Many of 
the works exhibited are from the 
Shah’s personal collection. 

Dr. Mehdi Bahrami, director of the 
Archaeological Museum in Teheran, 
and profesor in Teheran University, 
selected and brought to the United 
States the collection of early manu- 
scripts—sixteen of which are from the 
Shah’s collection — illuminated copies 
of the Koran and examples of re- 
cently-excavated pottery, sculptures 
in stone and bronze, gold and silver 
vessels and jewelry that make up the 
exhibition. 

Outstanding among the manuscripts 
is a twelfth-century Koran, copied in 
fine script by the master Muhammad 
and richly illustrated with geometrical 
and floral designs, painted in red and 
blue and gilt. Early illustrated texts 
on astronomy, geography and botany 
are of especial interest. A famous 
early fifteenth-century manuscript il- 
lustrates fables with thirty-five ex- 
quisite miniatures. Outstanding among 
the illusrations are the Crab and Her- 
on, Crows Fighting with Owls and 
Lion Devouring an Ass. 

Notable for its fine script and elab- 
orate illustrations, is a copy of the 
Shahnama, or Book of Kings. Based 
on ancient legends as well as histori- 
cal fact, this epic poem by Firdausi 
served as inspiration to Iranian ar- 
tists for centuries. In his notes for 
the exhibition catalogue, Dr. Bahrami 
describes this copy, made in’1430 A.D.,

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as outstanding for the “unrivalled 
quality of its illustrations.” 

A painted pottery cup of about 
2,000 B.C., made of red burnt clay and 
painted with a parallel zigzag motif 
in brown, is the earliest object on dis- 
play. Animal shapes among the early 
objects exhibited include a_horse- 
shaped pottery vessel, a gold lion’s 
head, a griffon’s head of gold, a goose- 
shaped vessel and a striking clay rhy- 
ton, or drinking cup, ending in a ram’s 
head. 

A remarkably human and skilful 
royal portrait is to be seen in the head 
of a youth made of lapis lazuli paste 
which dates from 500 B.C., and was 
recently excavated at Persepolis. The 
details of the features are particu- 
larly well-modeled. Also notable for 
its skilful execution is a marble head 
of a man from the first century B.C. 

A superb rhyton of the first cen- 
tury B.C. is shaped like a slender horn 
and terminates in the forequarters 
of an ibex. 

Gold treasures from the Teheran 
Museum’s collection never before pub- 
licly exhibited include a filigree neck- 
lace from Saqqiz, a town destroyed 
by the Assyrian king, Sargon II, 
about the eighth century B.C., a pe- 
riod in Iranian history of which little 
is known. A magnificent gold goblet 
of the eleventh century B.C., found 
recently in a near-perfect state of pre- 
servation near the Caspian Sea, is an- 
other highlight of the exhibition. 

An amusing goose with an elong- 
ated neck, open bill and a large body 
is a fine example of a unique and 
traditional type of Iranian animal 
vessel. It was excavated about two 
years ago at Saqqiz. Recent excava- 
tions at Gurgan, east of the Caspian 
Sea, revealed kilns and well-preserved 
examples of pottery from the first 
quarter of the thirteenth century A.D. 
A figure of a bird and a ewer of 
faience shown in the exhibition are 
typicai. 

Several pieces of molded glass with 
incised decorations, also from Gur- 
gan, are on display. Among them 
is a white cut-glass flask with a slen- 
der neck and silver stopper fastened 
with' a silver chain. This piece, deco- 
rated with geometrical patterns, dates 
from the end of the twelfth cen- 
tury A.D. 

Handsome bronze pieces include a 
twelfth-century, nine-sided candlestick 
made in Khurasan Province in eastern 
Iran. Inlaid with silver, it is deco- 


rated with two rows of concave panels 


containing human figures and scenes 
worked between two bands of inscrip- 
tions. A large bronze basin inlaid 
with silver is decorated with an en- 
throned Amir, or prince, among his 
servants and surrounded by signs of 
the Zodiac. It was found at Hama- 
dan, a city in Iran’s western moun- 
tains. Soth the candlestick and the 
basin are from. the Shah’s personal 
collection. 

A flat dish of silver found in Azar- 
baijan and dating from the tenth cen- 
tury A.D. is embellished with Kufic 
writing in niello. 

The exhibition will probably remain 
at the Metropolitan until near the end 
of February.

George Eastman of camera fame built 
in 1905 for his home, was recently 
opened as a museum of photography. 
Here is now deposited one of the finest 
museums of its kind in the world. 
The exhibits trace the whole history 
of photography from the early times 
to the very latest development. The 
camera obscura, the camera lucida, 
the work of Daguerre, Wedgwood, 
Niepce, Fox Talbot, and the other 
pioneers are represented. 

One room is devoted to Eastman’s 
own part in the story of photography 
with photographs from his collection, 
his early patents, with the first kodak 
and a piece of the first transparent

FAMOUS CIRCUS ANIMALS 


LANA,

On the final day of the 1949 season 
of Ringling Brothers and Barnum 
and Bailey Circus in Miami, Fla., the 
show lost its greatest single attrac- 
tion for more than a decade — Gar- 
gantua, the gorilla, ‘which had long 
embellished the show’s menagerie. 

Gargantua is one of the few goril- 
las reared in captivity and was pur- 
chased by John Ringling North 
when he first took over as head of 
the Ringling show for the 1938 
season at a reported cost of $10,000. 
Now show officials estimate Gar- 
gantua was worth more than $1,000,- 
000 at the circus box office. 

Gargantua received the most im- 
pressive introduction ever given an 
animal attraction in a cirous arena. 
Frank Buck, famous wild animal 
trapper, whose name is a household 
word in America as the “bring ‘em 
back alive’ man, appeared in the 
circus arena, and described the goril- 
la as the animal was wheeled around 
the hippodrome track in a large air 
conditioned cage. To add impres- 
siveness to the occasion, armed 
guards paced alongside the cage and 
the band gave with jungle music. . 

In the midst of that season, a 
strike embroiled the Ringling show, 
but after a brief interval, the feat- 
ured acts of the Ringling show, in- 
cluding Frank Buck and Gargantua,

joined the Al G. Barnes Circus, which 
finished the season, exhibiting the 
Ringling wonders. 

In the 11 years that have since 
passed, Gargantua has been prom- 
inently featured in all Ringling ad- 
vertising — on natural color posters, 
on window cards, in newspaper ad- 
vertising and couriers. Special book- 
lets telling the life history of Gar- 
gantua were also sold in the men- 
agerie tent. 

For the most part, Gargantua was 
exhibited in the center of the show’s 
big menagerie tent, but one year a 
special tent housed the gorilla cage. 
In 1941, the cireus purchased a 
second gorilla, a female called M’Toto 
and press agents reveled in the 
publicity. gained from the promised 
“wedding of the gorillas,” which 
never came off. Gargantua and Toto 
merely stared at each other through 
the glass partition of their cage— 
never showed any affection for each 
other. 

Nevertheless, they remained in the 
two-room air conditioned cage for 
the next eight years and until the 
demise of Gargantua, Toto sharing 
the publicity through the years with 
her disappointing mate. 

Once before, the Ringling show 
had featured prominently in adver- 
tising a gorilla, called John Daniel 
II, in 1924, but the publicity build- 
up given Gargantua’s predecessor 
was very mild in comparison. 

Gargantua’s nearest rival as a 
stellar animal attraction of the cir- 
cus, was the noted elephant Jumbo. 
Jumbo’s early career paralleled in part 
that of Gargantua. 

Both animals were born in Africa, 
and both brought to Europe in their 
early years, each being exhibited in 
London before coming to America. 
The late P. T. Barnum paid the same 
amount for Jumbo, $10,000, that 
John Ringling North paid for Gar- 
gantua. 

Jumbo was first exhibited with the 
Barnum and Great London circus in 
1882 on a nationwide tour, and the 
publicity given “the largest elephant 
ever captured” made Jumbo’s name 
known in every city, town and ham- 
let in the country, and the name 
Jumbo applied to many articles to 
accrue publicity from the famous 
name. 

Jumbo was on his fourth annual 
tour ‘when he was killed September 
15, 1885, by a steam locomotive in 
Canada, And despite the great ani- 


mal’s death, Barnum’s show contin- 
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med to capitalize on the elephant’s 
fame. Its skeleton was exhibited in 
the circus tent and a woodcut illus- 
trating it was in a featured place in 
all the show’s advertising for several 
years thereafter. 

Elephants have often been featured 
by circuses, with the management 
making extravagant claims as_ to 
their size. Rival circuses claimed the 
exhibition of “white” elephants in 
the 80’s, although the animals were 
sometimes apparently newly white- 
washed when the crowds were ad- 
mitted to see them. 

Ringling Brothers and Barnum and 
Bailey imported Pawah, “sacred 
white elephant of Burma” for the 
1927 tour, and in 1936 exhibited as 
a special attraction a herd of pyg- 
my elephants. In 1928, the show 
had a huge sea elephant, Goliath, on 
exhibition. The animal was hauled 
around the arena on a flat bed wagon 
as an attendant fed it many pounds 
of fish. But none of these attractions 
excited the fancy of the public as 
did the later feature attraction, Gar- 
gantua, and none was held over a 
second season until Gargantua’s ar- 
rival. 

In the early days of the circus, 
various of the rarer specimens of 
wild animals were featured. First 
came elephants, lions and tigers 
which were fairly common a few 
years. after the combination or cir- 
cuses and menageries. But such 
animals as the black rhinoceros, 
“blood-sweating” hippopotomus, and 
the giraffe, were heavily featured 
when they were first shown in this 
country. 

As late as 1868, the Van Amburgh 
menagerie featured a black rhinocer- 
os as “the first shown in this coun- 
try in 20 years.” But by the 70’s 
when the circuses went on the rails 
and expanded in size, menageries be- 
came so large that all of these ani- 
mals were common specimens in the 
years to follow. 

When the Ringling Bros. and Bar- 
num & Bailey Circus featured John 
Daniel II in 1924, the Al G. Barnes 
Circus countered with Joe Martin, 
the movie monk, and later for sev- 
eral years, the Barnes show featured 
“Lotus”, claimed to be the only per- 
forming hippopotamus, hitched to a 
cart in which a young woman rode 
around the track. 

During the depression years of the 
30’s and the war years of the early 
40’s, the circus menagerie shrunk 
considerably, with shows carrying 
fewer and fewer specimens of the 
rarer animals generally associated 
with the circus. 

Since the war, however, there has 
been an upsurge in menagerie build- 
ing by the larger circuses, and there 
is an ever increasing number of ele- 
phants and a greater variety of the 
scarcer caged animals again on dis- 
play, as importers have hit their 
stride again in making importations 
from Asia and Africa. 

It will probably be quite some 
time, however, before any cireus ac- 
quires an attraction that snatched 
and kept the fancy of the general 
public so extensively and over a per- 
iod of years as did Gargantua the 
Great.

College Teacher Finds Fun in Bells 


By JOHN A. MORAN 


Miss Mary B. Price, instructor in 
music at Fairmont State college, in 
Fairmont, West Virginia, collects min- 
iature bells. In nine years she in- 
creased her collection from 25 to 120. 
This may not sound so spectacular, 
but for a person of moderate income, 
it is rather remarkable, in view of 
the fact that different and unusual 
bells are not easily obtained. No two 
bells in the collection are alike. Many 
are similar in appearance, but their 
origin, or some other fact about them, 
guarantees tem a place in the collec- 
tion. 

Some of the bells are gifts of 
friends and many were sent to her 
by former students, many of whom 





were in service all over the world, 
while others were obtained by Miss 
Price, who has traveled widely in 
North America. 

Although having always loved the 
tinkle of small bells, Miss Price did no 
serious collecting prior to 1941. Since 
then, however, she has become an avid 
collector and seizes upon any oppor- 
tunity to secure another bell. She is 
also a member of The National As- 
sociation of Bell Collectors. 

Probably the two most highly 
prized bells in the collection are inti- 
mately connected with Miss Price’s 
family. The first is a brass school 
bell used by Miss Price’s mother when 
she taught school for seven years be- 
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fore marrying more than 58 years 
ago. The other is a replica of the 
liberty bell hanging from a badge that 
has crossed American flags painted 
on it. The badge was worn by Miss 
Price’s grandfather Stephens, when 
as a veteran of the Union Army, he 
attended a G. A. R. convention in 
Philadelphia. 

The smallest functional bell is of 
brass and is scarcely one-half inch in 
diameter. The “sweetmeat” bell from 
India is hung in the shops and assists 
the shopkeeper of that country. When 
a customer reaches for goods too far 
away, he grasps the bell above him. 
The tinkling of this bell summons the 
proprietor. These bells can be heard 
throughout the Indian bazaars. 

Also from India comes a large ele- 
phant bell intricately and beautifully 
engraved. It is almost a sphere in 
shape, the top half being solid while 
the bottom half is many-pronged. The 
bell is hung around an elephant’s neck 
so it can be easily found. Most of 
the domestic animals in India have 
bells placed around their necks and 
each animal’s bell has a different 
sound so the owner doesn’t have to 
hunt all his animals to find one of 
them. ? 

One of the most unusual bells is

Miss Price is shown with specimens from her collection. 
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from China. It is of highly polished 
brass and is about two and one-half 
inches at the base. The handle, which 
is about six inches high, has the three 
“no evil” monkeys on the end. 

Another Chinese bell in beautifully 
finished brass stands about six inches 
high and is three inches across the 
bottom. The handle is knurled and 
ends in four widespread, upturned 
sharp claws. 

The expression “crystal clear” comes 
to life when one rings another bell. 
Made of clear crystal glass, it is about 
six inches high and four inches across 
the bowl. It was made for Miss Price, 
and around the bottom is a handcut 
leaf design and on the side the letters 
M. B. P., also are etched. 

From far away Java comes a big 
handmade brass animal bell that looks 
like an inverted dugout canoe. 

A unique door bell is Japanese. 
Suspended from the end of a long 
piece of spring steel is a little brass 
bell. The spring is so sensitive that 
the least movement of the door causes 
the bell to ring. 

Still another Chinese bell is made 
of a rectangular brass hood with a 
hollow brass tube suspended from each 
corner. The knocker is hung from the 
center of the hood. 

Fashioned in pewter, the Price fam- 
ily’s old dinner bell is also a prize. 
The bell is very plain. It is rouna 
and shallow, mounted on a wooden 
stand. Projecting from the sides are 
two arms on which to rest the knocker. 

The most colorful set of bells are 
Russian saddle bells. One can ima- 
gine a dashing Cossack galloping 
across the scene, giving forth a merry 
jingle with every movement of his 
horse. There are four bells to the set, 
three on top and one below. Those 
on top have six clappers to each bell, 
all mounted on the outside. The bell 
below has three clappers which strike 
from the inside. . 

A clay figurine presented to Miss 
Price by a former student, was made 
by a little Mexican girl. It has a 
surprisingly sweet tone for such a

FAVORITE PIONEER 
RECORDING ARTISTS

“WNEW was throwing out a_ stack 
of old records, among them the Edison 
Bell recording of ‘Scotch. Hot,’ with 
Whitlock at the bells. We played the 
record three or four times during the 
course of one week and began to get 
response on it from our listeners. . 
We put the record aside temporarily 
and began an _ investigation through 
London Records to find out who owned 
the master. Tutti Camarata of London 
Records informed us that the firm did 
not own the master. . but Whitlock 
was still around and willing to re- 
record it. We sent them an acetate 
dubbing from the original Edison Bell 
and suggested that they do it with the 
same instrumentation and arrangement. 
. . « An American publication had been 
arranged for the tune, so we wrote to 
the publisher suggesting a lyric based 
on the familiar children’s game which is 
universally known as Hop Scotch. . . 
The publisher turned the whole thing 
over to Carl Sigman, who liked the 
idea, and in two days came up with an 
engaging, refreshing lyric. . . Guy Lom- 
bardo heard it, liked it, recorded it, 
used it on his network remotes. The 
Three Suns recorded it. Art Mooney re- 
corded it, and Martin Block picked 
Mooney’s version as the record of the 
week for the first week in August. 
Bill Gale has waxed it for the Columbia 
label. - My sidekick, Dee Finch, and 
I would be pleased to learn what the 
listener reaction is around Roanoke 
with ‘Scotch Hot’ when given the 
Walsh’s Wax Works treatment.’’ 


Mr Rayburn told me he believed 
Billy Whitlock was 80. Then Billy 
himself happened to see the first 
Variety article I wrote about him, 
and at once sent me a letter of 
thanks in which he said: “To settle 
the age question, I was 75 last 
month (July), but I have always 
kept up my practice on bells and 
xylophone, so when the Decca com- 
pany found me a month or so ago, I 


rattled off four solos and _ have 
another session shortly in view. 
Should you care to have my life 


story I should be pleased to forward 
it on. It might raise a small laugh. 
I think you are correct in saying 
that Peter Dawson and myself must 
be two of the oldest gramophone ar- 
tists, and this bit of luck in the U. 
S. A. has come as a very pleasant 
surprise to me, especially since in 
these last years, things have not 
been quite so bright.” 

I was ill with a severe virus ail- 
ment when Mr. Whitlock’s letter ar- 
rived, but I sent him an air mail 
postal saying I would write at more 
length as soon as I was able. Judge 
of my amazement and delight, when 
less than a week later, I received a 
cablegram from Billy, saying he 
hoped I would soon be well. That 
was the first time my health had 
been a matter of international con- 
cern!!! 

A couple of weeks later I received 
another letter from the veteran mu- 
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Sician-comedian, in which he humor- 
ously remarked: 

“I’m having a — of a time here over 
the song — interviews, letters, phone 
messages, etc. Last Saturday it was on 
television. I didn’t see it myself, but 
was told it was O. K. They made it 
into a sort of a sketch — girls in kilts 
doing it and so on, about a ten-minute 
show. Various bands and singers are 
doing it now, and it will be in all the 
pantomines this year. Tomorrow a copy 
is being sent to the Queen for approval. 
I shall probably get about ten years for 
that, but so long as I have a piano in 
the cell I shall be O. K. . . I think my 
son-in-law and manager is writing’ you 
with further particulars, so I’ll dry up. 
We must meet in 1952, if not before, all 
being well. . . Yours, till I play a harp 
instead of bells, Billy.’ 


Then, in two or three days more, 
came a most interesting letter from 
Mr. Whitlock’s son-in-law, Percy 
Harris. Here are some quotations: 

“Billy Whitlock has asked me to let 
you know a few odds and ends about 
his past life. I am doing the business 
side of this last ‘upheaval’ of his. Be- 
lieve me, I have never struck anything 
like it. Reporters by the dozen, photo- 
graphers, scroungers (we Americans 
would call them “panhandlers”—J. W.), 
members of Parliament, old friends and 
now autographs; it’s sending me crazy. 
But it is an experience that I would not 
have missed for anything. 

“As you know by now, Billy is 75, 
but I would add, a very young 75, and 
he is game for anything. . . I am trying 
to give you a picture of him not as an 
old man of a hundred or so, as your 
press suggested, but rather as a gocd 
old comedian. He has _ been working 
the halls and clubs with his bells and 
he has two acts, one as a fiery old 
colonel and another as a tramp, both 
of which are very popular. 

“His past history is a little varied... 
he started off when he was young by 
joining the Salvation Army because he 
wanted to play the drums and soon got 
1ed up with it and went to sea. He got 
as far as Bombay, went ashore and 
went for a long walk up country. 
Whether he _ had learnt to play the 
drums or not I don’t know, but he cer- 
tainly did not like the sea. He joined 
an Opera Company in India and toured 
the country for about five years and 
then came home to join a troupe of 
Pierrots. He was by that time a good 
all-around musician and began writing 
his own music. That was in the year 
1903 and in the following year he joined 
the Moore and Burgess Mohawk Min- 
strels as a ‘corner man.’ His numbers 
were successful and he started record- 
ing for dison Bell. He did so many 
that he had to use other names, and I 
can remember my own father arguing 
with my_uncle upon the merits of 
Madame Paule, Dudley Roy and Billy 
Whitlock as bell soloists. It was only 
last week that I found out that Billy 
did all of them. He also recorded for 
Beka and Clarion. About this time he 
teamed up with Charles Penrose and 
they toured the halls as a top line act 
as ‘The Two Old Sports.’ When the 
talkies came they separated and Billy 
continued as a single act. Things got 
worse and worse and he started to 
drive a truck for a friend, but that was 
not a success and I gave him a job in 
my warehouse as a night watchman, as 
I wanted him to start writing music 
again. He always wrote his music at 
night, and then a few weeks ago you 
played his old record, ‘Scotch Hot,’ 
which started Billy on the road to 
fame once again. (Actually, of course, 
it was Gene Rayburn who first played 
the record.—J, W.). 

“Last night we sorted out some old 
photographs and amongst them was one 
which I think will interest you. It is 
a photo of the orchestra that played 
the old Edison Bell records. Billy is 
with them. 


I_am having copies made and will 
send you one as am sure you will 
enjoy it, if only for the old-fashioned 
instruments that they are holding. 
You may wonder how I know so much 
about Billy. I married his daughter. So 
that is my alibi.”

A lot of 7 Torah pointers, of the 
19th century, brass, silver and filigree 
work, brought from $60 to $200 each. 
~ A parcel-gilded filigree silver Torah 
breastplate, by A. M. Silver, Warsaw, 
dated, 1858, height 9 inches, brought 
$200.

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THE UNSELFISHNESS OF LINCOLN 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


In Abraham Lincoln’s life, particu- 
larly in its earlier years, there were 
outstanding events marking him as 
one who willingly gave up his own 
rights and privileges to help others. 

One of these instances has to do 
with the Shields-Lincoln duel of 1842. 

James Shields who, according to 
Stephenson, was an impulsive and not 
over-wise politician, was made the 
butt of a ridiculing poem by a little 
coterie of lively girls, one of whom 
was Mary Todd. These girls, with 
the aid of Lincoln, prepared a sharp 
lampoon which was printed in a 
Springfield paper. Shields did not 
prove to be a very good sport and 
realizing that Lincoln was connected 
with the joke, he demanded that the 
latter give him the names of those 
responsible. Lincoln accepted the full 
responsibility himself and Shields 
challenged him to a duel. Lincoln ac- 
cepted, choosing old fashioned cavalry 
broad swords as the weapons and 
stipulating other absurd conditions 
which Shields took seriously. 

The two met on the dueling grounds 
where the seconds, with more sense of 
humor than Shields, proceeded to talk 
the duel and the quarrel into oblivion. 
Lincoln’s unselfish acceptance of the 
blame protected the girls from the 
unpleasant notoriety that would have 
embarrassed them. 

The famous Freeport question cost 
Lincoln the Senatorship in 1858, if we 
are to believe his biographers. He 
asked Douglas in the second of the 
series of Lincoln-Douglas debates, Au- 
gust 27, 1858, “Can the people of a 
United States territory in any lawful 
way, against the wish of any citizen 
of the United States, exclude slavery 
from its limits prior to the formation 
of a state Constitution?” 

In other words, was the Dred Scott 
decision good law? Was it true that 
a slaveholder could take his slaves 
into Kansas even though the people 
of Kansas wanted to keep them out? 

Without here considering the merits 
of the subject, it is worth while to 
point out that the thought in Lincoln’s 
mind at the time was not how to pro- 
mote his own candidacy, but how to 
bring about the defeat of Douglas 
whose election he believed would prove 
opposed to the best interests of the 
country and the state of ‘Illinois. 

Lincoln had shrewdly laid a trap 
for Douglas. If the latter answered 
“Yes,” the South would never vote 
for him for President. It would cost 
him the support of the slaveholders. 
If he answered “No,” his Illinois con- 
stituents would not return him to the 
Senate. : 

Lincoln was told he would be de- 
feated if he asked that question, but 
he persisted in the belief that Douglas’ 
defeat was more important than his 
own election, and Douglas’ attempt to 
carry water on both shoulders resulted 
in a popular majority for Lincoln, 
but the state legislature gave Douglas 
the Senatorship. 


Lincoln disclaimed any unselfishness 
in sacrificing himself to allow Douglas 
the victory, but nevertheless the fact 
remained that when it came to the 
voting legislature, Governor Matteson, 
the Democratic candidate was holding 
fast to 47 votes on the ninth ballot, 
with Trumbull thirty-five and Lincoln 
fifteen. Lincoln determined he would 
sacrifice his chances, which were bet- 
ter than the figures indicated, to elect 
Trumbull, the candidate of the un- 
compromising bolting Democrats. Lin- 
coln’s fifteen supporters—and friends 
—protested against leaving him but 
he insisted and on the tenth ballot, 
they changed to Trumbull and he was 
elected. Lincoln’s ambition to go to 
the Senate was sacrificed to his un- 
selfishness in favor of party impor- 
tance. 

Soon came talk of him as a can- 
didate for the Presidency in 1860 
and Lincoln took a pronounced stand, 
explaining that while he would like 
to be President, yet he believed the 
good of the newly formed Republican 
party and the welfare of the nation 
in a time of political and economic 
turmoil called for a better man than 
he felt himself to be. He was pre- 
pared again to sacrifice himself to the 
good of the cause, an unselfishness not 
too many politicians have ever been 
prepared to exhibit. 

In 1859 Jesse W. Fell returned from 
an eastern trip to tell Lincoln on 
meeting him at Bloomington, “I have 
been east and all through New Eng- 
land, New York, New Jersey, Pennsy]l- 
vania, Ohio, Michigan and Indiana 1 
found people have been reading your 
speeches against Douglas and asking, 
“Who is this man, Lincoln? .. . I be- 
lieve you can become a prominent if 


not a successful candidate for the 


Presidency.” 

“Oh Fell,” said Lincoln, “what is 
the use of talking about me for the 
Presidency when we have such men 
as Chase and Seward and others who 
are so intimately associated with the 
principles of the Republican party?” 

Lincoln placed men of the calibre 
of Chase and Seward at the head of 
the available men for the Presidency. 
In other words, he did not feel it 
would be patriotic or even honorable 
for him to grab off the nomination 
when it might cost the country the 
best possible leader and lose the new 
and promising Republican party the 
chance to take over the leadership of 
affairs at a time when it might—and 
as it turned out, did—start it on the 
way to long years of leadership. 

At another time than the moment 
of meeting with Fell, Lincoln had 
said, “Is it not a matter of justice 
due to such men as Chase and Seward 
who have carried this movement for- 
ward to its present Status that they 
be the ones to be considered for the 
Presidency? And to an editor he 
wrote in April, 1859, “I must in all 
candor say I do not consider myself 
fit for the Presidency.” The f>llow- 
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ing November he declared, “I have en- 
listed for the permanent success of 
the Republican cause and for this ob- 
ject I shall labor faithfully in the 
ranks.” 

In this, as in all cases, Lincoln’s 
first, honest thought was for a cause, 
not for a personal success. He was 
honest to the extent of leaning over 
backward to be straight and his was 
an honesty that kept self in the back- 
ground. 

When Berry and Lincoln bought the 
three grocery stores of New Salem, 
they paid for them with their notes to 
the amount of about $1,500. They 
now had a monopoly of the trade, but 
what had been enough trade to sup- 
port three stores, now failed to sup- 
port. one and in due course the busi- 
ness, as Lincoln later expressed it, 
“winked out.” It was bought by Alex- 
ander and William Kent who paid 
Berry and Lincoln with their notes. 
But the Kents decamped, leaving their 
notes unpaid and Berry died and there 
was Lincoln obligated for the entire 
amount of about $1,100 and ‘no one 
to help pay it. 

Lincoln could have escaped or 
avoided payment as many men in 
that day found expedient, but he as- 
sumed the whole debt, which he later 
used to refer to as “the National 
Debt” because of the burden it became 
on his impecunious shoulders. In 1848 
when Lincoln was in Congress he was 
still sending home such money as he 
could spare from his salary to apply 
on the debt he had assumed because 
of his unselfishness and his desir2 to 
leave no obligation unpaid that might 
possibly be considered his responsibil- 
ity. He forgot his own wishes and 
made the sacrifice that made good 
the name that followed him through- 
out his life, “Honest Abe.” 

Unselfishness and honesty are close- 
ly allied and in Lincoln’s case they 
are synonymous and_ simultaneous. 
Incidents illustrating their prevailing 
influence are found all through his 
life. 

Closely allied to the unselfishness 
in Lincoln’s nature was his willing- 
ness —even anxiety—to be helpful 
whenever anyone needed aid. He saw 
opportunities when another might 
overlook them. When the Rutiedge 
tavern was filled to overflowing, Abe 
would go and sleep on a counter in the 
store to make room for someone else. 
If a traveler got stuck in the mud of 
New Salem’s street, Lincoln was the 
first to help pull him out. He chopped 
wood for widows and spinsters. He 
was a help to everyone in and about 
New Salem. Small wonder his popu- 
larity from the first was not less than 
amazing.

“I would be more than obliged if 
you could possibly send me a cop 
of your August 10th article, witeh 
I believe started ‘Disker Billy Whit- 
lock’ and any other article you may 
have published, as I find it impos- 
sible to obtain any back numbers in 
this country. . . I plead guilty to 
being 75, and on my 110th birthday 
you shall have the finest candle off 
the cake.” 

To which Abel Green replied: 

“Am enclosing a tear sheet of the 
August 10th story, as per your re- 
quest. It would appear that you’re 
a ‘Boy Scout’ of 75, instead of a 
middle-aged man of 110, as might 
have been suspected.”

If he 
lives to be 110, I’m sure he’ll feel no 
more than middle-aged. I’m _ confi- 
dent, too, that all the readers of 
HOBBIES will join me in hoping 
that he will live to be 110 and then 
some; that “Scotch Hot” will be fol- 
lowed by many more big hits from 
his pen or on his xylophone and bells;

Death of Alice Lloyd 


Pioneer Recording Comedienne 


Alice Lloyd, one of the most popu- 
lar of the older generation of English 
music hall stars and variety artists, 
died November 17 in Banstead, Eng- 
land, aged 76. Miss Lloyd was the 
sister of the even more famous Marie 
Lloyd and was known in her Ameri- 
can vaudeville performances as “The 
Bonnie Belle of Scotland.” She and 
her sister Grace also appeared as 
“The Sisters Lloyd.” At one time she 
won a newspaper contest as the most 
popular English artist on the Ameri- 
can stage. 

__ The comedienne made. at least four 
Victor records when she appeared in 
this country in 1907-08. The most 
popular was “You Splash Me and I'll 
Splash You,” originally listed as a 
single-faced disc, No. 5225, and later 
coupled with “Don’t Argify,” by May 
Irwin, as double-faced No. 16058. 


Three other single-faced records were 
31646, “Never Introduce Your Bloke 
to Your Lady Friend”; 5158, “May, 
May, May,” and 5159, “Young Men 
Lodgers.” The 1909 Victor catalog 
said: “This charming English come- 
dienne has made a very great success 
in America. Her attractive personal- 
ity, bright and humorous style, and 
her amusing songs, which are absol- 
utely free from anything objection- 
able, have captured her audiences 
everywhere.” 

Alice Lloyd’s clean and innocent 
songs were in contrast to the fre- 
quently vulgar and suggestive ones 
of her sister Marie. Incidentally, her 
husband, Tom McNaughton, made the 
monolog of “The Three Trees (There! 
There! There!”) which, coupled with 
Nat Wills’ “No News, or What Killed 
the Dog,’”? was for many years one of 
the most popular records in the Victor 
catalog. When electric recording came 
in, it was remade by Frank Crumit.

Death of Joe Belmont 


Joe Belmont, one of the most popu- 
lar of pioneer recording artists, died 
August 28th, aged 73. Mr. Belmont 
was noted throughout the world as a 
whistler. In recent years he and his 
son, Walter, have operated the: Bel- 
mont Bird Store in Radio City. 

A biographical sketch of Mr. Bel- 
mont appeared in the March, 1948, 
issue of Hoppres. He is the second 
artist who attended the September, 
1948, “John Bieling Day’ party to 
have died. Al Bernard was the first. 
Mr. Belmont is survived by his son 
and a daughter. 

I have also heard that Frank Crox- 
ton, noted concert singer and bass of 
the Peerless Quartet from 1917 
through 1925, died recently, but have

article is written in journalistic style 
without any pretense to having been 
developed out of painstaking research. 
The only evaluation given it, then, is 
that the lay reader can understand 
and enjoy the story. One cannot 
escape being influenced to admire Carl 
Sandburg and accept him as the fine 
American that he is. 

Other good magazine articles are 
Lincoln Cabinet by Helen Nicolay, 
Jefferson and Lincoln by Dumas 
Malone, and Lincoln’s Great Declara- 
tion Of Faith by J. C. Randall. 


The Magazine Article of 1949 


Lincoln students frequently concur 
in their choice of the best. Lincoln 
book of the year, but hardly ever 
agree on the magazine article. Be- 
cause of the wide variety of interests 
of readers and a lack of objective 
standards by which to judge maga- 
zine articles, we have many different 
opinions as to what constitutes the 
one article that is superior to all 
others. Moreover, the reviewer usu- 
ally has not seen some of the contri- 
butions. 
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In the opinion of the writer, Lin- 
coln’s Cabinet by Helen Nicolay and 
Mary Lincoln; Judgment Appealed 
by Ruth Painter Randall stand well 
at the top of the list. These two ladies 
have taken over in 1949 and have 
asked the men to stand aside for a 
time. Personally, I like McCorison’s 
The Great Lincoln Collections And 
What Became Of Them, but Mrs. 
Randall and Miss Nicolay deal more 
directly with the Lincoln family and, 
therefore, should be entitled to care- 
ful consideration from that stand- 
point alone. 

With the Lincoln Lore sheet No. 
1067 before them, the advisory group 
of The Lincoln Foundation will prac- 
tically be compelled to name, Mary 
Lincoln: Judgment Appealed, as the 
magazine article of the year. It prob- 
ably is the best in many respects, 
consequently the writer names Mary 
Lincoln as the best Lincoln article of 
the year. Other articles, while pos- 
sessing many good features, do not 
quite have the appeal in them that is 
to be found in Ruth Painter Randall’s 
writing. 


Other Lincoln Events of 1949 


Herbert Wells Fay, former custo- 
dian of Lincoln’s Tomb, died October 
25 at the Lincoln Lodge near the 
tomb. This fine gentleman, Lincoln 
scholar, and collector will be greatly 
missed by his friends and those who 
make frequent visits to the tomb. 
His son, Earl Fay, is now acting cus- 
todian. 

The most important Lincoln cere- 
mony of the year was the unveiling 
of a large Lincoln Statue on the camp- 
us of Lincoln Memorial University. 
This fine piece of art came from the 
hands of C. S. Paolo and depicts Lin- 
coln as a lawyer. The event took 
place on February 12. Many visitors 
from various parts of the country 
came to the University and took part 
in the colorful dedication of the prized 
addition to the university’s Lincoln 
collection. This is the first Lincoln 
statue to be unveiled in a confederate 
state and does to some extent exem- 
plify the increasing appreciation for 
Lincoln in the South. Miss Margaret 
Johnson Patterson of Greenville, Ten- 
nessee, great granddaughter of An- 
drew Johnson, unveiled the statue. 

The Golden Anniversary of the 
Illinois State Historical Society was 
held in Springfield, Illinois, October 
7-8. Included in this colorful program 
and meeting was a trip to New Salem 
in chartered buses. The New Salem 
visit gave an opportunity for all to 
inspect the reconstructed village and 
finally to assemble in front of the mu- 
seum to hear Fern Nance Pond tell 
of New Salem and then hear Carl 
Sandburg speak and sing with his 
own guitar as the accompanying mu- 
sical instrument. 

The annual pilgrimage to Lincoln’s 
Tomb by the American Legion was 
conducted again in 1949. Sangamon 
Post No. 82 of Springfield, Illinois 
was the local sponsor for this impor- 
tant event. As is customary, all of 
the important officers of the Legion, 
State and National, were in attend- 








ance and took part in the program. 

About two thousand Boy Scouts of 
the Abraham Lincoln Council made 
their pilrimage to the tomb in April 
of 1949. In full uniform with ban- 
ners, flags, and other appropriate re- 
galia, these marching units presented 
a very colorful parade. The writer 
was accorded the honor of. making a 
short address to them from a point 
directly in front of the tomb. 

The Lincoln Players, under the di- 
rection of Adelaide O’Brian, presented 
their annual showing of “Lincoln In 
Illinois” in Kelso Hollow at New 
Salem State Park during the month 
of August. This play is to be made 
into a moving picture by the State 
of Illinois, using the same cast that 
presented it on the outdoor stage at 
New Salem. 

American Education Week was in- 
augurated by a program at New 
Salem on November 6, by the officers 
of the National Education Associa- 
tion, who flew to Springfield for the 
ceremony. 


Lincoln Publications 


The Abraham Lincoln Quarterly, 
The Lincoln Herald, and Lincoln Lore 
are probably considered the only pub- 
lications that feature Lincoln litera- 
ture excusively. Many readers are 
acquainted with these periodicals and 
always look forward to the publica- 
tion date of them. The Journal of 
the Illinois State Historical Society, 
usually has some Lincoln material in 
it and consequently, is almost indis- 
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pensable to the Lincoln collector and 
student. 


Lincolniana in 1950 may be char- 
acterized by some excellent books and 
articles. Many are already in the 
process of being prepared for pub- 
lication. Readers are beginning to 
wish for the completion of The Abra- 
ham Lineoln Association Project on 
Lincoln’s writings. Others are anxi- 
ously awaiting the five volumes of 
Uncollected Works Of Abraham Lin- 
coln edited by Rufus Rockwell Wil- 
son*. It will probably be some time 
before these important works are 
completed. 


NOTE: Lincoln’s Cabinet by Helen 
Nicolay is not reviewed in this article 
because of the lack of space and be- 
cause her book Lincoln’s Secretary 
was included. Many reviewers have 
spoken favorably of her article.

The wooden shingles from the roof 
of the Lincoln Home in Springfield, 
Illinois were rapidly disappearing. 
In the spring of 1877, the contrac- 
tors, Dallman and Graham had torn 
the shingles from the building and 
there they lay scattered about the 
yard surrounding the home. From 
time to time, the lady of the house, 
Mrs. Harlow, stepped into the yard, 
gathered an arm load of the shing- 
les and deposited them in the wood 
box. The shingles that had sheltered 
Lincoln and his family before they 
went to Washington to live were 
now being used to kindle fires in the 
kitchen stove. 

Whether fate or intuition prompted 
young Eugene Hemmick to pass that 
way and note the repairs that the 
home was undergoing is difficult to 
judge. Perhaps he could have 
escaped knowing that the home was 
getting a new roof because he lived 
and worked within a stone’s throw 
of the place. Regardless of how his 
attention was directed to the home 
at that time, it was a most fortuitous 
circumstance for him. 

The extreme poverty of the Hem- 
mick family and the great need for 
additional income to replenish the 
family larder may have sharpened 
the wits of the seventeen year old 
lad and made him more astute than 
others about him. At least, he ap- 
pears to have been the first person 
to realize that the shingles from the 
Lincoln Home had far greater value 
from a sentimental and association 
viewpoint than for use as kindling 
or fire-wood. His first thought on 
seeing the shingles in the yard was 
that he could make of them trinkets 
and ornaments for sale. 

More than once, Eugene Hemmick 
stopped at the Lincoln Home and 
looked at the shingles with longing 
eye. More than once, he saw the lady 
of the house carry some of the 
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‘MADONNA AND CHILD”

shingles away. Eugene became 
greatly disturbed because he knew 
that the shingles were being burned 
and that they were too valuable to 
be used in that way. Displaying 
some of the business acumen that 
has characterized all of his subse- 
quent business ventures, he approach- 
ed the contractors with a proposition 
to clean up the yard in exchange 
for the remainder of the shingles. 
This agreement was quite satisfac- 
tory to the contractors and soon Eu- 
gene was busy carrying home the 
shingles. The youthful Hemmick 
was very enthusiastic about the 
transaction at that time because he 
believed that he could achieve his im- 
mediate objective of helping support 
his mother’s family. He did not re- 
alize that the shingles were to play 
such an important part during the 
remainder of his life and that the 
incident. was to be recalled seventy 
years later and made known to 

















The Lincoln home, Springfield, Iii. 
J. E. Hemmick gathered the shingles 
from this home in 1877 and sold them 
as collectors’ items. 
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those ‘who appreciate a_ significant 
addition to the existing Lincoln Lore. 
J. E. Hemmick was born in La 
Harpe, Illinois, October 23, 1860. The 
father, James M. Hemmick, brought 
his family to Springfield when Eu- 
gene was nine years of age. Eugene 
had never attended school before he 
came to Springfield but he now en- 
tered the second ward school and be- 
gan to learn to read in the McGuffey 
Readers. Soon he was reading in 
the McGuffey Fourth Reader but 
was forced to quit school in order to 
help support the family. He was 
eleven years of age at that time and 
never went to school again. Doubt- 
less, many of the selections from the 
McGuffey Fourth Reader made a 
deep impression on the young lad, 
especially, “Try, Try Again” by F. 
H. Palmer, and “Perseverance”, by 
Charlotte Elizabeth. Henry Bond’s 
experience as told in the selection, 
“Where There Is A Will There Is A 
Way” parallels very closely Eugene’s 
experience in securing the Lincoln 
shingles in exchange for work. 


Eugene’s first job was in the Sell 
Grocery at a salary of two dollars 
per week. This was a small sum but 
the youthful Hemmick was a very 
happy boy when he took his first 
weeks salary home to his mother. 
Later on employment ‘was found in 
the Lloyd Grocery near Lincoln’s 
Home at a salary of twenty dollars 
per month. About this time, the 
family moved to Highth Street in 
the block just south of the Lincoln 
home and near the store where Eu- 
gene worked. 


The father, a plasterer, had been 
ill much of the time since the family 
moved to Springfield, and had been 
unable to work steadily. In 1876, he 
died and left Eugene with the re- 
sponsibility of providing for his 
mother, three sisters, and a younger 
brother. This was a big problem for 
a young lad, but he did not shirk the 
task. Instead, he began to cast 
about for a source of additional in- 
come to supplement his meager 
salary. So acute was the need that 
Eugene was not slow to sieze upon 
the opportunity that possession of 
es Lincoln shingles apparently of- 
ered. 

Removing the shingles from the 
yard at Lincoln’s home was not an 
easy task but Mr. Lloyd offered Eu- 
gene the use of the horse and wagon 
from the store. After the deliveries 
from the store: had been made, this 
mode of transportation was used in 
the afternoons. Working at such 
Spare moments, the task was com- 
pleted in about two weeks and the 
shingles were safely stored in a small 
building at the Hemmick home. In 
the meantime, many of the shingles 
were carried into the Lincoln home 
for firewood or were appropriated by 
others for the same use. 

It has ever been one of the char- 
acteristics of youth to revel in 
secrecy and to indulge in the pleasure 
of withholding information from 
those whom they wish pleasantly to 
surprise at some deferred date. In 
this respect Eugene Hemmick was 
no different from other youths. He 
had told no one what he intended to 
do with the shingles and he did not tell

his mother or any of the members of 
the family; He may not have been 
sure of the success of his plans but 
it is more likely that he wished to 
surprise the members of his family. 
He, himse'f, was greatly surprised 
and somewhat alarmed when he came 
home evening to find the wood box 
full of the shingles and his mother 
using them to hasten the fire along. 
Immediately, all the members of the 
familv were taken into his confi- 
dence and from then on the shingles 
were used only for the purpose origi- 
nally intended. 


Using a small bracket saw, Eugene 
converted some of the shingles into 
match boxes and other small ob- 
jects but it was not long until some 
one suggested the idea of cutting a 
profile of Lincoln’s head from the 
shingles. 


With a little mechanical ability 
and an artistic touch, a Lincoln pic- 
ture was worked over and adapted 
to the needs and processes involved 
in cutting a profile of Lincoln from 
a shingle. The cut and finished 
shingle had the approval of several 
people before any were offered for 
sale. With a few cuts with the saw 
a remarkable likeness of Lincoln was 
fashioned from the shingles. 
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showing former Governor Dwight Green, one 


At first, the sale of the Lincoln 
head cut-outs was slow because very 
few people knew of them. Now and 
then visitors at Lincoln’s tomb 
would be told of the shingles and 
they would stop at the Lloyd Store 
and buy one. Small as the sales 
were the extra money provided more 
things for the Hemmick family. It 
was young Hemmick’s practice to 
work in the store until nine o’clock 
in the evening and then go home and 
saw out the shingles until midnight. 
T. W. S. Kidd, editor of the Sangamo 
Daily Monitor had noticed the light 
in the Hemmick home several times. 
One night he was going home after 
the forms had been set for the paper 
and stopped at the Hemmick home 
to see what was going on at that 
late hour. When shown the Lincoln 
shingle and how the cut-out was 
made, Kidd became much interested 
and published a full account of the 
story in the Sangamo Daily Monitor. 
This story involving the Lincoln 
Home and the manner in which a boy 
was helping his widowed mother 
support her family must have caught 
the fancy of other editors because it 
was copied in several other publica- 
tions. Frank Leslie’s Popular Month-

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AGRICULTURAL HAND IMPLEMENTS 


From The Great Industries of the U. S., 1873 


The importance of the manufac- 
ture of agricultural implements in 
this country is too evident to be in- 
sisted upon here. Despite, too, the 
application of machinery to agricul- 
ture, there is, and most probably al- 
ways will be, a necessity for per- 
forming many of the operations by 
hand, and the preparation of the im- 
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plements fcr doing this work is one 
of the chief industries of the coun- 
try. In this department of industry, 
as in almost every other, this cen- 
tury has been marked by great im- 
provements in the style of the im- 
plements used, by the application of 
machinery to the process of their 
manufacture, and by the cheapening 
of their price, resulting from the in- 
dustrial organization of the business, 
in accordance with the new demands 
of the present phase of civilization. 

One of the chief establishments for 
the manufacture of hand agricultural 
implements in the United States is 
the Auburn Manufacturing Company, 
situated at Auburn, N. Y. Among 
the articles they manufacture, the 
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following, selected from their pric« 
list, will give an idea of the variety 
of tools which modern invention has 
designed for facilitating the opera- 
tions of agriculture: Grain scythes, 
grass scythes, bush or bramble 
scythes, hay knives, straw knives, 
western corn knives, manure forks, 
hay and straw forks, spading forks, 
socket and shank hoes, rakes, potato 
hooks, manure drags, potato diggers, 
weeding hoes, cast steel garden 
rakes, planters’ eye hoes, etc., etc. 

The location of the Auburn Manu- 
facturing Company’s works, at a 
never-failing water power furnished 
by Owasco Lake, enables them to ob- 
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ain the power for carrying on their 
operations at the cheapest rate, 
while the junction of the New York 
Central and Southern Central Rail- 
‘ways which lies in close proximity to 
their establishment, enables them to 
enjoy every facility for receiving 
their material and forwarding their 
goods to all parts of the country 
with the least expense, and to this 
fact, together with the advantages 
of healthful climate, increasing 
market, cheap fuel, and extensive 
application of improved machinery, 
directed by experienced and com- 
petent managers, is mainly due their 
eminent success; and when it is con- 
sidered that not one fourth of the 
arable land in the country is in culti- 
vation, and that the new states are 
so rapidly increasing in population, 
it is easy to calculate what will be 
the demand for agricultural hand 
tools. Two water wheels are in use, 
the aggregate capacity of which is 
four hundred horse power. 

The material used by the Auburn 
Company in the production of their 
wares is the best to be obtained; 
that used in the scythes is the best 
Swedish iron. This is received in 
bars, which are welded to steel under 
trip hammers, and cut into the 
proper lengths for the rolls. The 
rods thus prepared are then placed 
under heavy rollers and lengthened 
to the required size. After this pro- 
cess they are placed under a plating 
hammer and shaped out. The plates 
are now placed under a “back turn- 
ing machine,” which bends them on 
the back edge, forming the stiff 
ridge along the back, and giving 
them the _ requisite stiffness and 
strength. They are next placed un- 
der a trip hammer to receive the 
“set” or inclination of the back to 
the guard plate, by which the scythe 
is further stiffened. The heel of the 
scythe is then turned by the use of 
dies and a gauge, in order to insure 
accuracy and uniformity. The scythe 
is then pointed pruperly by hand, 
the blade being heated to a red heat, 
and hammered by hand to a point. 
The next process is hardening the 
scythes. The blades are placed in an 
oven, over a blazing fire, and heated 
to a red heat, and then taken out 
and plunged into a tank of pure 
water, into which a constant supply 
is kept running, so that the temper- 
ature of the water is kept always 
the same. Next the scythes are 
tempered, some of the hardness be- 
ing removed. The temperer also 
Straightenes the scythes at the same

time. The scythes are now ground 
upon large Nova Scotia grindstones. 

These stones are one foot thick and 
seven feet in diameter, weighing 
about six thousand pounds each, and 
are driven at the rate of about two 
hundred or more revolutions in a 
minute. By means of these the edges 
are ground and polished, while the 
backs are ground in a machine, in 
order to insure uniformity of work. 
The scythes when thus fashioned are 
taken to the inspecting room, where 
they are submitted to a test as to 
temper, and if approved, pass to the 
polishing room, where upon emery 
‘wheels, they are polished to perfect 
brightness. 

In this process of polishing, a 
great variety of wheels are em- 
ployed, differing in the fineness of 
the emery used according to the 
character of the work required. The 
scythes ‘when polished are painted, 
as the case may be, of various colors 
—red, green, or blue, or bronzed. The 
bronzing is done on the highest 
priced scythes. The processes of 
manufacture of machetes, or knives 
for cutting sugar-cane, and of corn 
and straw knives, are substantially 
the same as those in making scythes; 
the varieties in the various forms of 
these different utensils, by which 
they are fitted to the better per- 
formance of the work to which they 
are specially designed, necessitating 
but slight differences in the process. 

The corn knives are largely used 
in the West—Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, the great 
corn producing states of the Union, 
ordering large quantities of them. 
Of these corn knives there are four 
varieties made by the Auburn Manu- 
facturing Company, while of the hay 
knives there are five, of the bush 
scythes five, and of the grass scythes 
over sixty. The scythes are boxed, or 
strawed—that is, wound up in ropes 
of straw—for market, according to 
the orders for them: the hay, straw, 
and corn knife handles being all 
made on the premises. 

In making socket hoes, the steel 
is received in bars from the rolling 
mill, which are then heated and put 
under a press, which strikes off a 
“pattern,” that is, enough to make 
a hoe with its shank. To the shank 
a socket is afterwards welded, in 
which the handle is finally fixed. The 
“pattern” is then spread, that is, is 
heated and hammered under a trip 
hammer to the proper width for the 
hoes. Then, heated again to a red 
heat, it is placed under the rollers, 
controlled by screw gauges, and 
vressed into the proper thickness and 
depth. The plate thus spread is of 
an irregular form, and is then put 
under a die, of the size of the hoe to 
be made, and by one stroke its edges 
are trimmed evenly. It is then heated 
again, and put under a drop with 
concave and convex dies, and given, 
by a blow, the required concave. 
It is then hardened by being im- 
mersed ‘while hot in whale oil, which 
gives it the trowel temper desirable 
in this class of goods. The hoes are 
then properly “burred,” or, as_ this 
term indicates, the edges at the place 
where the blade unites with the 

shank are cut or ground away even 
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and smooth. This process is per- 
formed upon a wrought iron wheel, 
which revolves at the rate of two 
thousand revolutions a minute. Then 
the hoes are finished by being ground 
and polished. 

The advantage of “pressing” the 
plate between rollers is found to be, 
that this process gives the hoe a 
uniform, smooth surface, which is 
not attainable by hammering. It is 
also found that there is a great sav- 
ing in the material in thus having 
them of uniform thickness, since the 
grinding and polishing processes are 
greatly lessened, and a great saving 
in labor is thus attained. Besides 
this, in tempering,—which is a most 
important matter, — plates of uni- 
form thickness receive a more even 
temper than those of unequal thick- 
ness. 

Shank hees are made by the same 
process as socket hoes. The only dif- 
ference being in the omission of the 
socket. The hoes are then handled 
and made ready for market. The 
handles are made of second growth 
white ash. The Auburn Manufactur- 
ing Company makes all the handles 
for its implements, with the excep- 
tion of some three hundred thousand 
a year with which they are supplied 
by handle makers. 

Eye hoes are such as have an eye 
for the reception of the handle. They 
are also generally called “Planter’s 
hoes,” from the fact that the chief 
market for them has been in the 
South and South-west, for use on the 
plantations. The eyes are made by 
the old process of “drawing out,” and 
welding by hand. The blades are, 
however, trip-hammered, and rolled 
by a process similar to that used for 
the socket hoe. The blades of eye 
hoes are not usually made entirely of 
steel. The “pattern” of iron is “laid” 


‘with a hammered steel blade, thus 


giving strength and sharp edges. 

Potato hooks, manure, hay, straw, 
and sluice forks (these last — 
used for cleaning out the sluices an 
other work in gold mining), spading 
forks, and other kinds, are manufac- 
tured also by the Auburn Manufac- 
turing Company in larger variety 
than by any other establishment in 
the country. 

Forks are made of steel, cut from 
the bar into pieces of suitable 
length, which are then heated to red 
heat, and “shanked,” and “split,” 
and “turned out” under a machine 
of ingenious construction, which 
roughly shapes out the fork, giving 
it as many crude “tines” or prongs 
as are required. The use of this ma- 
chine secures a saving of at least 
fifty per cent. of labor and fuel over 
the old process. The tines are then 
drawn out by’ trip hammers, the 
faces of which are dies of the re- 
quisite shape and size. Its outward 
shape is then given to the fork, and 
it is heated in an oven so constructed 
that the heat is only imparted to the 
steel, while the effect of the vapor of 
sulphur, which is injurious to the 
steel, is avoided. This is a great im- 
provement over the old method of 
laying the tines on the bed of coals. 
The furnace is divided from the oven 
by fire brick. Then the forks are

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GOVERNOR WILLIAM BLOUNT MANSION 


The first frame house built West of the Alleghany 
Mountains, Knoxville, Tennessee. 
By SOPHIE C. HARRILL 


In the year 1790, in the month of 
October, there came to the little set- 
tlement on the Holston River, known 
as White’s Fort, William Blount of 
Bertie County, North Carolina, ap- 
pointed by President Washington, 
Governor of the “Territory South of 
the River Ohio.” 

His first home was a log house, as 
were all the homes of these pioneer 
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settlers. It was built on a knoll near 
the site of our present great Uni- 
versity of Tennessee. 

In 1791-92 the town was laid out, 
surveyed and named for General 
Knox, Secretary of War, under Pres- 
ident Washington. That same yeur, 
1792, Governor Blount built his 
mansion ‘which was the first frame 
house built West of the Alleghany 
Mountains. Is it any wonder that the 
citizens of our town and in fact, all 
this Eastern section of the State 
boast of this shrine as the very birth- 
place of Tennessee? Within these 
walls the idea of our State was born, 
and Governor Blount was Chairman 
of the convention that framed the 
first Constitution of the State of 
Tennessee in 1796. He was also 
superintendent of Indian affairs and 
in 1791 made the treaty with the 
Cherokee tribe which was signed by 
forty-one chiefs. This spectacular 
ceremony was enacted on the lawn of 
the mansion near the bank of the 
Holston River (now the Tennessee) 
and called the “Treaty of the 
Holston.” 

There were many brilliant politi- 
cal and social gatherings in the early 
days of the mansion. Louis Philipe 
of France, with his two brothers, the 
Princes of Orleans stopped on their 
way to New Orleans. 


The mansion passed out of the 
Blount family in 1802, and has been 
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owned by a succession of well-known 
families until within the last twenty- 
five years. It was threatened with 
destruction to make way for progress, 
when the D. A. R.s and their most 
tireless Regent saved the day. 

The “Blount Mansion Association 
Inc.” and the State of Tennessee have 
worked earnestly to preserve this 
historic old house. It stands un- 
changed, and almost in its original 
condition. The same wide _board- 
walks and floors are as good today 
as in the days of its cavalier gover- 
nor. The window shutters are kept 
in place by the same hand-made iron 
fixtures. Some of the doors have 
their original locks, with the seal of 
the English maker plainly visible. 
Many of the window panes are the 
same wavy blown glass of 156 years 
ago. 

Our aim is to preserve, with as 
little restoration as possible. The 
mansion is furnished in appropriate 
early furniture, and is the delight of 
collectors of genuine antiques. The 
little pine dining room is a truly mu- 
seum room.

ly made reference to it as did the 
New York Sun and The Youth’s 
Companion. It was not long until 
the sale of the Linccln shingles be- 
gan to increase considerably. Young 
Hemmick was receiving letters from 
all over the country. Sometimes 
these letters were inquiries; frequent- 
ly they contained money with definite 
orders for one or more of the 
Lincoln heads. The Postmaster in 
Springfield received several letters 
to be delivered to the “Boy who col- 
lected the shingles from the Lincoln 
Home”. The bracket saw was dis- 
carded and a jig-saw made from an 
old sewing machine. With this im- 
proved mode of production, two or 
three shingles could be sawed in one 
operation. 

The additional money earned by 
the sale of the shingles was put to 
good use and the standard of living 
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in the Hemmick family greatly im- 
proved. Eugene Hemmick was so 
happy and enthusiastic about his 
success that he thought he could 
save some of the money and sur- 
prise the family with the presenta- 
tion of a large amount at one time. 
Perhaps, then, they could live as 
well as some of their more fortunate 
neighbors. As the sales continued, he 
placed as much extra money as he 
could save in a cigar box and kept it 
hid under the pile of shingles. When 
the box was nearly full, he could 
wait no longer. He had planned to 
save one hundred dollars, but when 
he counted the copper and silver 
coins he found that it totaled $90.35. 
He borrowed ten dollars from his 
employer, Mr. Lloyd and made plans 
to surprise the members of his fam- 
ily. Impatiently he waited until 
time for the noon-day meal. When 
he reached his home, he began to 
count the money again and did not 
respond to the call for dinner. After 
several calls, Eugene’s sister went to 
his room and found him with his 
money spread about the floor. Natur- 
ally she was greatly surprised and 
soon all of the members of the fam- 
ily knew about it. The money was 
spread out on the kitchen table and 
counted by the mother and sisters. 
They had never seen so much money 
at one time. As they counted the 
money, they asked Eugene many 
questions. “Where did he get so 
much money ?”, “What was he going 
to do with it’. Eugene's joy was so 
great that he hardly knew whether 
to ery or laugh. According to his 
own statement, he did both. 

The mother, Mrs, Clementine Hem- 
mick, was not only a good mother 
but a wise one as well. She would 
not accept the money but instead, 
insisted that it be deposited in the 
bank for future needs. The next day 
she went with her son to the Ridgely 
Bank and deposited the hundred dol- 
lars in Eugene’s name. 

With a bank account and improved 
living conditions at home, youn 
Hemmick was greatly encouraged. 
The people of Springfield admired 
the courage of the young man and 
his loyalty to his family. Whenever 
possible, they helped to promote the 
sales of the 7. Mrs. Carry Post 
and Mrs. F. W. Tracy helped him to 
arrange for a stand in the State 
House in 1884 in order that he could 
show his shingles to a meeting, The 
Congress of Ministers, to ‘which 
came members from all over the 
United States as_ well as foreign 
countries. Reverend E. B. Afflect 
from Yor, — came to Spring- 
field several days in advance of the 
meeting in order to learn more about 
Lincoln. He bought fifteen of the 
Lincoln shingles and sent them to 
England. During this conference, 
more than fifty shingles were sold 
at the usual price of one dollar each. 

Eugene Hemmick was not the type 
of person we would expect to con- 
tinue working for others. He was 
too industrious and ambitious to be 
satisfied until he got into business 
for himself. In 1879, Hugh Mont- 
gomery and Eugene_ started a 
grocery store at 405 East Monroe 
Street. Montgomery furnished four 
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hundred dollars for the business and 
Eugene furnished the one hundred 
dollars he had saved from the sale of 
the shingles. They were successrul 
from the beginning but Montgomery 
made a trip to South Dakota to buy 
potatoes for the store and was so 
fascinated with the country that he 
decided to move. Eugene could not 
leave his family, therefore, the stock 
was divided. Soon after this, a 
partnership was formed with a Mr. 
Fox, but that did not last long. An- 
other division of stock left young 
Hemmick with little more than his. 
original investment. He was not dis- 
couraged and soon entered business 
again. This time he found people 
who were willing to give him the 
credit he needed. From that time 
on Eugene Hemmick has been con- 
stantly engaged in operating a bus- 
iness of his own and at the same 
time helping to organize and pro- 
mote various other business projects. 
Operating a big insurance company 
for many years, supervising a State 
Wide Grocer’s Association, acting as 
President of a successful Building 
and Loan Association for thirty 
years, and conducting a large and 
successful Real Estate Brokerage ure 
major achievements for any one man. 
Directing such a multiplicity of or- 
ganizations or sharing the respons- 
bility of directing them ‘with others 
furnishes us with a pretty definite 
index of the ability and versatility 
of J. E. Hemmick. All of this is a 
far cry from working in the Sell 
Grocery at two dollars per week. 


Eugene Hemmick continued to saw 
out the shingles and sell them after 
he had gone into business for him- 
self. As the supply of shingles was 
rapidly becoming depleted, it was 
guarded most zealously. Frequently 
it was necessary to glue several 
pieces together in order to get 
enough material to cut the Lincoln 
head. The last of the shingles were 
sold in 1884 shortly after the meet- 
ing of the Congress of Ministers. Ac- 
cording to the best estimate that can 

made, including an inspection of 
the early bank account, a little more 
than four hundred dollars was 
realized from. the sale of the Lincoln 
shingles. No record is to be had at 
this time indicating to whom the 
shingles were sold. J. E. Hemmick 
has one of the cut-outs. Herbert Wells 
Fay, former custodian of Lincoln’s 
Tomb, bought one more than seventy 
gears ago, and of course, fifteen 
were sent to England. Perhaps there 
are others to be found throughout 
the country but it would appear that 
the likeness of Lincoln cut from the 
shingles of his home by J. E. Hem- 
mick is a rare piece of Lincolniana. 


Eugene Hemmick’s mother, sisters, 
and brother have all passed away 
and he has only the cherished mem- 
ory of them. As he looks back 
through three quarters of a century 
and relives the experiences that have 
come to him, it must be a source of 
satisfaction and comfort to know 
that he contributed so much to the 
members of his family at a time 
when their need was great and they 
had no one else to turn to. It was, 
indeed, an ingenious piece of work

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From Button Molds to Beautiful Jewelry 
In 1879 


By THELMA SHULL 


Seventy-one years ago, in 1879, 
dresses and cloaks were trimmed with 
row upon row of buttoms. Some but- 
tons were of the same material as 
the garment, made by covering a 
wooden mold with the cloth. Other 
buttons in favor that year were of 
bone or wood. Beautiful ornamental 
buttons, expensive when designed by 
competent artists, were hand painted 
on cloth. These buttons were usually 
preferred for either black or white 
gowns made from silk, satin, or vel- 
vet. As many as forty, fifty, or sixty 
buttons, each painted differently, were 
used on one dress. Popular subjects 
were flowers, birds, and butterflies. 

Perhaps it was this whim of fash- 
ion that was responsible for the 
jewelry made from button molds. In 
a leading fashion magazine of 1879 
the following article appeared. It 
gave explicit directions for making 
the jewelry. A necklace, a pendant, 
and earrings are illustrated. 

“A new kind of ornament, which 
promises to become very fashionable, 
has lately made its appearance. It 
is jewelry made of silk-covered but- 
ton molds, upon which some little 
floral design is painted. The amount 
of money expended is so small, and 
the effect obtained is so pretty, that 


their manufacture would prove a very 
satisfactory amusement for those deft- 
fingered ladies who are fond of ‘fancy 
work. 

“As the necklace is the most simple, 
I will begin by describing that. The 
materials required are eleven button 
molds—five about an inch and a quar- 
ter in diameter, two about an inch, 
two three-quarters of an inch, and 
two half an inch—it is not necessary 
to have them of exactly these dimen- 
sions, but the grading must be in 
about that relative proportion; an 
oval, made of wood, cork, or paste- 
board; some scrap of silk—the exact 
amount used is an eighth of a yard; 
and a yard and a half of narrow rib- 
bon, not over half an inch wide, if 
procurable. 

“Cover the molds neatly, and, in 
order to avoid a bunch in the back, 
be careful not to use too large pieces 
of silk. When covered, sew them on 
the ribbon, the five larger ones in the 
middle, the others grading off on each 
side, as in the picture. Cover the 


oval very smoothly, and finish the 
back by covering a smaller oval of 
stiff paper with silk, and sewing it 
on the back; but first insert the little 
bit of ribbon by which the oval is at- 
tached to the necklace; 


fasten the 
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oval to the necklace by sewing the 
other end of the ribbon under the 
center button. 

“The set of earrings and medallions 
are somewhat more difficult of con- 
struction. The materials are three 
button molds, one an inch and a half 
in diameter, and two half an inch, 
a quarter of a yard of gold wire, and 
some bits of silk—about the sixteenth 
of a yard is ample. Take three inches 
of the wire and bend it into a hook, 
with a loop at one end, the extremity 
of the wire projecting, the loop be- 
ing at right angles with the hook. 
There are two views of the hook in 
the picture, which will, ~ think, ex- 
plain it. Press the shaip point of 
the wire into the back of the mold— 
it is necessary, sometimes, to bore a 
little -hole first—then cover with silk, 
taking care to sew the wire loop to 
the silk, then finish the back in the 
same way as the oval for the necklace. 
The pendant is made in the same way, 
excepting that the wire must be 
twisted into a ring instead of a hook. 

“The decorative part requires rather 
more skill, but ladies who have any 
taste for art will find little difficulty 
in copying some pretty design of birds 
or flowers from the gift cards so much 
in vogue, and which are really gems 
in their way. Paint with ordinary 
water colors, using a little gum in the 
water. Lighten the colors with Chi- 
nese white. The best silk on which to 
paint is a closely woven silk without 
any cord. Satin is not good for the 
purpose, as it never looks perfectly 
smooth, and presents a poor surface 
for painting. The.cost of materials 
for the entire set of necklace, ear- 
rings, and pendant, is about a dollar. 
The items are: silk, a dollar and a 
quarter a yard; button molds, from 
three to ten cents a dozen, according 
to size; ribbon, fourteen cents, and 
gold wire ninety cents a yard. The 
last article can be bought at any 
jeweler’s. 

“I may just add that the first set 
of this jewelry came from Paris, and 
was worn by a very fashionable lady

at a wedding reception, where it at- 
tracted a great deal of admiration, 
and stood the test of being compared 
with diamonds and pearls, without 
losing its beauty by the contrast.”

put through the “formers,” which 
give them the required shape, and 
while still hot, are immersed in whare 
oil, and afterwards tempered in a 
composition of melted lead and tin. 
They are then ready to be pouisned, 
handled, and prepared for market. 

The Auburn Manufacturing Com- 
pany makes also all the ferrules 
used, and also all the dies for all 
classes and kinds of its work, as well 
as all its smaller machinery. The 
steel garden and lawn rakes ae 
made by processes similar to those 
by which the forks are made. The 
rakes of their manufacture can be 
seen in use at the Central Park in 
New York city. 

The wood implements consist of a 
general assortment of grain cradles, 
scythe snaths, hand rakes, and other 
agricultural utensils of this material. 
Another ingenious implement which 
is manufactured by the Auburn Man- 
ufacturing Company is a potato dig- 
ger. This implement is arranged 
with a sort of movable arm to serve

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as a fulcrum, and the potatoes in the 
hill are at one operation raised from 
the dirt, and brought out from the 
ground clean and together. .Though 
very efficacious in its working, yet 
the cost of manufacturing them pre- 
vents such an extended sale as would 
justify their production in large 
numbers, so that they are made only 
for those who specially desire them, 
and are not one of the staple articles 
of their manufacture.

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MEET MY DOLLS

What a happy experience has been 
mine in the last ten years, as my 


doll hobby has grown day by day. 


I counted the dolls a few months ago. 
They numbered 315 and there has 
been quite an increase sinc» then. 

Of course, I began with one doll— 
a china head Godey doll. She holds 
a place of honor, standing under a 
hundred and fifty year old glass 
dome and looking down on the large 
collection of dolls — those of every 
type and style — little, big and mid- 
dle-sized. How I love and prize them 
every one! 

If you were to come to my town, 
Jackson, Mississippi, and visit my 
Home of Hobbies I have dozens and 
a score, you would see my Doll 
House which occupies two rooms. 
The dolls are classified in seven di- 
visions. They are arranged in glass 


cases in scenes and groups. Antique 
doll furniture adds to the attractive 
picture that will meet your eyes. 


In the first division is the Story of 
My Town told by over sixty dolls. 
There are five scenes in this division. 
In the first, Indian Life is portrayed 
by dolls in the native dress of many 
tribes. The territory which now com- 
prises Mississippi was at various 
times under three flags — Spanish, 
French, and English. The dolls in 
the next scene stand under these 
flags. They are dressed in styles in 
vogue when each iation claimed this 
territory. 


Under the flags of 1861 and the 
Bonnie Blue Flag, are a number of 
ladies of the Old South in their ruf- 
fles and laces. They represent my 
town under the flag of the Con- 
federacy. 


In the fourth scene, the state flag 
of Mississippi waves over dolls de- 
picting a pioneer woman and her 
daughters. The pioneer woman re- 
presents the woman who came into 
the new country and laid the founda- 
tion of a great state. With the pio- 
neer woman is the first governor’s 
wife, and the wife of the official in- 
terpreter to the Indians, the Choc- 
taws. He interpreted our language 
to the Indians and vice versa. 


Last comes our own flag, the Stars 
and Stripes. The Red White and Blue 
that we honor and love. This scene 
is symbolic. Youth points to the flag, 
asking that its meaning may ever 
live in the hearts of the children of 
today and of future generations. 
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In the second division of the col- 
lection are china head blonde and 
brunette dolls dressed in wedding 
and trousseau costumes. They depict 
my ancestors. The costumes are au- 
thentic — some are copies of the 
originals. When my _ grandchildren 
stand in front of the glass cases, 
then look at the dolls, and including 
themselves, there are seven genera- 
tions. 


In the third division, my life is 
depicted from the cradle, in epochs, 
pleasant incidents, through baby 
days and childhood; when I started 
to school carrying my primer and 
lunchbasket; when I played for the 
first time in public; when I was an 
angel and was drawn across the 
stage on wire; in the happy days of 
youth when I wore my first long 
party dress, and in my riding habit. 
Also depicted is the first play I 
wrote, presented and sold, when I 
was a young college teacher. 


In the fourth division the dolls 
depict the first presidents and 
regents of the organizations in Mis- 
sippi in which I have held office — 
local, state and national. These dolls 
are dressed in the style of the years 
when the women they represent be- 
gan their terms of office. 

My Story Book Friends comprise 
the .ifth division. It is a varied col- 
lection from Mother Goose which 
includes the Old Woman Who Lived 
in a Shoe. This division also includes 
characters from books that I have 
read, Meg, Amy, Jo and Beth from 
“Little Women” holding a prominent 
place among these dolls. 


Then comes the Attic Brigade, 
which is most amusing. Each brings 
a pleasant story from the clowns and 
character dolls to the dozen baby 
dolls that were played with in the 
long ago. They were found in a 
box in the attic and all are prized 
and enjoyed. 

The seventh division is my Gift 
Dolls. They have come from friends 
at home and in far-away lands. 
Some of these dolls are made of 
strange materials — such as shucks, 
grass, nuts of various kinds, silver 
wire, and silk thread. The smallest 
gift dolls, less than an inch in height, 
came from Mexico and Guatemala. 
The largest doll, a curly-haired Par-

isian bisque, is twenty-four inches 
in height. 

It is a privilege and pleasure to 
share my dolls with others which I 
often do in lectures and exhibits.

I present 
them in artistic groups or pictures 
that give pleasure and information.

One section of this 36-page booklet 
deals with dolls of Pennsylvania of 
the period of 1690 to 1875. In this 
chapter the author states that “the 
very earliest store dolls were a lux- 
ury. The only ones in existence in 
this country had been brought by 
children from homes across the sea, 
or had been sent to this country as 
presents.” 

It is pointed out further that “py 
1800, life began to be somewhat 
easier in the newly-formed United 
States. There was more leisure time 
and mo‘e extra money with which 
to buy luxuries. Many articles be- 
gan to be imported from Europe to 
be sold in the shops and among 
these were toys and dolls. Every 
little girl longed for a doll like the 
one in the window of the toy shop.” 

Another chapter deals with Wooden 
Dolls of the period of 1740 to 1800. 
Rag dolls, papier maché types, wax, 
china and porcelain and penny dolls 
are dealt with in other sections. 

Illustrations of patterns for cloth- 
ing for Pennsylvania Dutch dolls are 
also given. 


There is lot of information cram- 
med into this small booklet, and doll 
collectors will find it a fine addition 
for their libraries.

Caution, and the celebrated rival- 
ries of Chamber of Commerce offici- 
als would have us quickly deny that 
Mrs. Lillian Smith deserted Floridian 
temperatures for those of a chief 
competitor, Southern California. 
Dolls, rather than thermometer 
readings, better tell the story of her 
leaving Coral Gables to make a new 
home on the west coast. 

It was six years ago that Mrs. 
Smith visited the famous Humpty 
Dumpty Doll Hospital, founded by 
The Clears, and long established in 
the hearts of doll collectors for its 
fine restoration work begun in 1908. 
Here she spent every day in the 
Ceramic plant dressing hands, legs 
and faces, — work for which she had 
professional training through an ex- 
cellent art background. 

Following her busy hobbyist’s va- 
cation there, she returned to the 
southland. With the help of her 
daughter Barbara, Mrs. Smith con- 
tinued to collect dolls, many of her 
own making, and through long hours 
of research and handwork, provide 
them. with beautifully detailed cos- 
umes. Many of HOBBIES’ readers 
will remember that it was just a 
year ago that she presented the 
greater part of her 600 dolls to the 
Museum of Hobbies in St. Augus- 
tine, Florida, and that a few of her 
specimens graced our cover in De- 
cember, 1948. Each doll, from the old 
wax ones of the early 1800’s, dres- 
sed according to the dictates of fash- 
ion history, to the more modern sub- 
jects is an example of imaginative 
skill and characterization. 

At the same time, Humpty Dumpty 
carried on restorations under the 
handicap of shortages and delays 

which plagued the trade throughout 
ihe war years. Nevertheless, the 
doll hospital managed to maintain 
their services while others in the field 
were forced to drop out. With all 
of the care and seasoned experience 
which Mrs. Fmma Clear had brought 
to her work, it is natural that now 
in later years, she would be con- 


cerned that the doll work should go 
on. In the face of her retirement, 
this was her big problem. 

Good news came from the west 
coast recently which tells us that the 
solution has been found. It has been 
announced that Mrs. Smith has pur- 
chased Humpty Dumpty and is now 
head of its activities, and the house 
that has been at the service of the 
Doll World these many years, is go- 
ing forward under her capable lead- 
ership. 

Lillian Smith is not a stranger to 
this highly specialized artwork. She 
is a past student of the Arts Student 
League in New York City where she 
studied antique drawing and received 
her teachings in life classes under 
the guiding hand of Mr. Bridgeman, 
known as one of the finest in his 
field. She has done modeling in clays 
for a matter of years, but family re- 
sponsibilities have never allowed her 
enough spare time to market her 
specimens. 

A fine staff, all good artists and 
each a specialist in his or her own 
field, is sure to respond in accom- 
plishments to the talent, youth and 
energy which belong to ‘Mrs. Smith. 
She will light the way for all of 
them in performing many worth- 
while duties for collectors, museums 
and antique dealers. We bid her ‘wel- 
come to her new post and greet a 
new sequel of doll history in-the- 
making under her authorship.

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LUX DOLL HOUSE 


The unusual doll house of Mr and 
Mrs. Arthur E. Lux, St. Paul, Minn., 
is to be exhibited in New Orleans, 
La., this winter according to infor- 
mation made available recently by 
the owners. 

The project is in the form of a 
little white frame house, ‘which is 
filled with a collection of more than 
1,500 miniature items, such as fur- 
nished a home more than 100 years 
ago. 

Its walls are covered with delicate- 
ly-figured wallpaper and its halls 
and floors covered with plush carpet- 
ing and colorful hooked rugs. All 
items in the house are either an- 
tiques or salesmen’s samples. 

Eleven units are contained in the 
house, and those who have had the 
privilege of seeing it say that when 
viewed from the windows, it gives 
the onlooker the feeling of intruding 
upon the private lives of a family of 
a century ago. Wicker chairs are 
comfortably placed in front of large 
fireplaces, a group of children, 
sprawled in the middle of the back 
hall are playing with a tiny game 
board; clocks tick comfortably from 
their perches on the walls and bu- 
reaus, the table in the dining room 
is set and loaded with food, the 
kitchen boasts an old fashioned cook 
stove which squats snugly in a 
corner, and a pantry leading from 
the kitchen is stocked with foodsutts. 

On one side of the house is the 
summer kitchen, which was an im- 
portant adjunct in the home of 100 
years ago. The Lux model is sur- 
prisingly realistic. Miniature oil 
paintings, which the Luxes bought 
from an art collector, decorate the 
‘walls. Even the small desks are 
complete right down to miniature 
inkwells. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lux say the house and 
its 1,500 items weigh about 1% tons. 
Some items among the pictures, 
combs, cooking pans, toy furniture, 
tiny books and photo albums were 
picked up for a small sum. 

The entire house is made on the 
quarter scale and has such unique 
items as a cistern pump in the 
kitchen that actually pumps water. 
The pantry has groceries to scale, 
adequate stock, too. In the attic 
there’ are a_ pair of snowshoes, a 
chest that was traded for meal and 
grain by an early settler in Minne- 
sota. 

Among the historical specimens is 
the miniature sad iron which be- 
longed t o the late President Gar- 
field’s wife as a child. 

How long have the Luxes pursued 
this fascinating hobby? It’s taken 
about 35 years of leisure time, but 
apparently it has been worth all of 
the hours and money spent upon it. 
It has enriched both the lives of the 
hobbyists and those who are permit- 
ted to view it through the generosity 
of the owners.

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AN OUTLINE OF AMERICAN CARDS 
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By J. R. BURDICK 


II. THE ADVERTISING GROUP 


Advertising cards show the birth 
and development of many types of 
American business and industry, and 
also furnish a contemporary record 
of life, habits, and dress of a gener- 
ation which is fading farther and 
farther into the past. The profession 
of advertising is a comparatively 
new one which has mushroomed to 
great importance in the present cen- 
tury. In the early days the proprie- 
tor handled the work as a small part 
of his job. A sign outside the door, 
some printed cards, and a “Business 
Notice” in the weekly paper were 
the sum total of publicity. Manu- 
facturers got out a small booklet or 
folder and jobbers issued price lists, 
and so business plodded along. 

Our very first advertising cards 
probably announced to the woria the 
services and wares of such early 
citizens as “P. Revere, Silver-smith, 
Boston” and “B. Franklin, rrinter, 
Phila.” but cards with such tamous 
names are seen today only in the 
older libraries and museums where 
a few are preserved. However, this 
type of card, with its simpie old 
fashioned type face, was used with 
little change until the miauie of the 
19th century and many typical ex- 
amples can still be found at nominal 
prices to illustrate these pioneer 
carus in .oday’s albums. 

Early coior printing is seen at its 
finest in the Clipper Ship Uards 
which publicized snip sailings to 
California for a number ot years 
atter the discovery of gold there in 
1848. Some were also used for other 
routes sailed by these tamous ships. 
Profits in this trade were unprece- 
dented, and with competition keen, 
unlimited funds were made available 
for the production of the cards. 
Averaging 4x6% inches, most de- 
signs teature the name of the ship, 
sometimes showing the vessel itself 
or other pertinent picture. The color- 
ing is bright and attractive. While 
more than 800 varieties have been 
recorded, the figure is deceiving as 
here again, most of the known cards 
are tightly held by institutions, and 
private collectors are seldom able to 
obtain one. Sales for as much as $40 
are reported, although $5 to $15 
seems to be the usual range for 
these cards, depending on condition, 
vignette, date (if any), and similar 
considerations. 

_ Color work, for general advertis- 
ing, was used but sparingly until 
the late 1870’s when lower costs and 
@ recognition of its efficiency 
brought it to the fore. By 1880 the 
deluge had started, and for more 
than a decade Trade Cards were 
used extensively by practically every- 
one in the land who had a product or 
service to sell. Manufacturers and 
the better retailers had many beauti- 
ful private designs, while most of 
the others used stock cards in 
abundance — some of them quite at- 
tractive but so mediocre that most 





‘products, 


collectors ‘want but a representative 
assortment to show the type. 

The cards were so popular that 
collecting them became almost a 
universal hobby. As found today, 
about three-quarters of them are 
stuck in the large scrap albums of 
the day, the others loose. Post card 
size was most popular, but many 
were smaller or larger. Most items 
larger than 6x9 inches were made 
for use in stores and not intended as 
hand-outs to customers. Many of 
these larger ones have been saved, 
including the tin edged paper ban- 
ners, which may be several feet in 
length. 

Especially sought are the designs 
which illustrate the product adver- 
tised, its use, the place of business, 
or the proprietors. These are valu- 
able for research and_ historical 
studies, and with them are included 
catalogs, booklets, folders, price 
lists, timetables, programs, and sim- 
ilar busiuess papers. Also good are 
those showing views, events, cele- 
brities, natura! history, military, and 
poliucal subjects. In great majority, 
however, are those showlug children, 
flowers, nondescript landscapes, and 
cheap comics. These bring down the 
average worth so greatly that it is 
truly said that 90% of the value is 
in 10% of the cards. 

Of the issuers, the tobacco firms 
put out the most popular group, in- 
cluuing store displays and banners. 
iMany coiectors include cigar bands, 
cigar box labels, and tin tobacco 
tags, although these are actually 
products labels and not cards. Food 
especially the packing 
house issues, are desirable; and 
others include cards for Steamships 
and Railroads, sewing machines and 
threads, clothing and shoes, stoves 
and ranges, farm machinery, soaps, 
perfumes, patent medicines, pianos 
and organs, banks, and insurance 
companies. There are not many 20th 
Century issues, but a few have ap- 
peared all through the years, and of 
modern firms the oil companies 
have put out a notable group, 
especially the far western issues of 
Standard, Associated, Union and 
Signal Oils. 

Values of these cards range from 
almost nothing to around 50c for the 
better items. Few are worth more. 
The larger display cards and banners 
may be worth to. several dollars 
each. Many of the cards, although 
attractive and interesting, are found 
in such quantity that little value can 
be attached to them. But many are 
seldom seen and experience is a pre- 
requisite to a good judging of values. 

Special mention should be made of 
the stock trade issues of Currier & 
Ives of which there are about 100 
designs. These are 3%2x5 inches and 
show racehorses, smokers, (for ci- 
gars), and comics. Many of the com- 
ics also feature horses. C & I issues 
range from $1 to $4 each in value. 
Also of interest are the die-cuts of 





paper dolis, animals, and _ other 
children’s subjects. Another special- 
ized group is the metamorphics 
(folding-changing). In the usual 
type, the lower third of the card 
folds up, covering part of the main 
picture with a different one, and 
changing the meaning in the before- 
and-after manner. Other action 
cards, such as kicking girls, are good. 
Since 1900 many advertising post 
cards have added to this field. 

The cards are found hopelessly 
mixed. Those in albums must be re- 
moved as in order to collect intelli- 
gently; all must be sorted by some 
system that will furnish orderly un- 
derstanding and easy reference. The 
many thousands of these cards fur- 
nish plenty of material to work 
with, and a good mounted collection 
is a never ending source of delight. 
One could write pages on the quaint 
designs, the antique products, the 
art and workmanship, the old habits 
and customs shown, bygone “popu- 
lar” things now forgotten, the educa- 
tional aspects, changing styles in 
clothes and living conditions, histor- 
icals events and landmarks, and the 
hundreds of men and women who 
have left their mark. Surely these 
cards illustrate many vivid chapters 
in our past in an unparalleled manner. 
They are worthy of our best care 
and preservation.

BUTTON DISPLAY 


By DOROTHY BRANNAN 


When we can display our hobby 
collections without seeming to do so 
we achieve a small victory in the 
decorating field and that is what 
most decorators strive for. Here is 
a pretty and practical way to show 
some of your precious buttons and 
at the same time do something very 
decorative and unusual for any room. 


Take a table, any size according 
to your space and use, and have a 
groove cut in the top one-half inch 
deep and two inches wide. This 
groove may be just inside the outer 
edge or it may be a square or ob- 
long nearer the center. 


Line the groove with a plushy ma- 
terial. The strips can be cut and 
glued into place or glued to card- 
board and then fitted in. I suggest 
plushy material because on it the 
buttons will not slide around so easi- 


ly and it is an advantage to have 
them loose so that they may be hand- 
led, cleaned, and changed. : 


Have a piece of plate glass cut to 
fit the table and cover the top. You 
will find this a most enjoyable way 
to show your collection or parts of 
it. Should you want to use the table 
later for something else it still has 
decorative value for you can line the 
groove with paper flowers, dried 
flowers, colored beads, some other 
collection of small things or simply 
have another kind of wood strip set 
into the top and polished off.

The Preobrayensky Button — 1890 


I have run across mention of the 
above named button in a periodical 
of 1890 and pass it on to button en- 
thusiasts who like their history. 
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“The famous Preobrayensky Regi- 
ment ... a division of the Russian 
service of particular smartness... 
lately allowed its regimental band to 
visit Paris. Notice has been drawn 
to the fact that the regiment is one 
not only derived from the early life 
and perils of Peter the Great but 
conservative in all customs that can 
continue its indivuality. As a detail, 
the uniform of the regiment must 
never be entirely buttoned; one but- 
ton must always be unfastened. When 
the Tsar Paul I was dressing him- 
self hastily one day in a Preobray- 
ensky uniform he overlooked the 
button and button-hole in question. 
‘Bah!’ said the Tsar half in fun, ‘I 
like the tunic the better unfastened 
there.’ Within a quarter of an hour 
after he had appeared on the parade 
ground every member of the Regi- 
ment had unbuttoned the lowest 
button of his tunic. The custom has 
remained unbroken since. Further- 
more, for an officer, or a private, to 
cut off and give away the unused 
button (of course with another im- 
mediately replacing it) is the high- 
est occult compliment he can bestow 
on a friend or a sweetheart.” 


So if in your studies of buttons 
you ever find one of these mentioned 
rest easily. It is doubtful if any of 
your friends have one and certainly 
one chance in many thousands that it 
was given as a token of affection by 
the owner of the tunic.

Black glass buttons were made to 
imitate jet and sold under that trade 
name. True jet buttons were im- 
practical as the breakage in carv- 
ing was so frequent. Very few true 
jets ‘were made and are seldom found 
in America. A good test for jet — 
scrape a bit from the back of the 
button and try to burn it. If it 
burns and smells like soft coal smoke 
it is jet. Black glass will not burn 
and other black buttons smell like 
burning hair, rubber, etc., according 
to material made of. Almost all 
specimens shown here are from the 
latter half of the 19th century. 

The embroidered jets may include 
some as late as 1910. 

The terms “jet” and “black glass” 
are both commonly used when speak- 
ing of the latter type. A “Mourning” 
jet has an overall dull finish. 

Row 1. No’s 1 and 5 are specimens 
with inlaid bits of iridescent pearl 
glued in the depressions molded into 
the buttons. Gold or silver luster 
was used in the molded design 
around the inlays. 

No. 2. Riveted jet mourning but- 
ton. The shank, back plate and rivets 
are brass. Tiny rivets are imbedded 
in the backs of the tiny dull black 
glass balls and show plainly on the 
back of the button. An intricate bit 
of workmanship. 


No’s 8 and 4 are made up of highly 
polished bits of black glass cemented 
rather than riveted to the back plate. 
The loop shanks and back plates are 
of white metal enameled black. No. 
8 is a 1% inch button. Very scarce 
in perfect condition. 

Row 2. No. 6. “Elephant” with 
silver luster background tinted green. 
The animal is silver color with gold 
luster trim. Scarce. 

No. 7. Frog and foliage — copper 
lustre. % inch diam. Scarce. 

Row 3. No. 8, 9, 10 have “Top 
laid” designs of Milk Glass. The star, 
anchor, etec., were first made in 
canes, broken or cut off and pressed 
into the top of the button the same 
as a “top laid” paperweight. Black 
glass buttons of this type are not 
included in the paperweight classi- 
fication. The tops are highly pol- 
ished. Brass loop shanks. Scarce. 

No. 11. “Dice” part dull finish and 
has self shank. 

No. 12. “Lyre” and _ surrounding 
dots are polished leaving the back- 
ground dull. Brass wire shank. 

Row 4. No. 13. “Snail on maple 
leaf”. Mourning jet with self shank. 
Scarce. 

No. 14. Beautifully designed and 
executed “Side Wheeler.” High lights 
are polished. Brass loop’ shank. 
Searce. 
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Row 5. No. 15. Lifelike pressed glass 
cameo applied to polished, self shank 
base. Very scarce. 

No. 16. Rectangular intaglio head 
of bearded man. This type seldom 
found perfect. Brass loop shank. 

No. 17. Intaglio hand with flowers, 
slightly concave and highly polished. 
Brass loop shank. 1 7/16 inch 
diameter. Very scaie. 

No. 18. Three baby birds in nest. 
Only the branch and leaves are pol- 
ished. Brass loop shank. Scarce. 

No. 19. Hunting scene in dull fin- 
ish with polished border decoratton. 
Child with hunting horn, dog, deer 
and trees make up the scene. Brass 
loop shank. Scarce. 

Row 6. No’s through 25 are speci- 
mens of enameled black glass. Al- 
most all of this classification were 
first decorated with gilt branches, 
leaves and conventional designs after 
which the enameled birds, flowers, 
etc., were printed on. The button 
was then baked to make the design 
permanent. 

No. 23 has a depressed flower de- 
sign which is gilt. All others are 
smooth polished buttons. These are 
self shanks and three loops of brass 
wire. All are scarce in good con- 
dition. 

Row 7. Ali “Embroidered Jets.” 
So called because they resemble em- 
broidery work over all or part of the 
raised design. No. 26 has lavendar 
finish and. No. 28 is part polished 
“jet,” the others being dull black. 
Self, as well as _ four-way brass 
shanks are found in this classifica- 
tion. Many are decorated in color.

preciated gift. During the gay nine- 
ties, opera cloaks were often adorned 
with these small objects picturing mu- 
sical instruments or scenes from op- 
eras. 

“Emblems of music on buttons have 
found favor with the armies of all 
nations. In the United States between 
1802 and 1815, the Militia, Rifle corps, 
used a button with stars, a French 
horn, and the word Rifle on it. The 
three stringed lyre decorated the but- 
tons worn during the Civil War on the 
suits of the army musicians. From 
1885 to 1900 the musicians’ button, 
for general use, was a four stringed 
lyre emblazoned on a plain back- 
ground. 

“As was mentioned above, among 
the popular subjects with the button 
makers during the closing years of the 
nineteenth century were scenes and 
characters from operas. Some of the 
operas used as inspiration for these 
designs were Lohengrin, Faust, The 
Valkyrie, Gotterdammerung, I Pagli- 
acci, Carmen, Rigoletto, The Mikado, 
Romeo and Juliet, Madam Chrysan- 
theme, Orpheus and Eurydice, and 
Pinafore. The Red Mill, comic opera

“The arrival of Lohengrin is shown 
on one of the music buttons. It 
pictures Lohengrin on a skiff drawn 
by a swan approaching the River 
Scheldt. This is Elsa’s knight, re- 
splendent in gleaming armor. A later 
scene from the opera in which Elsa 
and Lohengrin say farewell to one 
another is portrayed on the smaller 
button. A dove draws the skiff along 
the bank, and Elsa stretches forth 
her pleading hands. The sorrowful 
ending to this opera is well known. 
As Lohengrin is borne away, Elsa, 
sinking to the ground, dies. 


_ “The Floradora Girl, from the mu- 
sical comedy of that name presented 
in London in 1899, was duly pictured 
on buttons of the period. The por- 
trait of Lillian Russell, operatic star 
of the eighteen eighties, is also found 
on old buttons. 


“On an opera button, Madame 
Butterfly, pretty and petite, charac- 
teristically appears with her parasol 
and fan. Occasionally one finds this 
made in two pieces so that the para- 
sol may be twirled around while the 
figure remains stationary. 


“From I Pagliacci, the button mak- 
ers chose to impress on their minia- 
ture discs Canio, the jealous husband. 
He was one of a band of strolling 
players and is pictured in the familiar 
Pierrot costume of Punchinello. 


“Another button was copied from 
the famous painting by Carlo Dolce. 
St. Cecilia is playing the organ, which 
an ancient legend credits to her inven- 
tive genius. She also appeared with 
the harp and other musical instru- 
ments in Italian paintings made dur- 
ing the fifteenth century. St. Cecilia 
is known as the Patron Saint of Mu- 
sie 

“The small button with the young 
man playing his lute beside the castle 
walls has been called Blondel, the 
strolling musician. He was a true 
friends of Richard the Lionhearted; 
and when Richard was captured by 
the Turks while on a crusade to the

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Holy Land, Blondel traveled from 
castle to castle seeking for his friend. 
He was the means of finding and 
freeing Richard and returning him 
to his people. 

“A poem written in eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-three was the back- 
ground for the picture of the Trumpe- 
ter of Sackingen. This is the romantic 
story of a young university student 
who was also a fine musician. He fell 
in love with a baron’s daughter and 
finally succeeded in winning her hand. 

“On another button is pictured a 
young troubadour playing to Cupid 
as the latter looks on in thoughtful 
contemplation. Cupid is often pic- 
tured on buttons with some musical 
instrument nearby. On one button he 
is strumming the lute as he sits on a 
garden wall beside a tiny bird. Again 
he is blowing on pipes, or playing the 
guitar, or standing guard with lyre. 

“On another button is a ukulele and 
a scroll of music impressed as the 
design. One authority states that the 
ukulele was invented by Manuel Nunez 
in Hawaii who died in 1923 at the age 
of seventy. Other writers claim that 
this particular instrument was intro- 
duced into the Hawaiian Islands by 
the Portuguese in 1870. Later, the 
ukulele became very popular in the 
United States and some manufacturer 
used it as the motif for this button. 

“Among the numerous other instru- 
ments pictured on old buttons, besides 
those already mentioned, are the gui- 
tar, mandolin, bagpipes, bugle, violin, 
bass viol, theorbo, and drum. 

“Not all of the old music buttons 
were of metal. One is of mother-of- 
pearl with a harp carved upon it. 
Others were made of porcelain with 
hand painted pictures. 

“Specialization is becoming more 
and more popular with button col- 
lectors. Music is one of the outstand- 
ing hobbies of the American family 
today, and music buttons are among 
the highlights | of interest in any but- 
ton collection.”

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DECORATING VALUE OF TRIFLES 


BY DOROTHY BRANNAN 


We who love old houses, old furni- 
ture, old books, old chairs, in fact all 
the relics of antiquity are prone to 
keep many things that, in time, take 
up a lot of space without really earn- 
ing their keep. And, since housing is 
a problem that will doubtless remain 
with us for a long time, we are faced 
again and again with the choice of 
parting with our treasures or using 
them. Often some other member of 
the family, not quite so interested, 
makes the keeping of these things. 
difficult. Or, you acquire a feeling of 
guilt, yourself, at the room devoted 
to precious trifles and gradually dis- 
card one and then another. 


Decorators have shown us many 
ways to use old things to good ad- 
vantage in our homes but each col- 
lection creates its own particular 
problem. Have you ever been at a 
party where they gave you a few 
pins, a piece of string, some sheets 
of paper, scraps of material, a feath- 
er, a flower, and a button or a buc- 
kle, and said, “Now the person mak- 
ing the most interesting thing from 
this conglomeration, will receive a 
prize,”? If you have been you will 
remember your amazement at the 
things that were created. It is some- 
thing like this that decorators do. 
They have been trained to use their 
imagination. 

Here are a few suggestions to 
stimulate your own imagination. I 
think, if you will try this idea, you 
will be able to bring many small 
interesting things out from closets 
and trunks, and from boxes in at- 
tics, and that you will also be able 
to think of interesting things to do 
with the small odds and ends you’ve 
been keeping that do and yet don’t 
go with your main collection. 


First there are the ancestor knick- 
knacks and memorabilia that come 
down from generation to generation 
in every family. The pressed flow- 
ers; the obituaries of someone wnom 
you would never have known but 
for that brief account of his death; 
the scrap of old ribbon; the golden 
buckle; the quaint lover’s ring, of 
two hands clasped together, with 
“Forever” engraved inside; a brace- 
let of woven hair; its golden clasps 
tarnished but the hair still bright 
and lustrous. Perhaps you have one 
long curl, and an expressive poem, 


and, folded carefully in yellowed 
linen of ancient vintage, a few inch- 
es of the lace from a wedding gown. 
Now these are not easy to adapt 
without changing them in some way 
and they are far too precious for 
that. Yet it is a shame to have them 
hidden away from year to year, be- 
cauSe sooner or later they will fall 
into the hands of someone for whom 
they have ne value at all and you, to 
whom they mean so much could have 
had so much joy from just seeing 
them often. 

The simplest way of displaying 
these things is to lay them in the top 
of one of the Keepsake Tables which 
I described in an earlier issue of 
HOBBIES (July 1949) but they can 
be assembled in other ways that are 
interesting. Oval frames are neither 
expensive nor hard to find. Some- 
times you can get double ones. Even 
the least mechanical of us can re- 
move the backs and attach small 
blocks of wood to the frame. At the 
bottom tack a strip of heavy card- 
board to the wood blocks, on top, to 
form a platform or stage. Attach 
similar strips, inside the blocks, to 
form sides and top. Cover all card- 
board ‘with cloth or decorative paper. 
I wouldn’t try to have this back 
stage oval unless you are very handy. 
A simple square one will fill the bill 
and be very attractive. 

Now either use photographs you 
have, or find some prints (modern 
ones will do or pictures from maga- 
zines) that are of attractive persons 
of the period to which the bibelots 
belong. You can make this part of 
your decorating as costly or as in- 
expensive as your means or your 
inclinations allow. You could even 
have ancestor portraits painted from 
some old photographs. Or you can 
buy some mythical ancestor primi- 
tives, or buy some lovely old prints. 
Anything will do that carries for- 
ward the general idea. 


Now, when you have the picture 
ready, place a few of the keepsakes 
on the stage very carefully. If you 
have a long curl, place it in his 
frame, for doubtless some fair lady 
sent it to her lover in days past. 
Lay the fragment of poetry curied 
up in a corner and then put in his 
kneebuckles and the pressed flower. 
In her frame arrange the remnant 
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of the wedding dress, the lover’s 
ring and the old bracelet, or perhaps, 
the strip of ribbon. The obituary 
can be tucked in whichever it seems 
to fit and either could be the re- 
ceptacle for a wisp of baby’s hair or 
a tiny ring or locket. 

Do not feel that obituaries and 
hair mementos are oppressing. Give 
such things their special place for 
when a lock of hair becomes the 
treasure of a lifetime, when a rose 
is kept for many years, when a tag 
of lace and a small death notice are 
among some keepsakes be sure that 
love and sorrow have had their day. 
It is when grief and love go hand in 
hand that trifles become holy relics 
for you and me to cherish and to 
bring to the light of day so that all 
who see them can share the dramatic 
story they tell. 


When you have all of these things 
tastefully arranged fasten the back 
with the picture on it to the small 
wooden blocks and then hang the 
pictures at eye level, 01 near a fav- 
orite chair or desk. Place a good 
light close enough to them so that 
every detail can be seen clearly, or 
all of your work will be for nothing. 

A similar idea of using a picture 
to dramatize items of a collection 
can be adapted to a cupboard or open 
shelf if the shelf has a back or one 
can be attached to it. The picture 
should be expressive, chosen for 
those special things, and fastened to 
the back of the shelf or cupboard. 
Old prints are just the thing. You 
can dramatize a small cvullection of 
Currier and Ives glassware this way 
or make so decorative a display of 
small arms that the lady of the 
house will jump at the chance to 
have them right in her living room. 
For the small arms use a fine print 
of a battle scene or a colorful pic- 
ture of uniformed soldiers Either 
cover your prints with glass uv! give 
them a coat of clear varnish if you 
— them to stay clean and attrac- 
ive. 


For those who have kept decora- 
tive umbrella handles try making 
them into handles for closet doors, 
or finials for large lamps. Take 
that fine old key and have it soldered 
to a door handle, then gild both 
handle and key, and when they dry, 
varnish them. Unearth all the old, 
large, beads you can find and nail 
them to the door of some small cup- 
board, either hit and miss orin some 
pattern. If the door is painted flat 
black or gilded or silvered it will 
give a lift to any room and a ‘ft 
to your spirits. Whether it matech:s 
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the other woodwork or not makes no 
difference. It becomes 2 unit of its 
own like a picture. 

So, gather together your miscel- 
laneous keepsakes and _ go into a 
conference with yourself and see 
what you can do to make these small 
things so interesting that you will 
be well rewarded for your work and 
I know that your home will be made 
more interesting.

Lamper of the C-sharp Hobby Shop, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., who specializes in reed organs 
and melodeons. 


George A. Prince & Co. take this 
method of calling the attention of the 
public to a New Musical Instrument 
as yet but little known to the musical 
world, viz: Carhart’s Improved Melo- 
deon. 

It is now about one year since we 
first offered these instruments for 
sale, and during that time the in- 
creased demand for them has been un- 
paralled. Sixteen workmen have been 
constantly employed in the manufac- 
ture, and yet we have not been able 
to supply the demand. An additional 
number of workmen have however 
been employed, and in the future we 
hope to be able to supply all demands 
promptly.

Tragedy In 
Antiques Business 


Michigan papers recently carried 
news of the demolition of the antiques 
shop in Birmingham, Michigan, known 
as the Mother and Son Shop, and the 
death of Mrs. Edith Jones, 76, co- 
owner of the shop and her son Wilson 
Jones, 47, partially paralyzed. Three 
others lost their lives in the explosion 
which took the lives of the dealers 
and demolished their shop. 

From meager reports, police and 
firemen pieced together this story of 
the explosion: 

“A report of a gas leakage was 
turned into the Birmingham Fire De- 
partment early in the evening. Lee 
Carroll, 44, Birmingham fire inspector 
of nearly 10 years with the depart- 
ment, went to investigate. 

“He telephoned the city police and 
said the house was ‘full of gas.’ 

“<«T have to get out, the building is 
in flames,’ Patrolman Robert Pepperell 
quoted him as saying a moment later. 
Then the telephone line went dead. 
In a few moments there apparently 
was a terrific explosion.” 

The Mother and Son Shop had ad- 
vertised in HopsBiEs for many years. 
Visitors to their place of business 
stated that they carried an unusually 
fine line of antiques. 
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Famous Old Cups

The drinking cups of past ages 
were often fantastic and of great 
size. Their designs were usually 
symbolieal, their shapes the results 
of the artist’s whim with little 
thought of the use to which the 
vessel was to be put. They were 

minent objects of delight in the 
ion of ‘ladies fayre and gallant 
knights’ when mirth and jollity ruled 
the board and all accessories were 
made upon magnificent scales. 

Animals were frequently used in 
the decorations of all cups and tank- 
ards. Vines and flowers and heraldic 
devices were popular as were devious 
mythological tales and insinuations. 

In English collections there were 
the “Bear Jugs” of silver and silver 
gilt, the bears standing on their 
hind legs on circular discs. On some 
of these the bears held shields in 
their fore-paws, these shields having 
on them the initials of noted mer- 
chants. All over the figures of the 
bear the hair is represented by small 
incised lines. One “Bruin Cup” is 
reported to have had ruby eyes and 
small turquoises on the collar. One 
of sixteenth century fame is sitting 
on his haunches with no circular base. 
He is covered with silver gilt, has 
the turquoise collar and between the 
huge front paws holds a_ bagpipe 
tastened bv a chain. 

A plebian cousin is a creature 
done in rich brown glazed earthen- 
ware nearly ten inches in — To 
impart a rough appearance this fel- 
low had been powdered with tiny 
fragments of dry clay which. sprink- 
led over the surface before firing, 
and burned and glazed in, ‘was ef- 
fective. The head which lifted off 
served as a cup for these jugs. It is 
usually attached with a chain. The 
bear must sit on his haunches when 
filled with liquor. When empty he 
can stand on all fours. This type, 
without the round base can also be 
found with the mother bears holding 
a small cub between the forearms. 
These family bears are chained by 
the nose. 


There is another Bruin jug, sitting 
upright, chained, whose head is a cup 
with a handle. Firmly grasped be- 
tween his front paws is a very small 





figure of Napoleon Bonaparte. On 
his cocked hat “Boney” is distinctly 
traced. He supports a bright blue 
-_ while the bear’s nose is bright 
red. 

The “Punning Cup” also called the 
“Peacock Cup” is a little over six- 
teen inches in height. It is of silver 
and weighs sixty-three ounces. The 
design is a pea-hen and three pea- 
chicks. The head of this odd cup can 
be taken off at the bottom of the 
neck. On the base in relief are fig- 
ures of snails, turtles, reptiles, and 
tree roots. Just fronting the pea- 
hen’s foot is a lozenge shaped shield 
charged with a chevron; ermine ap- 
pers between three esquire’s helmets 
and around the entire base are these 
words, “The gift of Mary, ye davgh- 
ter of Richard Robinson and wife to 
Thomas Smith and James Peacock, 
Skinners, 1642.” As the gift of the 
wife of Thomas Peacock the peahen 
and her chicks was appropriate. But 
since the bird is also noted as a 
proud, vain, fool, there is some ques- 
tion as to whether the lady chose it 
for her self. 

The “Windmill Cup” ‘was often 
called the most attractive of the old 
time cups. It is of delicate work- 
manship, a tribute to the craftsmen 
of two or more centuries ago. The 
cup is bell shaped and when empty 
must stand mouth downward. It 
must be held in the hand to fill. It 
is also called “The Whistling Cup” 
for at one side is a small windmill 
with sails, and a stepladder up which 
Mr. Whitecoat the miller climbs 
bearing a grist, a clock and a tube. 
When the cup is filled the drinker 
blows down the tube, and in re- 
sponse a shrill] whistle comes, setting 
the sails in motion. The power of 
the blast given and the length of 
time the windmill’s sails revolve are 
supposed to attest the consumer’s 
condition and are registered on a 
small dial on the front of the mill. 
One of these cups of silver parcel- 
gilt was reported to be nearly ten 
inches in height and to date back to 
1619. 

In a grand English collection de- 
scribed in 1880 was a stork drinking 
cup called the “Legend Cup” since it 
bore the legend that comes from 
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Germany that the King of the storks 
is the bringer and the protector of 
babies. The cup’s surface is entirely 
chased in a charming design. The 
stork’s eyes are of rubies. One wi 
may be removed so that the cup can 
be filled, and there is a hole in the 
crown for drinking. This cup was a 
great favorite in families. 

A wonderful Ostrich Cup doubtless 
portrays an incident in Shakespeare’s 
Henry VI where Cade, the rebel, says 
to Alexander Iden, “Ah, Villian, 
thou wilt betray me, and get a 
thousand crowns of the king by car- 
rying my head to him; but I’ll make 
thee eat iron like an ostrich.” 

In this cup the great bird holds in 
his beak a horseshoe. Its body is a 
cocoa-nut shell exquisitely mounted 
in silver metal which also forms the 
head and the neck, tail and legs, and 
the base upon which the great cup 
stands. To the top of the head is af- 
fixed a piece of quartz exhibiting a 
vein of gold and the knob of the lid 
in the bird’s back is a mounted nut- 
meg.

RARE LINCOLN BUST IN GLASS 


George H. Smyser, of Ridgewood, 
New Jersey, has furnished the above 
photographs of a rare bust of Lincoln, 
one of two which he possesses. 

Information supplied to Mr; Smyser 
identifies the specimens as follows: 


“Dear Mr. Smyser: 

“Your letter addressed to Gillinder 
& Sons has come to the writer. You 
are fortunate to have two of these 
busts of Lincoln for the general im- 
pression is that there has been no 
finer piece of pressed mould work 
made in this country than this bust.

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. OLD IRIDESCENT GLASS 


By OLIVE HANCOCK JONES 


Every collector has some motive shear marks are also signs of age. 


for collecting. Mine was a bit un- 
usual. While doing some research 
work on the Hancock ancestry many 
years ago, I came upon the name of 
John Hancock of Etruria. Born 1757 
and died 1847. I read on— “He 
claimed to have discovered and put 
in practice gold, silver and_ steel 
lustres at Messrs. Spodes manufac- 
tory at Stokes, for Messrs. Daniel 
and Brown, who were, at that time, 
decorating ware produced by Spode.” 
This English lustre ware so called 
had for its outstanding feature, the 
covering of large surfaces or the en- 
tire area of earthenware with a me- 
tallic coating which was an actual 
imitation of metal. 

As I do a bit of oil, water color 
and china painting, I thought how 
wonderful it would be if I could ever 
find an old piece with lovely colors 
of plmm shades in steel or bronzy 
gold and green, which might have 
been produced through his discovery. 
This will-’o-the-wisp hope together 
with my love of color started my 
hobby. When next I found an old 
piece of iridescent glass of unusual 
shape and noted the play color, I was 
off on my hobby. Since that event- 
ful day in that little old dusty an- 
tique shop, I have traveled thousands 
of miles and have collected over eight 
hundred pieces of this particular 
type glass. All this within a radius 
of four hundred miles of my home 
town. 


Some glass is clear with gold, sil- 
ver a pink lustres. Some olive 

reen, amber, yellow. Many are of a 
clear blue, ruby, amethyst and 
still others black, showing red or 
purple when held to the light. All 
have raised designs lustred either in- 
side or out or on both sides with 
gold, silver, bronze, steel, copper and 
opalescent. Some pelured_ surfaces 
are covered with steel or a dull shade 
of silver. Others have the plum color 
shades in steel. Many relief patterns 
are intricate and others beaded and 
fluted. This a sign of age. Some 
jet black glass is covered with a 
shiny coat of silver which equals a 
mirror. 


Many pieces are blown mold; 
rayed to the center; to a dot in the 
center; rayed to a concentrate ring; 
petaled base; plain and domed base; 
many are swirled, diamond quilted, 
sunbursts, hearts, diamond points, 
flowers, scenes, animals, birds, etc. 


When early pressed glass was in 
its infancy, many crude.pieces were 
turned out. Today, the collector 
notes the crudeness as an indication 
of age. ‘Thick heavy pieces were 
caused by overflowing the molds. 
The uneveness of the glass in thick- 
ness was caused by the plunger not 
being inserted evenly. Sometimes the 
serrated edge of a plate or bowl 
were not completely filled out be- 
cause too little metal 'was put in the 
mold. Surface ruptures, hair lines, 


Fins on the glass show lack of skill 
in filling molds. If the molds were 
filled to overflowing, the metal was 
forced through the leaf mold hinge. 
Blurred surfaces also are signs of 
glass making in its infancy. All show 
lack of skill of operation before the 
machinery for pressed glass was per- 
fected. This occurred around 1825. 


_In my collection, there are many 
pieces bearing the mark of the letter 
“N” inside a circle with a dash un- 
derneath the N. Frankly I do not 
know just what factory this should 
be credited to, but I intend to keep 
on searching until I find out. It 
must be some factory in the New 
England area. 


Minnie Watson Kamm thinks the 
letter N is for the Harry Northwood 
Glass Company of Wheeling, W. Va. 
which closed in 1910. 

In my opinion, this glass is very 
old and has been overlooked for a 
long time because many collectors 
thought it too cheap a glass to 
bother with. I think Tiffany is an 
inspiration derived from the old iri- 
descent lustres. 


Many of my pieces have the ear 
marks of the New England Glass and 
the Boston and Sandwich Glass Fac- 
tories or workmen. For instance, I 
have a clear greenish blue three footed 
bowl ‘which might have been a butter 
dish. Now has no cover. The edges are 
of Milk Glass open hearts with opal 
tint. Outside there are three little 
curled feet which Lura Woodside 
Watkins describes in her Cam- 
bridge Glass as typical of that fac- 
tory. The little feet look more like 
snails —— out into an open 
ragged edge leaf. Background is 
plain. The mold is three-leaf and the 
base of the dish has a slightly drawn 
out circle about the size of a silver 
dollar. The dish itself is lop sided. 


- Between each leafy curled leg is a 
six petal rose with two leaves. Dish 
is plain inside. 

However, the dish has no lustre, 
no letter N, yet I have the same 
pattern in green glass, also amethyst 
with copper lustre inside bowl and 
silver lustre over the hearts. But the 
inside of the little bowl has tiny 
panels rayed from _ the center in 
which is the letter N. Outside the 
bowl has pelured background, same 
on leaves, but not on rose petals. My 
black amethyst bowl, while same 
type, is deeper, measuring six by 
four and half inches. On the green 
glass bowl of this same type, the 
panels are larger, and every other 
one is pelured and the alternating 
one plain. Inside, the lustre is a 
beautiful bronze agg into a 
lovely steel color on the edge of the 
hearts. It is very striking. Mold is 
three-leaf; the glass is heavy and 
thick, almost clumsy. But the tone of 
the glass is almost musical.

May I add here, that while I have 
many pieces of colored glass as well 
as clear which carry the same par- 
tern as the lustred or iridescent, yet 
I have never happened to find a piece 
of the former type with the letter 
N on it. But many, many lustred 
pieces are without the letter. Some 
beautiful pieces have two tiny paral- 
lel lines about a quarter of an inch 
long on the bottom, ‘which seem to 
be an identifying mark of a par- 
ticular workman. In my opinion this 
is from the Sandwich factory, be- 
cause the patterns are similar to 
those of the Sandwich factory. 

In the collection there is another 
bowl which has these same type feet. 
The glass is amethyst with a reddish 
tint when held to the light. Instead 
of a rose, the pattern has four rings 
intertwining. Two are plain and two 
pelured. The edge of the bowl is 
plain, thick, beautifully rounded and 
has the appearance of being folded 
back like a hem. The edge has eight 
scallops or flutes. About an inch and 
a half from the outer edge there is a 
drape, six in all around the bowl, 
which is filled with tiny pleats. In- 
side the bowl in the center isa 
twenty-two petal flower, two inches 
in diameter. On the outer edge of 
the flower is a band with rows of 
four petal flowers; above and below 
these, five contiguous lines form the 
border R ackground of the 
flowers is pelured. Above this band 
is a circle of tiny jewel dots, and be- 
tween e is a tiny raised shaft 
three quarters of an inch high. The 
combination makes it appear like a 
band of exclamation marks. e 
background is plain to the edge. 
Lustre is of copper and steel which 
gives it the appearance of a heavy 
metalic dish. Outside, the bowl has 
more of a rosy hue and the whole 
effect is unusual. 

A great many pieces have twisted 
stems as if when the leaves of the 
mold were removed, the base was 
turned sharply giving the lines of the 
leaf mold a twisted appearance. 

Twisted stems have been attributed 
to German workmen who started a 
glass factory at Quincy, Mass., early 
in the 1800s. One bowl has a basket 
weave back on amethyst glass. The 
two handles are rather large stick- 
ing out like ears. Edge of bowl is 
serrated and has four flutes. Inside 
there are raised apples, cherries and 
eo. nestled in a border of leaves, 
uttercups and grasses. This is al- 
so copper lustre shading into the 
peacock colors. There are also many 
similar shaped bowls having foses 
and grain on the outside, instead of 
the basket weave. Most of this type 
is of clear glass. The inside has 
hearts ona pelured background. Glass 
in this is blue. 

They really look like two lilies 
forming a heart. This base is twisted. 
Lustre is copper. Edge of bowl is 
serrated and has two flutes where 
the handles join. The rose and heart 
bowl is four leaf mold and is of 
rather thick glass. Was a deep tone 
when struck. The clear glass bowls 
are covered with gold lustre and one 
is stained. The bowls having the 
silver lustre are of a deep blue glass. 
Very lovely. ,

An interesting deep blue glass 
plate with serrated edge, basket 
weave back has silver lustre. Inside 
is lustred with steel. The pattern 
is a border of bleeding hearts anu 
leaves. It has motifs. 


The center looks as if it were 
crocheted. I have four or five pieces 
with different patterns of this 
crocheted appearance. One is espec- 
ially beautiful. It has a rosy gold, 
~— coppery and violet lustre over 

black glass which shows a deep 
pen red when held to the light. 
Deep ring when tapped. 


Another amethyst bowl has deep 
fluted edges and peacock feather 
border inside. Gold lustre on ame- 
thyst glass. Three mold leaf with 
ragged edges or seams. Has an ex- 
quisite tone when struck. Glass very 
thin and lovely. 


Background is plain, the peacock 
eye is filled with tiny lines; the 
feathers are stippled with tiny 
marks like carats. 


All of my glass is in high re- 
lief and raised. Many have flowers 
and butterflies. Nearly all the 
eight hundred pieces are of metallic 
lustre which give forth a range of 
color seen in no other glass. This 
play of color when reflected in the 
sunight is of breathtaking beauty. 


There are several ripple pattern 
vases. The ripple is attributed to 
Cape Cod workmen because the rip- 
ple was the logical development of 
familiar lines left by the receding 
tides on the sands. Diamond Point 
and Honeycomb, Thumbprint, Hob- 
nail, Heart and Honeycomb, all have 
earmarks of Sandwich or New Eng- 
land glass.

In 1739, Casper Wistar of Wistar- 
burg, N. ~ imported artisans from 
Holland. Their factory products in- 
cluded table wares, vases, scent bot- 
tles which were to add beauty and 
color to the American homes. The 
colors included a clear green in all 
shades; the characteristic blue al- 
most a turquoise and an opalescent 
coloring which was very beautiful. 

I have a few pieces of this opales- 
cent color. 

In Moore’s book on “Oid Glass” 
European and American, it is pointed 
out that as early as 1717 there was 
a glass shop in Queene Street, Bos- 
ton, which advertised in the Boston 
News of that date. Fifty years later 
or in 1767, glass could be purchased 
in all large centers in this country. 
Lustreware was among the _ glass 
listed. If this lustre or iridescent 
glass was brought to America as 
early as 1717, surely there was a de- 
mand for it. If there was a demand 
for it, then this too, was among the 
early glass produced in our early 
factories. 

Too long this type glass has been 
passed over as being unworthy of a 
collector’s respect for age and origin.

fo 
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ON VALENTINES 


By DOROTHY BRANNAN 


How far back does the custom of 
sending valentines go? If you are 
prepared to take a long trip into the 
past reader, read on. Fifty years? 
Why that doesn’t begin to answer the 
question. In 1900 the money spent on 
valentines was reported to be suffici- 
ent to pay the combined salaries of 
President McKinley, his cabinet and 
all the governors of all the states in 
the Union. One million sentimental 
valentines were sold at the rate of ten 
cents each and twenty million comic 
ones at about one cent each. Three 
hundred thousand dollars in 1900 for 
little paper nothings. And one fac- 
tory in the eastern district of Brook- 
lyn was repo to manufacture 
ninety-nine and one-half percent of 
all these trifles made in the United 
States, with FOUR HUNDRED per- 
sons employed the year round! Too, 
this company boasted the only lace 
making machine in the world, and a 
workman who sat pulling out the lace 
paper by the mile. This, when valen- 
tines for the west coast were sent 
around the Horn because transcon- 
tinental rates for shipping were “too 
high” so California stocks started 
westward shortly after each year’s 
big day for the next year’s consump- 
tion. 

One hundred years? Things were 
different then but not just beginning. 
For may years it was the custom in 
England to give anonymous gifts on 
Sv. Valentine’s Eve as a sort of grand 
opening of that twenty-four hours of 
sending love messages and insults 
abroad. This 1850 custom tended to 
grow into another Christmas-gift-giv- 
ing day but died out because of the 
hardship it worked on the pocket 
books of the general public, probably 
because it came too soon after Christ- 
mas itself. But for the years that 
it lasted neighbors and relatives left 
gifts of ail sorts on doorsieps, the 
parcels containing, acccording to a 
writer of the times, anything from 
small, speaking dolls, to most magni- 
ficent chairs and jewels, all with some 
attempt at poetry attached and the 
initials,’ G.M.V.” which translated 
means, “Good Morrow Valentine.” So 
universal was the custom that thou- 
sands of pounds were expended an- 
nually in the purchase of valentine 
presents. The writer complained that, 
“Christmas was once described as the 
season in which we spend the money 
we cannot afford for things our 
friends do not want, and if we are 
asked to distribute serious and solid 
valentine offerings to those who are 
near and dear to us, where will the 
matter end?” 

Two hundred years? Change again, 
but not the beginning. In a letter 
from a country girl printed in 1750 
in a magazine of that year is this 
amusing account of one of the cus- 
toms of the day. “Last Friday was 
St. Valentine’s Day and I’ll tell you 
what I did the night before. I got 


five bay leaves and pinned four of 
them to the corners of my pillow, and 
the fifth in the middle and then if I 
dreamed of my sweetheart we would 
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be married before the year was out. 
But to make it more sure I boiled an 
egg hard and took out the yolk and 
filled it with salt and then I went to 
bed and ate the egg, shell and all, 
without speaking or drinking after- 
wards.” 

Three hundred years? Not the be- 
ginning, for in 1684 one John Birch- 
all suffering the pangs of love penned 
the following lines to the lady of his 
affections: 

“These loving lines which to you have

In secrecy in my heart’s blood are 


nt. 

Yo pm I split as I ye did make 

And freely bleeds, and will do for 

your sake,” 

So let’s travel on backwards and we 
meet Mr. Pepys who often mentions 
St. Valentine’s Day. In 1667 he 
wrote, “I am also my wife’s valentine 
and it will cost me five points... .” 
Then he mentions having been 
“drawn” as a valentine which takes 
us back to the days when mottoes and 
verses were drawn instead of sent. 

St. Valentine’s Day is mentioned 
in the works of Chaucer, Lydgate, 
Shakespeare, Drayton and Donne and 
it is said that the earliest existing 
examples of poetical valentines were 
written in the Tower of London by 
Charles, Duke of Orleans, who was 
taken prisoner at Agincourt in 1415. 
These are among the treasured Mss. 
of the British museum. 

So let’s go on to the days of an- 
cient Rome. According tu a famous 
antiquary valentines originated then. 
It was the practice of these Pagans 
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to celebrate during the greater part 
of February, feasts honoring the Gods 
Pan and Juno, the latter being also 
named Februata. During these cele- 
brations names of maidens were 
drawn from boxes. The maiden was 
then proclaimed the favorite of the 
young man who had drawn her name. 
This pairing off was “for the year” 
but did not include wedding bans. 
It was an orgy of free love under the 
guise of honoring the Gods. 

This custom the early Christian, 
worrying about the morals of the 
populace, attempted to break up by 
substituting the names of Saints in 
the drawing boxes. Young men then 
wore their Saint’s name pinned to the 
shoulder of their togas and these 
labels became the Valentines of later 
years. 

So we’ve journeyed back to the year 
270 when, under orders from Claudius 
II, on February 14, a Roman priest 
was ordered beheaded. His crime was 
that he taught the Golden Rule. He 
also taught marital constancy and 
neither of these teachings pleased the 
Emperor. It is amazing that love 
tokens or comic valentines should be 
considered celebration of this day for 
St. Valentines fate was neither comic 
nor sentimental since he was beaten 
to death and his head was cut off. 

Claudius was the husband of Mes- 
salina and doubtless a very unhappy 
man since he resorted to such violence 
to stop such teachings. Perhaps he 
was urged to this crime by his wife 
who, according to history, was a very 


wicked and trifling woman, and for

It is ironic that the date of his 
death should have coincided with the 
celebrating of the love feasts the 
world over. We find records of feasts 
at this time in Persia, too, and in 
other parts of the ancient world. It 
was the time of new growth, when 
the earth was about to bring forth 
the new green shoots from the seeds 
that had fallen the year before and 
when, it nearing the spring of the 
year, people’s thoughts turned to love 
and match making.

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Ceramics and Glassware as Reported in 1885 
By DOROTHY BRANNAN 


A possible glassware of the times 
was ‘“‘Amberosa.” Shading from 
crimson to amber, it held its own 
against all newcomers. 

“Fairy Crystal” was a new glass- 
ware, partly opaque and of a very 
delicate tinting, and partly trans- 
parent. 

Liquor sets in blue and _ white 
Wedgwood in bronzed wicker baskets 
were popular novelties. 

A beautiful new product named 
“Avalon” came from Baltimore. A 
clock of the ware had an ivory-white 
body of fine texture and chaste gold 
decorations, a style which, “will suit 
the coming reign of ivory white and 
gold.” 

A foreign ware called “Pompeiian” 
ware in soft gray-like sage is offered. 
The forms said to be very quaint and 
graceful. There were water-coolers, 
urns, and jars of many shapes, the 
ornament being chiefly incised borders 
or repeated figures. Tigers heads 
serve in many instances for handles. 
This ware was made at Dusseldorf 
and was copied from _ original 
sources. 

“Alligator” ware was being used 
and was described as being a 
peculiar wine-red ware of French 
manufacture and showing the sur- 
face of an alligator hide. The full 
relief ornaments showed curios rep- 
tiles, turtles, frogs, lizards and 
snakes in dull yellow-green. 

“Peacock” ware from Hungary is 
described as having a pale blue- 
green glaze over a white body which 
shows through at the tips of the 
rain-like relief on the whole sur- 
‘ace; the decoration is in gold only 
on the blue-green glaze, the combi- 
nation being a pale blue-green, white 
and gold. 

A novelty in pottery, reported in 
1885 ‘was the newly imported Aus- 
trian faience, chiefly in large heart- 
vases or pot-pourri jars, the orna- 
ment of which, on fine unglazed 
body, is incised work or inlay of 
colored pastes or bodies. The richest 
examples are Moorish in suggestion, 


in gray, yellow and blue, and blue- 
green and red, with gold outlining, 
the designs being allover patterns 
interl in bold lines. The black 


jars with the gold interlacings are 
very simple and very effective. There 
are also blue with white interlacings 
and blue with blue incised work. 

“The home decorator is advised 
to use her large Majolica jardinieres 
for her flowers when she brings 
them indoors, plating them’ von 
matching pedestals.” These bowl- 
Shaped jardinieres with openwork 
borders and raised, decorations in 
single colors, as olive, deep blue, dull 
red, and pure yellows were popular. 
Doulton jardinieres also were charm- 
ing with their sober coloring and 
dense body, for ‘foliage plants 
especially. 

In glass a pleasing novelty was 
described as “reminding one of Royal 
Worcester grown old.” It was an. 
Austrian ware named, “antique 

Ivory” an example of which was de- 





scribed as being an ewer shape, 
Greek like vase, in substance resemb- 
ling time-stained ivory, the decora- 
tion being a_ small, high-relief 
branch of oak leaves and acorns in 
dull metallic effect as of antique 
bronze in the greens and coppery in 
the acorns. The effect of the whole 
was chaste. The lining of the ewer 
rose pink and the edge was burnished 
which rather detracted from the an- 
tique effect. 


“Baccarat” in the fall of 1885 took 
on new colors and shapes some of 
which were antique and some just 
graceful. 

“Cameo” glass was reported as 
“rare last season, being new” but 
now (1885) appearing in a number 
of shapes for a number of uses “This 
is one of the most exquisite glasses 
in vogue” states the 1885 reporter. 
“It resembles stone cameo, the orna- 
ment, spiral lines in white seeming 
to be cut from above a layer of pink, 
pale green or pale blue stone.” 
Cameo forms were offered in vinai- 
grettes, small bottle vases and ewers. 


A hearth vase in yellow, blue or 
deep maroon “Leeds” ware was of- 
fered for sale at ten dollars, and jar- 
dinieres, openwork or plain at less 
cost. Small Satsuma at reasonable 
rates, Kaza vases in red and white 
and gold, “modern” cloisonne’s “of 
sober refined” finishes, and color- 
ings, were advertised to be within 
the reach of ordinary purses. And 
an Owarri jade teapot in light apple 
green powdered with cherry blos- 
soms, or pine branches white with 
snow and handled with fine bamboo, 
was rated “as lovely enough for a 
cabinet.”

dozens of other potters. 
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It grates on me when I hear of 
some smart-alec displaying his utter 
ignorance, although he is a veritable 
ass, telling his ignorant listeners 
that “Lightner saved a lot of income 
tax by giving that museum away.” 

I authorize the Internal Revenue 

to allow my report to be published 
to prove that I did not save a single 
cent through my gift of the Museum. 
As the years went by I paid taxes 
on my earnings which went to buy 
my collections and to accumulate 
cash. 
I was checked carefully every 
year. One field man confidentially 
told me that he heard talk among 
his superiors that more “knocks” 
had come in the department against 
me than any man in Chicago. After 
questioning he admitted that practi- 
cally all of them ‘were unsigned and 
had the anonymity of group work on 
the part of Russians.

The men in the department, . out- 
side of a few foreigners, ;who totally 
lack our standards, are~fair if you 
cooperate. ~We deal with them in sev- 
eral lines and if you are.fair your- 
self they soon find it out and will 
be fair with you. 

A certain promoter given to boast-

That is not his 
report to the Internal Revenue. He 
ought to be in the penitentiary. 
According to the court records he 
broke up his brother’s home and 
then married this brother’s wife. 
In the settlement, of course, she got 
a considerable part of this brother’s 
wealth for the support of two 
children. 

Moral: No man with common 
sense goes around bragging how 
rich he is. He looked at you and de- 
cided you were ignorant and would 
probably believe him. But’ the 
Internal Revenue won’t.

Everytime we get in the dumps 
the Santa Claus boys at Washington 
dig up some excuse to give the Vets 
another “allowance” amounting to 
several billion dollars. That shot in 
the arm will last ‘till early fall.

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MEMORIES OF 


YESTERYEAR 


By ROBERT I. SWEET 


I am sure that I will never know 
anything more lovely than an old 
Boston rocker, rocking so contented- 
ly in the corner of a fireplace lighted 
room. An old and sweet woman 
placidly rocking there, as she knits 
woolen mittens and scarfs. 

So with each antique that I own, 
I get a picture of another day. Each 
in its day did its part to help along 
a way of life that we know only 
through books and the relics of the 
era. 

In collecting, I find that most 
every one has one item that may 
be termed a luxury. Mine is a col- 
lection of pitchers. I now have 
about 600 specimens. I formed the 
love for these when about eight years 
old. I obtained my first specimen in 
my grandfather’s shop in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

My great grandfather migrated 
from Wales to Salem, Mass., later 
settling in the hills of Pennsylvama 
where he operated an old inn on the 
Newburg Turnpike. His son, being 
my grandfather lived at the Inn. 
At this inn, the coaches of the day 
arrived, changed horses, passengers 
partook of refreshments and were 
then on their way. The old Inn still 
sits in its original state atop a hill 
on an old dirt road as it did so many 
years ago. 

But to get back to pitchers. One 
of special interest to me is a speci- 
men of Rockingham, with a hound 
handle, with the pitcher part bearing 
the image of a man. It is most un- 
usual and I have been unable to un- 
cover any additional information 
about it. 

One day via Parcel Post, I re- 
ceived an “uninsured” parcel, rather 
poorly packed, but the contents a 
bubbled green glass pitcher intact. 
It turned out to be a beautiful Early 
American specimen. It had been an 
heirloom in a Massachusetts family 
for many years. It rests among my 
other pitchers, and is one of my 
most prized possessions. 

I also have nearly every color and 
type of Staffordshire known, includ- 
ing animal and vegetable pitchers, 
in all sizes. 

In my old country barn, once a 
stable to an old Inn, with its foot 
wide, hand hewn beams, pegged to- 
gether with wood, its walls papered 
with hundreds of old medicine and 
merchandise advertisements, there 
is an old box stall with the double 
Dutch doors. In this box stall I have 
-a collection of spinning wheels, flax 
wheels, jugs, jars, crocks, and in 
general the tools of long ago. 

The barn sits arrear of the house, 
is shrouded with trees and shrubs, 
and flanked by old stone walls. The 
herb garden joins the barn, and each 
autumn the herbs are gathered and 
hung to dry in the old box stall. 

In my garden of relics I find much 
peace, of the kind our ancestors 
found. In my garden of herbs and 
flowers, I find a paradise, rest and 
comfort aside from the _ troubled 


world. Though to-day we have ad- 
vanced far along the line of inven- 
tion and type of production, and 
live with the new, yet we can again 
by force of imagination recreate the 
long ago ‘with antiques. 

My pitchers are only a small part 
of my relics of yesteryear. I have 
old_ balls, old lanterns, primitive 
tools, and old furniture, to mention 
only a few. I set aside one room in 
my home which I call my kiddies 
room. It contains children’s old iron 
toys, blocks, games, story books, 
marbles, small rockers, chairs, tables. 
It’s all in a clutter, but many 
children, of yesterday, were not given 
to orderliness. The same applies to- 
day. 

My collection of Pennsylvania 
Dutch Spatterware does honor to my 
leanings toward Pennsylvania Dutch 
antiques. Can you not paint a men- 
tal picture of an old Pennsylvania 
Dutch dining room with an exquisite 
early pine table and an old red table 
spread set with this colorful ware.? 

There is an inn today near Lan- 
caster, Pa., which still serves food 
in the style of the old Pennsylvania 
Dutch with its numerous relishes and 
colorful table ware. 

Each of you may paint your own 
pictures of yesteryear with your an- 
tiques. These are only a few of 
mine.

Chinese Porcelain 


Five superb pieces of blue and 
white Chinese porcelain of the Wan 
Li period (1573-1619) with contem- 
porary English silver-gilt mounts are 
owned by The Metropolitan Museum 
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of Art. They are from the estate of 
the late J. Pierpont Morgan. 

The excellence of the design and 
workmanship of the silver-gilt mounts 
makes these pieces—a large bowl, two 
smaller bewls, a. dish and a ewer— 
unique in quality in the Museum’s 
collections. Four of the pieces bear 
the mark of a silversmith of unusual 
ability who was working in London 
about 1585. For each piece he fash- 
ioned mounts of silver-gilt in the form 
of bands of stamped ornament at lip 
and foot, with connecting straps of 
caryatid design, and handles in the 
shape of mermaids, bold in conception 
and expertly wrought.

These porcelains are of distin- 
guished lineage, four of them having 
belonged, according to the best avail- 
able knowledge, to William Cecil, Lord 
Burghley, Lord Treasurer under 
Queen Elizabeth, and one of the most 
powerful figures in the England of 
the Tudors. As Louise Avery, As- 
sociate Curator of Renaissance and 
Modern Art, points out in the 
Museum Bulletin, these porcelains re- 
flect the interests of a man of great 
culture and wealth of the Elizabethan 
era and also offer a vista of the Eng- 
lish world of that time, with its fast- 
expanding horizons. Such porcelains 
as these acquired from the Morgan 
estate were the ultimate in fine house- 
hold treasures in England when Euro- 
pean trade with China began to flour- 
ish. A considerable amount of such 
porcelain reached England in the six- 
teenth century, but it was still rare 
and costly. Such pieces with their 
English silver-gilt mounts were con- 
sidered suitable gifts for the Queen 
or most appropriate furnishings for 
great houses.

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UMBRELLAS 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL

The umbrella, although mentioned 
in 1611 was first used in Scotland in 
1781. They were introduced into 
England by Jonas Hanway about 
1770, but those that were obtainable 
were large clumsy affairs, made of 
heavy oiled cloth or silk, which re- 
quired an attendant to carry. They 
were to protect one from the sun 
rather than rain. 


In 1797 there was only one um- 
brella in Cambridge and that was 
rented out from a shop, like the 
sedan-chair by the hour. There were 
no overshoes,. women wore pattens, 
(shoes on high platforms or wood 
soles), to raise their feet from the 
ground. 

Mr. Laurence Whittaker speaks of 
umbrellas: “Also many of them do 
carry other things of a far greater 
price, which will cost at least a 
ducat: they call it an umbrella, that 
is, a thing, which minister shadow 
anto them for shelter against the 
scorching heat of the sun. These are 
made of leather, something answer- 
ing to the form of a little canopy, 
and hooped in the inside with divers 
little wooden hoops, that extend the 
umbrella in a pretty large compass. 
They are used especially by horse- 
men when they ride, by fastening 
the end of the handle upon one of 
their thighs and supporting it by the 
hand: they impart a long shadow 
unto them, that it keepeth the heat 
of the sun from the upper part of 
their bodies.” 

In America, Baltimore, was in- 
strumental in introducing the um- 
brella, as well as several other 
firsts. The first steam passen, 
railway in this country, the ori 
demonstration of the Morse Tele- 
graph System, and carburetted hy- 
drogen gas used as an illuminant are 
some of these. A Baltimorian dis- 
played the first umbrella in 1772, 
appearing on the streets with one he 
had purchased from a ship from In- 
dia. New York and Philadelphia 
soon picked up the fad.

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Sandburg Spotlights 


Lincoln Collector 


A recent article in the Chicago 
Daily News by Van Allen Bradley, 
tells interestingly of how Carl Sand- 
burg, the novelist, poet and Lincoln 
biographer, is paying an old debt in 
behalf of all Lincoln authorities with 
the publication of “Lincoln Collector: 
The S‘ory of the Oliver R. Barrett 
Lincoln Collection.” 

We quote Bradley, in part: 


“For the man about whom this book 
is written — a 76 year old Kenilworth 
collector who is one of Chicago’s great 
trial lawyers—is not only a long-time 
friend of Sandburg, but he has provided 
invaluable help for more than two score 
Lincoln biographers. He has read in 
advance almost every word that Sand- 
burg has written about Lincoln—and 
counseled and argued and criticized. 

“The Barrett autographs, letters and 
papers compose the world’s finest col- 
lection of such Lincolniana in private 
hands. No one, not even the shy and 
reticent Barrett, knows its true worth. 
But authorities in the field place its 
value at from $500,000 to $1,000,000. 

“It has been offered to the Library 
of Congress for $200,000, and arrange- 
ments for its purchase are being pressed 
by high-placed persons who realize its 
value as an adjunct to the library’s 
Robert Todd Lincoln papers. 

“Its importance is attested by Benja- 
min P. Thomas, who says in ‘Portrait 
for Posterity,’ his story of the Lincoln 
biggraphers: 

«The Barrett collection is so full and 
basic that a pretty good life of Lincoln 
eould be written from it alone, whereas 
no present-day life could be written 
without it.’ 

“When Sandburg began work on the 
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Barrett book—to be published by Har- 
court, Brace in a boxed $15 limited edi- 
tion of 2,425 copies, numbered and 
signed by the author—nobody knew, 
not even Barrett, just what the collec- 
tion included. 

‘* ‘Lincoln Collector’—which, incident- 
ally, will not be offered in another 
edition this year—makes available to 
Lincoln students a vast hoard of ma- 
terials they have never had before. 

“Sandburg begins with the story of 
Barrett himself, a country boy from 
Pittsfield, Ill., whose interest in Lin- 
coln began at age 13—and then details, 
in a book replete with photographs and 
facsimiles of rare documents, the out- 
— treasures in Barrett’s fabulous 
iles. 

“It’s wonderful working tool’ in the 
words of Ralph Newman, Chicago col- 
lector and proprietor of the Abraham 
Lincoln Book-shop, a favorite meeting 
place of the Lincoln scholars. 

“Although he is best known for his 
Lincolniana, Barrett’s hobby has carried 
him into other fields. Among other 
items, he possesses: 

—The original of Robert Burns’ famed 

Scottish song, “Auld Lang Syne.” 
—Early East Indian manuscripts writ- 

ten on leaves and bark. 

—The sword of Gustavus Adolphus, 
—The earliest known manuscript of a 
letter written in the Western world. 

This is a note written by a Crusader 

to his family in 1099, instructing them 

how to care for things while he was 

—— a Crusade with Peter the Her- 
—A Franklin letter said to be the earli- 

est known. 

“Barrett’s interest in Lincoln began 
at Pittsfield when his mother decided 
one day to take him to Springfield to 
visit the tomb of the Emancipator and 
the old home where Lincoln and his 
family had lived. 

“There the caretaker, Osborn H. Ol- 
royd, gave the youthful Barrett a few 
Lincoln souvenirs. 

“With these first items in his hands, 
the boy began to develop the collector's 
sense of history which has since be. 
come an obsession. 

“In his own home he found encourage- 
ment. His mother showed him a poem 
in her autograph album, written by 
John G. Nicolay, Lincoln’s private seere- 

» and in the attic of her home he 
made his first important find—a letter 
in| the handwriting of Robert Burns. 

As he went through high school and 
college he continued to expand his oper- 
ations. 

“A major addition to his treasures 
came with the purchase of the Lincoln 
materials of Charles Gunther, a Chicago 
candy manufacturer who got the collect- 
ing bug and spent his money for every- 
thing he could find that interested him.” 
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Torture Relics 


A United Press reporter recently 
ferreted out the unusual hobby of 
Dr. Richard Graff, Peoria, IIl., State 
Hospital superintendent, who has 
made a hobby of collecting brutal 
devices once used to control violently 
insane persons. 
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Among the items in the colleciion 
is a so-called Utica crib, once used 
to transport insane persons to siate 
hospitals. It resembles an ordinary 
baby crib except it is constructed of 
heavy wood slats, reinforced with 
steel straps. 

Dr. Graff pointed out that patients 
travel today with no restraints ex- 
cept the presence of three attendants, 
a trained nurse and a doctor. 

Another cruel form of controlling 
insane persons was the well-known 
strait jacket, made of leather-rein- 
forced canvas. This garment held 
the patient immobilized by strapping 
his arms against his sides when the 
long sleeves were ‘wrapped around 
his body. 

A variation of this item is a leather 
muff which held the person’s hands, 
The muff then was strapped against 
the person’s body or to some immov- 
able object. 

The collection also includes heavy 
leather mittens and anklets which, 
when combined, impaired all effec- 
tive movement by the patient. 

Dr. Graff explained that if all 
these devices failed to hold the per- 
son quiet, he was put to bed with a 
“bed saddle” across his chest. It was 
weighted and fastened to the bed to 
hold the person down. 

All these items reflect the ancient 
idea that insane persons were incur- 
able and possessed of evil spirits, Dr. 
Graff said. 

They were based on the fear that 
an insane person would injure others. 
Modern thinking has revised this 
idea to the point where medical of- 
ficials now worry that the insane 
person will injure himself. 

Dr. Graff explained that as early 
as 1903, the Illinois Legislature 
made it illegal to restrain or seclude 
an insane person without written 
permission from a physician. 

Sedatives and peg. | = have 
taken the place of suc evices in 
modern mental treatment, Dr. Graff 
said.

On January 12, the Post Office 
Department announced that the 1949 
edition of the booklet “Postage 
Stamps of the United States” is now 
available. 

The booklet describes in detail all 
postage stamps which have been is- 
sued from 1847 through the Anna- 
polis Tercentenary 3-cent commemo- 
rative stamp, which was issued for 
the first time on May 23, 1949, at 
Annapolis, Maryland. It also con- 
tains plate numbers, the quantity of 
special commemorative stamps 
printed. as well as other information 
of interest to stamp collectors. 

This 185-page booklet, paper bound 
in red, can be ordered only through 
the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., at a cost of 50 cents. 
Remittance may be made by money 
order, postal note or check.

National Wildlife 
Restoration Week 


America’s 18th annual National 
Wildlife Restoration Week, originally 
established by Presidential proclama- 
tion in 1938, will be observed this year 
during the week of March 19-25, un- 
der the sponsorship of the National 
Wildlife Federation. 

Wildlife Week aims to focus the ‘at- 
tention of 150 million Americans up- , 
on the importance -of wildlife conser- ‘ 
vation to their every-day life and the 
debt which they owe coming genera- 
tions to help perpetuate our natural 
resources for future welfare and 
prosperity. 

State, county and local group meet- 
ings throughout the Nation will direct 
public discussions of wildlife conser- 
vation through prudent management 
of America’s natural resources, in- 
cluding water, soil, trees and all other 
plant as well as animal life. Con- 
servation-minded and public-spirited 
organizations participating will in- 
clude sportsmen’s associations, garden 
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and nature clubs, and other adult and 
school groups. 

Calling all lovers of the outdoors to 
take part in a nation-wide conserva- 
tion program, the National Wildlife 
Federation urges cooperation with 
State Conservation Officials, as emer- 
gencies may arise, in winter feeding 
of snowbound birds and animals to 
prevent suffering and losses through 
starvation. 

Ever since Wildlife Week was in- 
augurated by the Federation and re- 
cognized by proclamation of the late 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1938, the Federation has carried on 
a year-round conservation education 
program. 
office issues annually a series of Wild- 
life Conservation Stamps, with de- 
scriptive albums for preserving them. 

The distribution of these stamps 
during Wildlife Week and other times 
is a part of the education program 
of the Federation. Proceeds from 
their sale are the organization’s main 
source of income to carry on its wild- 
life programs. The 1950 series in 
natural colors, includes 36 animal, 
bird and plant subjects from the 
brush of Walter Weber, of Vienna, 
Va., famed wildlife artist and former 
art consultant to the Federation. 

A non-profit and non-partisan or- 
ganization, the National Wildlife Fed- 
eration is composed of an estimated 
five million members of affiliated com- 
munity and county clubs and State 
Wildlife Federations. 

Conservation studies initiated in 
1938 resulted in concentration in the 
grade schools on teaching conserva- 
tion. A series of four books, entitled 
“My Land and Your Land” is in wide 
use in grades three to eight. It is 
the Federation’s aim that these books 
will become an integral part of the 
Nation’s school curricula. Series for 
junior high and high school grades 
are in preparation. 

During 1949 “Man on the Land- 
scape,” by Vernon Gill Carter, was 
published by the Federation’s Com- 
mittee of Conservation Education. 
The author is head of the Conserva- 
tion Department of the Zanesville, 
Ohio, schools. The book tells the story 
of a human being in relation to his 
land environment and is designed 
primarily as a teacher’s guide and 
textbook. 

“Much responsibility for the control 
of erosion, floods, forest butchery, pol- 
lution and declining living standards,” 
says Mr. Carter, “rests on the parents 
and teachers of American youth.” 
This statement has special emphasis 
during Wildlife Week. 

As a clearinghouse for public as 
well as members’ information on Con- 
gressional legislation and Administra- 
tive actions relating to-conservation of 
wildlife and other natural resources, 
the Federation issues “Conservation 
News” and “Conservation Report.” 


During the First Session of the 81st 
Congress, 53 Reports were issued, 
totalling 480 pages and digesting 1,164 
Senate and House bills, as well as 
reporting any actions taken on them. 
These bills also have been tabulated 
in a 34-page index. 


The Federation Business . 
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During its existence, the Federation 
has sponsored and supported legisla- 
tion which is today basic in the 
administration of wildlife, such as 
the Pittman-Robertson Act, providing 
“Federal Aid to State Wildlife Re- 
storation.” The Federation believes 
the time has come for legislation that 
will do for State fisheries restoration 
what the Pittman-Robertson Act has 
done in saving our game. 

The average citizen can take part 
in Wildlife Week by attending com- 
munity conservation meetings, read- 
ing wildlife literature and purchasing 
Wildlife Stamps. These activities will 
inspire him’ to practice conservation 
every day of the year in such simple 
ways as, for example, extinguishing 
matches to prevent forest fires. 

A musical feature of 1950 Wildlife 
Week will be the singing of favorite 
songs of the outdoors at conservation 
gatherings, aided by the Society for 
the Preservation and Encouragment 
of Barber Shop Quartet Singing in 
America, Inc., and its 30,000 members. 
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Japanese Plan Postal 
Stamp to Honor 
24th Division 


FUKUOKA, Japan, January 1 

A plan to issue a Japanese inter- 
national postage stamp commemorat- 
ing the rescue work of the 24th In- 
fantry Division, during the Saga flood 
disaster last August, was announced 
recently by Governors Sugimoto and 
Okimori of Fukuoka and Saga pre- 
fectures at the annual meeting of the 
prefectural governors of Kyushu. 

Tentative design for the stamp por- 
trays a 24th Division liaison plane 
dropping a life raft to a Japanese 
woman and child standing on a house 
top, the spokesmen said. Such scenes 
actually occurred August 17-22, when 
800 Japanese marooned on house tops 
by flood waters in the wake of typhoon 
“Judith” were rescued with rubber 
assault boat air-dropped by 24th Di- 
vision Liaison plane pilots. In addi- 
tion, the Division furnished water 
purification equipment, DDT teams, 
and medical supplies, to avert a dis- 
ease epidemic in what was already 
the worst disaster on Kyushu in fifty 
years. 

Emphasizing that their proposal 
represented the spontaneous sentiment 
of all Japanese citizens in their pre- 
fectures, the Governors stated that 
they would submit formal application 
for issuance of the stamp to the Pos- 
tal Administration Deliberative Coun- 
cil in Tokyo by the first of the year. 
Other prominent Japanese backing the 
plan include; Mrs. Shizue Hosokawa, 
Director of Fukuoka Branch of the 
Japanese National Relief Association 
and Mrs. Masano Kaga, President of 
Saga Prefectural Women’s Associa- 
tion, the Governors said. 

When Major General William F. 
Dean, present commander of the 24th 
Division was informed by Japanese of 
their plan to honor the unit, he said 
he was pleased by the sentiment ex- 
pressed but stressed that it was not 
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within his province to indicate «p- 
proval of the project. 

Local Stamp enthusiasts state -hat 
such a stamp would have consier- 
able philatelic value since it woul: be 
the first time in history that a naiion 
honored a military unit of an occi: py- 
ing army in such a manner. They 
predict that, if the plan is approved 
and the stamp actually issued, it will 
be eagerly sought by collectors all 
over the world. 

_Earlier recognition of the 24th Di- 
vision’s rescue feat was accorded by 
Prime Minister Shigeru Yoshida ip 
a letter this autumn to General Dou- 
glas MacArthur. The Prime Minister 
wrote in part: “By their prompt and 
effective aid, the American soldiers 
saved hundreds of lives, besides pro- 
viding food, shelter, and sanitation 
facilities to the people of the storm 
stricken area. Please convey our pro- 
found gratitude to all officers and men 
of the 24th Infantry Division.”

Old and Common 
Values of Britain 

After many years, the tyro who 
started with Penny Blacks and plate 
number “penny reds” has’ come into 
his own, in a big way. 

The mint ‘ ‘pau Black” seems to 
have suddenly taken on stature as 
well as price. Inquiries about what 
the real price is “now the Pound has 
been devalued,” show there is a 
trend that is new. A study shows the 
first issues of Great Britain, (per- 
haps some of it because of the pub- 
licity,) are in the minds of many 
who heretofore would not admit 
interest, or own to owning copies 
of any. That means they have had a 
welcome surprise. 

One friend showed a page of “mul- 
tiple cancels” on Penny Reds. His 
story is good enough to tell. He — 
“I went to the P. O. in my section o 
London and saw the girl clerk (the 
counter girls are mostly the working 
help in small offices) talking to the 
boy friend and cancelling the letter 
he had put under the grille, while 
she did it. She hit that stamp four 
times, each with inking on the pad. 

I tried and my engaging her in 
conversation got a similar result. 
Not so good for she hit harder. But 
in multiple and not very carefully. 
So I started to collect double can- 
cels, and the best one I found in an 
old desk, a penny red, and cancelled 
five times, all distinctly traceable. 
That is a record, or the best I ever 
saw, it heads the page.” 

The writer recalls seeing similar 
actions by girl clerks in London 
suburban offices in 1890. Doubtless, 
a habit handed down. 


But there is plenty of variety and 
interest in the first issues of Great 
Britain, also they are becoming val- 
uable. Some of the great stocks in 
and around London must have suf- 
fered from the “blitz” and resulting 
fires. Very interesting, those old 
and “common” values of Britain. 


Greek Series 


The Encyclopedia does not give 
much data on the Greek series of 
1927 (Scott 321 to 334). These were 
re-engraved and altered, and printed 
in several places. Recently seen, is 
a set of pages with photo enlarge- 
ments of the variations of engrav- 
ing, and date, (copied from European 
catalogs) printers, perforation vari- 
ants and samples mounted beside the 
stamps. 

It is quite interesting, because of 
many things. The perforation com- 
binations were due to _ printing 
sources in art. The changes are vis- 
ible and while the notes finally ad- 
ded are fair, they are not easily fol-

Albums 
To several inquiries:— 


Yes, there are now dealers who 
advertise the idea (in this column 
since 1935) that a blank book is as 
good or better to “start” in and they 
have albums, cheap, quadrilled pages, 
etc., for such starting. 

Very wise. Also very much of an 
indication that the “bound and 
printed in space” album is a waste 
of money to many beginners. 


First, there is likely to be much 
you do not want and never will use. 
Second, even a packet (following 
the old instruction to buy the big- 
gest you can afford) gets pretty 
thin if spread onto 400 pages or 
or more. KF a _ 2000 packet, that 
would be an average of five to a 
page, possibly. Third, the blank 
book is your selection, your planning, 
your own. You put in series maybe 
you know you'll remount) as you 
have them, or as you find them, and 
no waste spaces or pages. Being 
yours, you learn from the start, you 
are not confronted, or fitted to some 
packet line. 


Finally the blank page book saves 
space both ways. In the desk or on 
the shelf, too. 


You can even put your Royal 
Wedding “pound” on the center of a 
single page and enjoy its prominence. 
Some people like to be artistic. Edi- 
tors are confined to pages, and be- 
cause of the current paper matter— 
likely to drop arrangement art for 
expedient paper saving, 2nd if the 
nig is “printed in” you like it, or 
else. 


Some food for thought. And at the 
end, you save money. You don’t buy 
what you do not need, nor do you 
buy it till you have ‘the need for 
more pages. The three ring binder is 
a great institution, too, even High 
School pupils know that. 

You can buy pages for ~ good 
quality, cheap.

You have nothing to hide, 
nothing to be ashamed of, your hands 
are clean. Let everyone see what 
you have, that they too, may follow 
suit; that they too may have their 
hands in numismatic suds.

Achievement is not “born to the 
purple”, it is built; built of a mix- 
ture of diligent study, arduous labor, 
Job-like patience. Memorials are 
erected to men of patient pluck, not 
to men who trust to luck. Beginners, 
don’t endow yourselves with an “I 
can’t” complex toward becoming a 
real coin collector. Let “I can — I 
will” be your motto, with the assur- 
ance that “what others have done 
I can — I will do”. A laborious job, 
a long job, yes, but the end justifies 
the efforts. Don’t dismiss your small 
collection with a “too much of a job” 
but size it up as a job worth tack- 
ling. Read, study, keep abreast with 
the numismatic times, ask questions. 
Acquire knowledge, and let your col- 
lecting keep space therewith; team 
up your learning and your collecting; 
advancement will be slow but sure, 
but. with such a team you will make 
the grade. Co-ordinate your know- 
ledge with your collecting ana you 
will pull away from. the juniors into 
the seniors. Don’t sit down and wait 
for things to come your way, get up 
and strike your gait, for only work 
will pay. Rome wasn’t built in a day, 
it started as a Main Street; the 
Thirteen States were not a world 
power, they grew; Washington and 
Lincoln were not born great, hard 
work made them so; Alexander and 
Napoleon were not born soldiers, 
they won their spurs. Success is not 
achieved by a fortuitous leap but by 
laborious steps. And so it is with 
you; you can succeed as a coin col- 
lector, you can acquire a major col- 
lection, if you “will” to, and back 
up your “will” with study, work and 
perseverance. Stick to it and some 
A. M. you will wake up and find 
yourself famous, not from a streak 
of luck, but from a planned endeavor. 
Bear in mind, always, what Justice 
Holmes said: — 


“One cannot jump at once to great 


ends. Therefore, I hope you will not 
shirk the details and drudgery that 
life offers, but will master them as 
the first step to bigger things. One 
must be a soldier before one can be 
a general.” 

Paraphrasing Longfellow, “Let us 
all be up and doing with a heart for 
any fate, still collecting, still achiev- 
ing, learn to study, work and wait.”

An edu- 
cated numismatist, and authority, can- 
not know everything in the coin line 
and cannot answer off hand every 
question. you ask him, but he does 
know where to get the information. 
What is known as a numismatic au- 
thority, an educated coin collector, is 
one that has a complete library of 
things numismatic and from reading 
and studying them is familiar enough 
with them to know “where to lay his 
hands on” any phase. The average 
collector should start a scrap book, 
divide it alphabetically, and then 
paste in its proper place any coin 
news he may chance to run across. 
In time he will have a very valuable 
library all in one volume.

There are a few people that al- 
ways want to “look at the other side 
of the hill”; always trying to attain 
the unattainable; neglecting what 
they have in an effort to acquire the 
impossible. Now you have a nice 
little collection of old coins; all of 
them sound and in good repute.

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MONEY OF YESTERYEAR

During the days of pirates along 
the American coast and the Carib- 
bean, undoubtedly many coins of the 
day came into their hands, but I do 
not believe, there were as many as 
we think. 

Coins were not very common in 
those days and while shipments of 
them must have been done, the main 
“loot” the pirates would have ac- 
quired would have been necessities, 
sorely required by the settlers in the 
new world, with, of course a good 
amount of luxuries for the wealthier. 
Jewelry, silks, clothing, laces, were 
among the more luxurious items, and 
of course, fine pistols, guns and am- 
munition were priced very highly. 

Some coins from Europe would 
have been available from the New 
World, but their limited coinage and 
use would restrict them. Ships return- 
ing to Europe, were laden with gold, 
silver, and so forth but not in coin 
form as we would so frequently be led 
to believe. It 'was mostly in bullion, 
gold and silver bricks, which would 
be easier to ship and handle for the 
great wealth they represented. 


Any chests or treasures of coins 
buried or sunken by pirate opera- 
tions would today, be of small numis- 
matic value due to the action of the 
elements. Salt water would wreak 
havoc on all coins, gold and silver 
alike for the length of time they 
would emerge. In fact, if found to- 
day after the many hundred years 
they were submerged, they would 
hardly be recognizable. Buried 
Treasure on land, would be in better 
condition, but there again it would 
depend upon the chemicals in the 
soil where the coins had been buried. 


With the exception of pearls, other . 


precious stones such as diamonds, 
rubies, and the like would withstand 
such conditions much better. I do 
believe that coins buried in sand 
along a beach, not too near water, 
would most likely stand up well for 
long periods of time particularly if 
their container was such as to pro- 
tect them. We do find, from time to 
time, coins of the pirate era myster- 
iously turning up in Florida, but I 
have never heard of any treasure 
trove being found of the pirate days 
consisting of large quantities of 
coins. I would like to hear of it. 

During the American Revolution, 
the need of hard money ‘was felt so 
sorely in the United States as to 
encourage our authorizing private 
ship owners to turn pirates practi- 
cal. Known as Privateers, these 
sleek fast ships roved our coast and 
captured any ship they could as a 
prize of war placing their American 
crews on them and sending them in 
to the colonies. For the ship cap- 
tains, and owners this was a very 
lucrative business and many of the 
wealthy clipper ship owners of the 
next fifty years got their start in 
this manner. 

The wealth of practically unob- 
tainable material, this practice 


brought to the revolting colonies was 





of terrific aid to the successful con- 
summation of the war. Not only 
were goods brought to our shores, 
but a sorely needed quantity of hard 
money. Many English Gold Guineas, 
as shipped over the continent to pay 
the armies, were confiscated. 


In order to realize the need of this 
money we must try to visualize the 
situation of the day, our early Amer- 
icans had always considered hard 
coin as the only money of real value, 
and gold coins were the ones that 
were used for business transactions 
of merit. It made no difference from 
what country the coins came as long 
as they were coins, this also applied 
to silver and copper pieces although 
little was done at this time with the 
latter. The dire needs of the war 
caused the individual colonies to is- 
sue paper currency, and of course 
these notes were not looked upon 
with much favor. 


When the Continental Congress 
also adopted this means of paying 
bills, their money was looked upon 
with less favor, and inflation swept 
the country to a degree that weil 
nigh wrecked the efforis of the revo- 
lutionists. The term, “not worth a 
continental” comes down to us from 
those days when everyone would shy 
away from these bills. Indeed these 
notes never were redeemed and fin- 
ally became of no value whatsoever. 
For the most part the earlier notes 
issued by the individual colonies 
were redeemed, however, but not for 
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their entire amount. To aggravate 
the condition further, the British re- 
sorted to counterfeiting our paper 
money and circulating it here to con- 
found the situation. 

Those tiny California gold coins 
are fast becoming very popular to 
the coin collector. For many years 
these interesting pieces, were not 
thought much of, but with recent 
publicity of the last few years much 
more information has come to light 
upon them and interest has increased. 

They are all either round or oc-

tagonal in shape, are in the denomi- 
nations of 25c and one dollar, some 
have their value indicated upon them 
and others do not. It was thought 
for many years that those without 
values upon them were not genuine 
but this is not the case. We must 
remember that all of them were 
struck by the early Californians to 
fill the crying need for small change. 
Undoubtedly some were coined by 
the issuers of the larger gold pieces, 
but the large number of varieties to 
be found lead us to believe that a 
good number of merchants, jewelers 
and other types of business must 
have been in the coining business in 
that day. 


The gold content of the California 
gold minor coins varies a good deal 
also. Some are very pure while 
others do not contain very much 
“honest weight,” but of course, that 
also was the case in some of the 
large California gold coins. 

Counterfeits of these tiny pieces 
are quite prolific, and when purchas- 
ing, one must make certain that the 
coin about to be purchased is gen- 
uine. The counterfeits are usually 
brass or copper gold plated and can 
usually be easily detected. 


Without question there must be 
some very rare varieties. While lists 
have been compiled of all known 
dates, varieties and so forth, I have 
never seen a list giving values of 
each, and of course the present lists 
are most likely not complete. There 
is no way of checking the source of 
issue for quantities coined as is the 
case with present day regular coin- 
ages. Due to this the only way of 
determining rarities is to watch for 
the number of a certain variety that 
come up for sale throughout the 
country. This, of course, is very 
ficult to do as there are hundreds of 
varieties known. 


In addition to one and tnree dollar 
gold pieces which, at the time of is- 
sue, ‘were supposed to be new denom- 
inations to improve our coinage and 
which were soon discontinued, we al- 
so had an attempt at the coinage of 
a Fifty Dollar gold slug. This how- 
ever, only got as far as the experi- 
mental stage for regular coinage.

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In addition to these “new ideas” in 
coinage ‘which were actually tried 
and proved to be failures, we also 
have had many attempts at new de- 
nominations, alloys, and _ other 
changes. These may be found best il- 
lustrated in the many Patterns, 
Trial and Experimental coins struck 
to further the so called new ideas. 

We find in this category, such un- 
usual coins as the four dollar Stella, 
issued in 1879 and 1880 one of 
the outstanding pieces of the Metric 
series of pattern pieces attempted to 
be coined at that time. The Stella 
was to be coined because it was near 
in value to the American Eight flor- 
in. The r'rench 20 Frances, the Itali- 
an twenty Lire, the Spanish 20 
pesetas and the Dutch 8 Florins. A 
metric $20 gold piece was suggested 
the same year. 

The idea of these denominations 
was to make our coinage more uni- 
form with the rest of the leading 
nations of the world at that time, 
the sponsors believing that to make 
our coin age uniform, would make 
our coins more _ acceptable to the 
‘world than they. then were. It was 
hoped that this would ultimately 
culminate in a world currency. This 
idea was sponsored by some for 
many years. We find in 1874 a ten 
dollar gold piece struck with its 
equivalent value listed on reverse in 
French Francs, Pounds _ Sterling, 
Dutch Gulden, Krona and German 
Marks. This piece was also designed 
to be used as an international coin 
for all countries. 

Other suggested oddities, (some of 
which are very rare) are such coins 
as a gold dollar with holes in the 
center known as Ring goid dollars 
cents with holes in them, cents with 
a silver center, a bronze three cent 
piece the size of our old large cents 
and many other pieces of unusual 
designs.

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MY FRIEND

Rex Beach was born at Atwood, 
Michigan, September 1, 1877, the 
son of Henry Walter and Eva Eunice 
Canfield. He was educated at Rol- 
lins College, Winter Park, Florida, 
1891-96; Chicago School of Law, 
1896-7; Kent College of Law, 1899- 
1900. In 1907 e married Edith 
Crater. 


Beach commenced writing in an 
interesting way. One day he learned 
that a friend had sold a story for 
$10. He told me. “I determined that 
if this “fathead” could write and sell 
his stuff, another fathead could, too. 
I was bigger than he, so I thought 
perhaps I could write a bigger story, 
one that would sell for $20.” 


_Beach did, and that was the be- 
ginning of a career that carried him 
to all parts of the Americas, in- 
cluding Alaska, in search of ad- 
venture ron 8 for his books. 

Beach was at outdoors man, 
an ieimeea unter and fisher- 
man. Most of his stories are set in 
the great open spaces. He sold his 
first story to McClure’s Magazine, 
to which magazine he became a 
noted contributor. The noted S. S. 
McClure, the publisher, believed 
Beach had enough talent to write a 
best selling book and asked him to 
leave Chicago where he was then 
living, and come to New York for a 
conference. 

“I outlined a good beginning,” 
Beach told me, “but I had to talk 
fast and make a good ending before 
I was able to get an advance. For 
at that time I was in dire need of 
funds. 

“So I went back to Chicago to 
write the book, promptly forgot the 
ending I had outlined to McClure 
and made up another one. The book 
was “The Spoilers,” one of my most 
successful. It has been | made into a 
movie more than once.” 

Quickly following up the ad- 
vantage of his first book’s success, 
Beach wrote two more popular fav- 
orites, “The Barrier,” and “The Sil- 
ver Horde.” 

He became a_ prolific writer. 
Among his better known works were 
“Pardners,” “The Ne’er-Do-Well,” 
Iron Trail,” “The Auction 
,’ “Heart of the Sunset,” 
“Rainbow’s End,” “The Winds of 
Chance,” “Padlocked, ” “The Mating 
Call,” “Son of the Gods, ” “Alaskan 
Adventures, ” and “The World in His 
Arms.” The latter was sold to a 
motion picture company for $100,000. 
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Beach was. president of the 
Author’s League of America from 
1917 to 1921. He was married t 
Edith Crater in 1907. On more than 
one occasion, Beach told me that she 
had always been his chief source of 
inspiration. 

“I had my hand in everything 
from ns to vocal lessons 
before settling down as a writer,” 
he once told me when he was in a 
reminiscent mood. “The fact that I 
had knocked around so much and 
seen life in such varied aspects, 
helped me greatly when I came to 
write fiction. My experiences made 
an almost inexhaustible supply for 
material for my novels.” 

But even after he had become one 
of America’s leading novelists, he 
remained a man of varied interests. 
In 1927 he went to Sebring, Florida, 
and started development of a farm 
at Avon Park. He began specializing 
in mineralized celery and made a 
profitable business of it. He sub- 
sequently switched to raising gladi- 
olas and operated model farms at 
Avon Park and Fort Myers, Florida. 

Some years later he disposed of 
his Fort Myers interests and con- 
centrated on raising cattle on his 
Avon Park ranch. He finally ex- 
panded his cattle business, acquiring 
five thousand acres of land near 
Indiantown where he developed an- 
other large ranch. Another year he 
made $200,000 from the output of a 
thirty-acre plot of ground. He did 
much in popularizing the growing of 
Easter lilies. 

“Do you have any literary hero, 
Mr. Beach,” I once asked. 

“IT have only one,” replied the 
novelist,” and that is the inimitable 
Mark Twain. When I was a boy an 
uncle gave me a copy of “Tom Saw- 
yer” and “Huckleberry Finn.” I de- 
lighted so much in these volumes 
that I used to take them to bed with 
me, and wake up early and read 
them before I would have to dress 
to go to school. I must have read 
those books fifty times if I read 
them once. I know long passages of 
both books by heart, and when I be- 
came bored waiting for a friend or 
a train to arrive, I would recite them 
aloud. I have never been very much 
of a literary stylist, but whatever 
qualities of style I do possess, I feel 
safe in saying that I learned from 
these books. For as you are doubt- 
less aware Mark ‘was a very great 
stylist, and took infinite pains in 
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finding the exact words to express 
his thought. He wrote and rewrote 
and rewrote again until he was 
completely satisfied. He felt there 
was only one word to express a par- 
ticular thought and until this was 
found, he had not done his duty by 
his reader.” 

“Did you know him personally, Mr. 
Beach ?” 

“Indeed, I did, and I saw a gond 
deal of him when he was livin 
Lower Fifth Avenue in New York 
after the death of his wife. That 
was the three year period from 
about 1904 to 1907 when he moved 
out to his place near Redding, Con- 
necticut. I recall visiting him early 
one afternoon and found him still 
writing in bed as was his custom, 
and smoking a pungent pipe. I asked 
him what he had been doing, and I 
shall never forget his answer. For 
it showed that although he was the 
most famous author in the world, 
and anything he tossed off would 
have been fought for by the publish- 
ers, he was still himself his severest 
critic. He simply said: 

“All morning I have been writing 
for the waste-basket — nothing 1 
wrote satisfied me and I am begin- 
ning again.’ 

“I had the pleasure and privilege 
of attending Mark Twain’s_ seven- 
tieth birthday dinner at Delmonico’s. 
Never will I forget the feast of 
reason and the flow of soul. Those 
who had known Mark for much 
longer than I had, declared that he 
had never spoken better in his 
whole life. It was a stimulus and in- 
spiration to ‘all rresent.” 


Early this year Beach commenced 
a psychological novel that was to 
be called “Woman in Ambush,” but 
it was left unfinished at the time of 
his death. For several years he had 
been ill. As a matter of fact, Beach’s 
life was despaired of for a while 
last summer at Miami where he had 
gone for treatment. He arrived in 
Miami in an ambulance but re- 
sponded well to treatment and walked 
out to return home. Beach’s Miami 
doctor said that he had no chance 
for complete recovery. 

When his nurse, Miss Tania 
Simonian took up his breakfast, on 
December 7, 1949, she found him 
dead, by his own gun.

ine humanity, and sterling charac- 
ter. His vast public will long re- 
member him as writer of excellent 
short stories, romance and novels

THE EARLY AMERICAN HOUSE, b

Time was when the activities of 
the home did not center in the living 
room, but in the kitchen with its 
wood burning fireplace, its plank 
seated chairs, pot hooks and all the 
other rustic items which made it the 
most cozy spot in the house. Mary 
Earle Gould has captured the spirit 
of this early American custom in 
her book The Early American House. 
She gives us a comprehensive study 
of the different styles of houses 
from the puilding to the furnishing. 

It is interesting to note how she 
stresses the different utilities which 
were crudely fashioned from wood, 
such as the early washboard, wine 
press, corn shellers, and many other 
items all of which are collectors 
items and museum pieces today. 
Her interest in early American 
houses and particularly kitchens, be- 
gan when she was doing research on 
wooden ware, and this book is the 
result. Miss Gould’s earlier book on 
wooden ware is well known in the 
field of collecting, and we believe 
that this publication will meet with 
the same success. 

The illustrations are particularly 
good. The photographs of the 
authentically furnished rooms are 
clear and there are many _ photo- 
graphs of details which are fascinat- 
ing. Although dealing with many 
different phases of colonial life, the 
author has laid emphasis on the 
kitchen and its furnishings, and has 
given us an interesting volume for 
our library.

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Tennyson at Home 


Lora Whitehead, dealer in books 
and back number magazines in 
Bloomington, Ind., home of Indiana 
University and the nearby hills of 
scenic Brown County, sent this story 
from the February, 1888, issue of 
Book News which we believe leans 
toward the tastes of the followers of 
this department: 

“The Poet’s new house stands in a 
charming bit of Sussex landscape, 
far from the beaten track, lest the 
crowd should follow. The old seaside 
home is still used for a portion of 
the year, but in this house at Hazel- 
more, Tennyson lives most of his 
now fading life. It is pitched high, 
on a richly wooded ridge whence the 
eye may sweep a landscape teeming 
with all the varied luxuriants of the 
garden of England. Those most 
familiar ‘with his works say that 
Tennyson’s latest poems are inspired 
by the hills that surround his Sus- 
sex home, in contrast to the earlier 
ones, influenced by the flat expanse 
of Lincolnshire, where he spent his 
young days. He has buried his home 
amid trees. They stand all around 
like a thick phalanx of sentries, 
keeping grim watch and ward over 
the strange man who will be heara 
but will not be seen. Inside the inner 
ring there are gardens, trim and 
pretty, though no especial pride is 
taken in anything outside the walls. 
The garden of his Isle of Wight 
house was more picturesquely rag- 
ged than elegantly ordered. 

“Since he accepted Mr. Gladstone’s 
peerage (though he will live as plain 
Alfred Tennyson) he has favored so- 
ciety with more of his presence if 
not of his graciousness. In return 
for his Barony Tennyson gave one 
vote in the House of Peers, it was 
his first and soon after his elevation, 
on Gladstone’s side in extending the 
franchise, but ever since then his 
utterance and his sympathies have 
been in the opposite direction. Since 
the death of his favorite son last 
year, he has been less in society, and 
after his recent illness it is unlikely 
he will return to it, even in the half- 
hearted way he did. Tennyson hes 
his circle, a small one, of intimates, 
and they are celebrities like himself. 
For he is a philosopher, a student of 
science, politics and art, and enjoys 
upholding his own dogmatic views 
with the foremost apostle of each 
cult. He gathers a handful at a 
time around him and rare must pe 
the talk that wings its way up the 
chimney instead of recording itself 
for the delight of the humble world 
beyond the walls of Hazelmore. 

There is an old-world flavor in the 
many-cornered Gothic mansions 
whose gables and pinnacles stick out 
‘like quills upon the fretful porcu- 
pine.’ The interior is rich in its de- 
sign and furnishing, the old blending 
with the new, as it should in a poet’s 
Locksley Hall. The welcome visitor 
knows the sincerity of his welcome 
if he is led along a mysterious corri- 
dor into the sanctum sanctorum of 
the poet. Tennyson is now in his 
seventy-eighth year, his locks are 
thinning fast and there are fewer 
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dark ones than there were even three 
years ago, but his wonderfully noble 
eye has not lost its lustre. Most 
likely he shifts a clay pipe into his 
left hand that he may grip you with 
his right. This pipe is his calumet of 
peace, his secret charm for abstrac- 
tion, his incense to the gods. At 
morn, at noon, at night, alone or ac- 
companied, the pipe is his half-way 
house between meals and the sure 
precursor of a night’s repose. The 
Tennysonian costume is seen at its 
best in here, and does not seem so 
much an affection. He thaws but 
slowly, even in his own room, but 
the magic of a third pipeful sets 
wagging that masculine tongue and 
nether jaw-bone, and if the topic 
stirs him, he will pour forth fine rol- 
ling periods in the sturdy Old-Eng- 
lish accents ‘which modern superfine 
cockney-schocling is polishing out of 
existence. As the conversation warms 
his puffs come fast and thick, and 
the sound of the pipes waxes more 
and more warlike. Not the bagpipes, 
nor the pipes of Pan, but the ‘church- 
wardens,’ as we call the long clays, 
for Tennyson has a loudly whim

“He reads and writes near a win-

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Noted Educator’s Views on Hobbies 


By LAWRENCE Mc CRACKEN 


Among the qualifications needed 
by teachers today is ability to aid 
students in the development of tal- 
ents, skills and hobbies. That is be- 
cause in the new world with its 
greater leisure which development of 
atomic energy for civilian use will 
bring us, hobbies and other recrea- 
tional interests will be of ever in- 
creasing importance. 

These are the views of Dr. William 
F. Russell, president of Teacher’s 
College, Columbia University. Com- 
ing from Dr. Russell, they are of 
more than usual interest because so 
large a proportion of our school ex- 
eoutives and policy makers have 
taken some part of their training at 
the school he heads. 

“The old agrarian civilization was 
geared to work, work all the time, 
work from dawn to dark,” Dr. Rus- 
sell explains. ‘Of course, in the old 
European civilization, especially on 
the continent, there were Sundays 
and fete-days, and even for that per- 
iod, society had developed plenty for 
the idle hands to do. There were re- 
ligious ceremonies to attend, often 
twice on Sundays, and in my an- 
cestral home of Scotland, three-hour 
sermons. Then there were organized 
village games and dances, with dif- 
ficult musical instruments to learn 
to play, complicated rhythms to 
master, intricate dance steps and 
formations to learn — and these 
were not easy to learn—and regular 
costumes to make, lace to fashion, 
embroideries to sew, and shoes to 
make. Of course, it is not complete- 
ly true that all leisure time was oc- 
cupied in the Agrarian Age; but, 
surely, in general terms the principle 
is true, that our ancestors had pretty 
‘well solved the problem of what 
leisure time there was. 

“Looking at the problem from the 
other side, it can plainly be seen 
what happened during the Agrarian 
Age when people had time on their 
hands, and at the same time money 
in their pockets. Then you find the 
situation of the blood and circuses 
of Rome, and the deplorable condi- 
tions of the mining camp. Those 
who knew Leadville or Cripple 
Creek of old or the Klondike or the 
cow towns of Texas or Wyoming 
after the round-up, saw what went 
on when people accustomed to be 
busy, suddenly found time on their 
hands. That was the heyday of the 
saloon and dance hall, the faro, 
roulette and poker tables, and other 
forms of organized vice. The same 
situation was found in the capitals 
of the southern states during the re- 
construction period. Examine the 
expenditures of some of these Agrar- 
ian Age people who suddenly found 
themselves idle and rich. Such a per- 
iod was ory = an initial step toward 
decline and fall. 

“As the Industrial Age matures, 
as people work fewer hours, unless 
ability to make ‘wise use of leisure 
increases, there is no doubt that our 
civilization is doomed. 


“The most natural way to meet the 


problem of the unwise and harmful 
use of leisure is to provide something 
for the people to do; and it can be 
assumed with confidence that as we 
go deeper into the atomic age, 
governments on all levels will make 
public recreation a major objective. 
We can predict with confidence that 
there will be provision of great pro- 
grams of recreation supported by the 
public: nationai, state and loca! parks 
and playgrounds, game _ reserves, 
public theaters, opera house, orches- 
tras, hobby centers. Large public 
services will be offered in these 
areas. The modern industrial com- 
munity must have the equivalent in 
modern dress of old-time agrarian 
fetes and festivals. 


“Not only must there be the 
physical opportunities for proper re- 
creation, but somehow or other the 
people must be brought to use them; 
and this is a matter of education in 
school and out. Within the schools 
and other institutions of education, 
we can count on a far larger atten- 
tion to better preparation for the 
use of leisure. There will be atten- 
tion paid, to an increasing degree, to 
the extra talent, skill or hobby. Cer- 
tainly the citizen of the future will 
be a better member of the commun- 
ity “if he has some absorbing hobby 
such as collecting stamps or some 
other collecting hobby, or. if he can 
play a musical instrument, or sing 
in a chorus, or paint a picture, make 
an etching, model in clay or carve, 
design, sew, cook, photograph and 
prepare pictures, work with radio, 
act, write, knit, make lace, or needle- 
point, or embroider. Leisure should 
be an opportunity, not a temptation. 
It is during the young years that 
people form the habits of a lifetime; 
and it will be the wise teacher who 
turns his attention to such a goal. 


“But there is more to the problem 
than mere provision of opportunities 
or inclusion in the school program. 
I believe that there is a vast pro- 
gram of adult education and com- 
munity leadership. We find that 
children need to be guided in their 
play, need to be introduced to their 
hobbies. So it is with adults, and 
under government support and guid- 
ance, 1 look for vast extension not 
only of programs of adult education 
for hobby and leisure time activities, 
but actual leadership of adults into 
the wise, healthful use of leisure 
time.”

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INDIANS IN THE EASTERN U.S. 


Washington, D. C.—The American 
Indian, after three centuries of com- 
petition with the conquering whites, 
still keeps a precarious foothold in the 
eastern United States. 

This is the conclusion of William 
H. Gilbert, Jr., in an extensive report 
on Indian survivals east of the Mis- 
sissippi published in the annual report 
of the Smithsonian Institution which 
was issued recently. 

The report contains review papers 
of progress in various sciences from 
solar investigations to translation of 
Biblical manuscripts. 

Nearly every State, it is pointed 
out by Dr. Gilbert, has some Indians, 
although they may not be listed offici- 
ally as such. In some cases—such as 
the Iroquois groups of New York, the 
Cherokee of North Carolina, and the 
Seminoles of Florida—tribal organiza- 
tion and some degree of racial purity 
have been maintained. For the most 
part, however, Indian blood is con- 
siderably mixed with white and Negro. 
Most of the aboriginal groups, how- 
ever, retain a certain identity and con- 
sider themselves as peoples set apart 
from their neighbors. They have re- 
sisted social amalgamation with other 
groups. 

For the most part the economic 
status of these Indians is quite low, 
although some function well as small 
farmers or skilled mechanics. The 
literary rate, on the whole, is quite 
low—partly because of the poor op- 
portunities in some of the States. 


The Indian population of New Eng- 
land is almost at the vanishing point 
and is much mixed with white and 
Negro blood—but at present appears 
to be holding its own and even pre- 
serving tribal identities. 

Vermont and New Hampshire have 
no Indians, except for visitors and 
occasional mixed-bloods. Maine leads 
the New England States with an ab- 
original population of 1,012, of which 
nearly half are full-bloods. For the 
most part they are members of two 
tribes, the Penobscot and the Passa- 
maquoddy, both of which have re- 
tained tribal organizations recognized 
by the State government. The Indian 


population of Massachusetts has fallen 
to 874, of which almost 98 percent are 
of mixed blood. They are mostly 
Mashpees, found around Cape Cod, 


and Nipmues who are _ scattered 
through the State but have their larg- 
est concentration in Worcester Coun- 
ty. The Mashpee are an organized 
tribe with an elected chief, but the 
Nipmucs retain no tribal organization 
and are mostly mill workers and gov- 
ernment clerks. 

Rhode Island ranks third among 
the New England States in Indian 
population with 318. They are gen- 
erally scattered around the State. 
About a fifth are full-bloods. Con- 
necticut still has 162 Indians, nearly 
all of the Mohegan and Pequot tribes. 
Less than 10 percent are of full In- 
dian blood. 

New York still has 6,973 red men— 
mostly Iroquois tribesmen on reserva- 
tions. They have retained to a re- 
markable degree native speech, reli- 
gion, government, and ways of life 
despite an increasing admixture of 
white blood. Many are skilled work- 
men. 

In eastern Long Island there are 
five remnants of Algonquian Indian 
groups—the Shinnecock, Poosepatuck, 
Montauk, Setauket, and Matinecock. 
The first two have retained remnants 
of a tribal organization and have tax- 
free lands. There are few pure-bloods 
among them. 

Seattered through New York are 
several groups with a considerable 
degree of Indian blood, such as the 
“Bushwhackers” and “Pondshiners” 
along the banks of the Hudson, and 
the Jackson Whites along the New 
Jersey border. The latter constitute 
one of the most interesting mixed- 
blood groups in the country. There 
are more than 5,000 of them, in both 
New York and New Jersey. Indian 
ways of. life have practically disap- 
peared. 

New York City has its own Indian 
settlement in an area called “The 
Gowanus District” of Brooklyn. It 
now includes more than 500 Indians 
of 17 tribes. 

New Jersey has only about 200 In- 
dians left. Most of those with any 
claim to pure blood are settled around 
Newark. There are several groups of 
mixed-bloods who are distinct from 
both white and Negro inhabitants, 
such as the Pineys in Burlington 
County and the Moors in southern 
New Jersey. 
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Pennsylvania still has 523 Indians, 
including a small group of Iroquois 
living on the Cornplanter Reservation 
near the New York State line. Forty 
percent of these are pure-bloods. 


An interesting group which falls 
‘just outside classification as Indians 
are the “Pools,” a highly inbred group 
of about 500 who live near Towanda. 
Traditionally they are descendants of 
Sir William Johnson who left more 
than 100 half-breed children. A small 
group of Cherokees still are found in 
the Blue Mountains near Harrisburg. 

Delaware has no inhabitants offici- 
ally listed as Indians. There are, 
however, several groups of mixed- 
bloods with a distinctive Indian an- 
cestry. These include the “Moors,” 
who straddle the New Jersey line, and 
the more distinctively Indian Nanti- 
cokes, who live in scattered settle- 
ments over the State. 

The chief Indian strain in Mary- 
land is found in a large group of 
mixed-bloods known as Wesorts, scat- 
tered along the Potomac. 

The last census shows only 771 In- 
dians left in Virginia. They are found 
mostly in the Tidewater area. There 
has been considerable dispute about 
their degree of Negro blood. They 
are required to attend colored schools 
and are listed as colored on marriage 
and death certificates. One school of 
thought holds, however, that there 
has been very little intermarriage 
with the colored population and that 
the Tidewater groups are either of 
almost pure Indian blood or have some 
white intermixture. The question 
never has been studied by a competent 
anthropologist. There are four major 
groups, the Chickahomity, the Pamun- 
key, the Mattapony, and the Rappa- 
hanock. Through the Blue Ridge and 
Piedmont areas there are _ several 
groups of mixed-bloods. An interest- 
ing group are the Melungeons of the 
extreme western corner of the State 
and adjacent Kentucky. They claim 
to be mixed Indians and Portugese. 
In appearance they are decidedly In- 
dian. They are mostly small .far- 
mers. 

North Carolina has the largest num- 
ber of pure-blood Indians along the 
Atlantic coast from New York to 
Florida. The total runs to 16,579, of 
whom nearly 40 percent are full- 
bloods. Most of these are on the 
Cherokee Reservation in western 
North Carolina. More than half are 
believed to have some white blood. 
There has been almost no Negro in- 
termixture. The general ways of life 
differ little from those of the moun- 
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tain whites. They maintain a tribal 
government and possess many of the 
folkways of their forefathers, but 
have retained very little of the native 
religion. 

Not generally classified as Indians 
are the Croatans along the Lumbee 
River. They are mixed Indian, Negro, 
and white but tend more and more to 
constitute a distinct group which is 
increasing faster than any other in 
the State. They now number more 
than 16,000. They are recognized as 
a distinctive people, and separate 
schools are provided for them. Many 
of them are successful farmers. They 
are perhaps the most successful and 
progressive partially Indian group in 
the East. 

South Carolina has about i,000 
listed as of Indian blood, including 
many Croatans who have come over 
the State border. There are seven 
other groups with large Negro inter- 
mixtures. 

Georgia is not officially credited 
with any Indians. Some mixed-blood 
Cherokees, however, are scattered 
along the northern border of the State. 

Florida is credited with 587 Indi- 
ans, about half of whom are pure- 
bloods. They are chiefly Seminoles of 
the Everglades country. They speak 
their own language, retain many of 
their aboriginal customs, and are 
largely self-governing. 

Alabama has 465 persons with some 
Indian blood. Less than 2 percent, 
however, are full-bloods. 

Of the approximately 1,500 Indians 
in Mississippi, about 12 percent are 
believed to be entirely of aboriginal 
ancestry. 

Louisiana still has more than 1,500 
listed as of Indian blood. Especially 
interesting are the Houma, who num- 
ber about 1,000 and are rapidly in- 
creasing. They are of very mixed 
blood. 

The Indian population of Texas is 
surprisingly low—about 1,000—with 
somewhat less than a third recorded 
as pure-bloods. Significant are a group 
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Sev tomahaw! original handles. 
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of 300 Alabamas and Coushattas who 
are concentrated in an area of about 
14,000 acres some 80 miles north of 
Houston. They are small farmers 
who retain their native speech and 
many Indian customs. 

Arkansas has a scattering of In- 
dians—less than 500 altogether— 
along the Oklahoma border. 

Missouri has only 578 Indians, of 
whom only about 7 percent are con- 
sidered pure-bloods. Tennessee and 
Kentucky have almost no pure-bloods. 
The census still lists 485 red men in 
Ohio, of whom about 6 percent are 
considered as full-bloods. 

The census credits Indiana with 
only 285 Indians, but the number of 
descendants of the Miami tribe has 
been estimated as high as 1,000. Sev- 
eral congressional hearings on their 
land claims have been held in recent 
years. 

Illinois is credited with 469 Indians, 
mostly mixed-bloods.

LINKING OF CULTURES 


Two ancient North American cul- 
tures are linked in pottery fragments 
found near Kansas City some time 
ago. 

First is that of the Mound 
Builders, the prehistoric people who 
constructed the great mounds in Ohio 
and Illinois. Nobody knows who they 
were or where they came from. There 
was no tradition concerning them 
among the Indians inhabiting the 
area when the first white explorers 
arrived. 

During the last few years pottery 
of. a design characteristic of these 
Mound Builders has been found in 
Louisiana. This design is diagnostic. 
No other ancient people had anything

material and relics

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closely resembling it. The southern 
Mound Builders were apparently at 
a lower cultural level than those of 
the Mid-West. They may have mi- 
grated northward along the Missis- 
sippi, advancing in culture as they 
went on, or, coming in contact with 
a northern group, the amalgamation 
may have given rise to the outstand- 
ing culture found in northern Ohio 
and Illinois. It is possible, however, 
that the northern Mound Builders 
went south and deteriorated along 
the way. The sites cannot be dated 
geologically. 

Second is the culture of the seden- 
tary, agricultural people who once 
inhabited Nebraska and Kansas long 
before the coming of the nomadic, 
hunting tribes encountered by the 
white men. They were farmers, be- 
lieved to have been driven from their 
lands by successive droughts similar 
to those of the last few years. 
Everywhere through the region their 
remains are found at the lowest 
archaeological level, indicating that 
they were the earliest settled inhabi- 
tants of the area. 

Their pottery also is churacteris- 
tic, chiefly because of their use of a 
paddle wrapped with cord in shaping 
it. This practice apparently was 
general for the whole region. 

At the Kansas City site scientists 
from the Smithsonian Institution 
found mixed together pottery frag- 
ments of both designs and some in 
which combinations of both occur

There is no means of telling, they 
said, which came first or from what 
direction the meeting took place. 
There is also no indication of the re- 
lationship between the two peoples, 
and it may have been either friendly 
or hostile.

Sixty Sites in Whitney 
Reservoir Being Studied 


WASHINGTON, D. C. More than 

60 old Indian habitation sites scat- 
tered over nearly 300 square miles 
will be explored this winter on the 
site to be flooded by building the 
Whitney Reservoir on the Brazos 
River north of Waco, Tex. 
_ This work will be carried on as a 
joint project of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, the National Park Service, 
and the Army Engineers, and is ex- 
pected to throw much light on the 
prehistory of central Texas, concern- 
ing which very little is known. 


A preliminary survey has shown 
that the area was inhabited for a 
long time pvefore historic tribes, such 
as the Tonkawa, Anandarko, and 
Choctaw, made first contacts with 
white settlers. Before them there 
was a scattering in the area of 
Jumanos, best known in West Texas 
and New Mexico. Preceding these 
peoples, however, were a long suc- 
cession of early hunters, who are al- 
most unknown to anthropologists. 


Excavation work will be in charge 
of Robert L. Stephenson, archeolo- 
gist of the Smithsonian Institution’s 
River Basin Surveys staff. 

Later in the season excavation 
projects will be carried out along the 
Missouri River, mostly in old village 
sites. Three projects will be started 
along the Colombia River and two in 
California. 

All these areas eventually will be 
flooded by the building of reservoirs, 
and the Indian sites will be lost to 
science forever.

Indian Knowledge 


It seems that interest in the 
American Indian is increasing day 
by day, and rightly so when we stop 
to consider the important part that 
these American aborigines have con- 
tributed to the development of our 
country. 

One of the latest features to reach 
our office is the announcement of 
demonstrations arranged by the Edu- 
cation Department of the Kern 
County Museum of Bakersfield, Cali- 
fornia. Through the months of De- 
cember and January daily demon- 
strations were given on acorn pound- 
ing, and leaching methods, for the 
benefit of visiting groups of school 
children. These demonstrations have 
been given for the past four years 
along with lectures on the various 
phases of Indian life-and culture. 
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ANCIENT NOMADIC HUNTERS 


Inuisputable evidence that human 
beings lived in North America dur- 
ing the late stages of the last ice 
age is contained in a geological re- 
port made at the Lindenmeier site in 
northeastern Colorado by Professor 
Kirk Bryan and Louis L. Ray, of 
Harvard University, in cooperation 
with a Smithsonian Institution ex- 
pedition who worked at the site. 

In a small valley near the Wyom- 
ing line was found some four years 
ago a habitation site of the myster- 
ious Folsom man. Following Dr. 
Frank H. H. Roberts, Jr., Smithson- 
ian archaeologist, made an intensive 
study of the area. Projectile points 
similar to those found elsewhere in 
the Southwest in association with the

bones of an extinct variety of camel 
and of the mammoth were collected 
there in considerable numbers. In 
close association with these points 
were found bones of extinct varieties 
of bison and of camel. 

The site, Dr. Roberts decided, prob- 
ably had been a summer hunting 
camp of the ancient nomadic hunters. 
Other artifacts enabled him to re- 
construct a picture of their lives, but 
up to the present no skeletal remains 
of any of them have been found. 

Because of the association of his 
artifacts with long-extinct animals 
it was assumed that Folsom man 
lived during the last North Ameri- 
can glaciation. The difficulty of 
proving this assumption rests on the 
possibility that the animals them- 
selves survived the glacial period— 
perhaps almost up to the dawn of 
history. 

Professor Bryan and Mr. Ray paid 
no aitention to the fossil remains 
but considered only the trails left by 
the glaciers themselves in their re- 
treats and advances. Areas near the 
Lindenmeier Valley, they found, had 
been under ice several times during 
the last, or Wisconsin, glaciation. 
This had several phases, perhaps 
thousands of years apart. At least 
three times the ice advanced south- 
ward and into the lowlands, retreated 
northward and to the mountain tops, 
and then advanced once more. Final- 
ly it started its final retreat which 
may still be in progress. What may 
be fragments of this last glaciation 
are still found on high peaks in the 
Rockies and in the Far North. 

Each major movement of the ice 
left so-called “moraines”, marking 
its farthest advance. The Harvard 
geologists found that the level in the 
Lindenmeier Valley associated with 
human remains correlated with the 
third phase, which was long after 
the climax of the Wisconsin glacia- 
tion but within the period of its last 
manifestation. 

“Folsom man”, they concluded, 
“lived in the region some thousands 
of years ago, while glaciers still 
lingered in the mountains and when 
the climate was somewhat wetter 
and colder than now.” 

Many geologists have come to the 
conclusion that the glaciers began 
their final retreat in North America 
about 20,000 years ago but this may 
have proceeded at different rates in 
different parts of the country and 
may have been delayed for thousands 
of years in the eastern foothills of 
the Rockies.

baya province, Peru: “The gold oc- 
curs in quartz and in veins of black 
dust, which is sometimes half gold, 
and also in grains among the sands 
of the river. I was told one of the 
lavaderos or ‘washings called ‘Alta 
Gracia,’ worked from May to De- 
cember last year, by 150 men, pro- 
duced one hundred and twenty-five 
pounds of gold. Pavements are built 
in the beds of the streams five yards 
square, which are overflowed in the 
rainy season, and the gold deposited 
to the amount sometimes of five 
ounces, which is separated from the 
sand by washing in the dry season 
. . . Specimens we saw were in 
lumps of from one to two ounces 
each, and closely resembles the gold 
of California. I am told that per- 
sons have lost money by placing too 
much confidence in the exaggerated 
reports of riches of these Carabaya 
mines. The expense is very great. 
The daily wages of laboring Indians 
(Quichua) is fifty cents per day, be- 
sides provisions.” (Pp. 91-92).

FIREARMS FACTS AND FANCIES 


It was my good fortune recently to 
receive a copy of the catalog issued 
by His Majesty’s Tower of London 
commemorating the showing of “An 
Exhibition of Armour of Kings and 
Captains from the National Collec- 
tions of Austria at the Tower of Lon- 
don,” which also happens to be the 
name of said opus. The exhibition 
took place in the period May 12 - Sep- 
tember 15 of 1949, and is part of 
the new policy of the Austrian gov- 
ernment to bring the collections of 
art, armour, etc., to other countries 
for exhibit rather than waiting for the 
people of those countries to come to 
Austria to see same. Some extensive 
illustration of this policy has mani- 
fested itself, particularly in the field 
of art, and it has been announced, for 
example, that the world famous Haps- 
burg Art Collections will soon be on 
exhibit also. The format of this 60- 
page work is much like all English 
Armour publications; serious, weighty, 
but decidedly informative—some di- 
gression has been made in supplying 
it with an unusually attractive colored 
cover which illustrates the helm of the 
Prankh Family (XIVth Century). 

The listing includes much that is 
of interest to the historian as well as 
the armour collector and James Mann, 
Master of the Tower Armouries, ex- 
plains away some of the unusual re- 
unions of arms and armour (those in 
the Austrian Collection and those 
in English Collections); Dr. Bruno 
Thomas, of the Kunsthistorisches Mu- 
seum in Vienna, elaborates extensively 
on the growth of the Imperial Aus- 
trian Collections from their begin- 
nings in 1486 when Emperor Frede- 
rick III (1415-1493) obtained a suit 
of armour from his uncle Frederick 
which he used first for utilitarian 
purposes and later as the basis of a 
collection. Dr. Thomas does a splendid 
job, in the few pages alloted him, in 
describing not only the growth of the 
collections, but of the imperial family 
as well. The present collection, we 
learn, came from the State Collections 
with important pieces being added 
from the Vienna Town Hall and the 
Armoury of Cherbourg. With a vast 
source of items, in number, age peri- 
ods and national groupings, we would 
expect many representative pieces— 
an assumption well founded. Looking 
over the listing we find armour worn 


by Germans (or those ruling such) 
such as the Count of Kirchberg (1408- 
1481), Otto Heinrich, Count of the 
Palatine (1502-1559); by Austrians 
such as Andreas, Count of Sonnen- 
berg (d. 1511), Maximilian I (1459- 
1519) and Don John (1547-1577) ; by 
Saxons such as John Frederick, Elec- 
tor of Saxony (1503-1554) ; Spaniards 
as Philip II, King of Spain (1527- 
1598) Italians such as Frederico Gon- 
zago, Third Marquis of Mantua (1441- 
1484), Roberto Di San Severino, Count 
of Caiazzo and Galeazzo de Arco. 

A goodly number of the items are 
shown in excellent plates and most 
entries include a brief biographical 
note. At the end of the textual sec- 
tion is a Genealogical Chart of the 
Hapsburgs, a Bibliography, a Con- 
cordance of illustrations and an in- 
dex. I do not know if this can be 
purchased or even obtained, but my 
guess is that such is the case.

It’s surpising sometimes to find that 
people in distant parts of the world 
are reading your idle chatter. Not 
very long ago a Mr. Engelhart, of 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, wrote me 
some interesting comments in regard 
to a listing of firearms terms (in 18 
languages) which appeared in the 
July, 1949, issue of Hobbies. But let 
Mr. Engelhardt take over: “In order 
to help you, here are the correspond- 
ing words in Danish and Russian. 
The Russian word for shotgun is 
transcribed to the best of my ability, 
but does not render the Russian 
pronunciation anywhere near the 
original. 

It was, of course, impossible for you 
to know all the languages mentioned 
and as a result you had to rely on 
translators, some of whom have let 
you down. Here are some corrections, 


but more may be needed: Rifle in Pol- 
ish is only “Karabin” while “strzelba” 
means a shotgun and “muszkiet,” of 
course, a musket. The Spanish word 
“escopeta” means shotgun only, Por- 
tuguese “espingarda,” not rifle, the 
latter being either “fusil” or “cara- 
bina.” The first expression is used 
for military-type rifles, the second for 
sporting and target rifles as well as 
small bore rifles with the addition of 
the words “de pequeno calibre.” The 
English word “carabine” in correct 
Spanish military parlance is rendered 
by “mosqueton” or “terzerola.” While 
I do not know Albanian and have no- 
body who does know it, the word given 
for revolver “kobure” seems to be 
wrong, as “kobura” in several slavic 
languages means holster. I don’t 
agree with Mr. Engelhardt in all this, 
but felt his letter of interest. He has 
offered to contribute material on ori- 
ental arms.

An article which appeared in the 
English Austin Magazine a while back 
and which was reprinted in part in 
the Milwaukee Journal for October 8, 
1949, siould be of interest to flintlock 
users. To quote: “An industry that 
is perhaps the oldest in the world is 
still carried on in a tiny Suffolk vil- 
lage. The flintknappers of Brandon 
have practiced their craft for thou- 
sands of years, although some time 
ago it was believed the death knell of 
the industry had been sounded. 

“Survival of this ancient craft has 
been assured by orders for gun flints 
from the Unitec States where some 
sportsmen have become tired of the 
precision and accuracy of modern 
weapons and have gone back to the 
muzzleloader. 

“Brandon was the center of a flour- 
ishing stone age community. Close to 
it are the Grimes Graves, a group of 
250 disused shafts in the chalk, “30 or 
40 feet deep, which were used by 
Neolithic miners more than 40 years 
ago (this is obviously some misprint 
—H. W.). <A curious thing about 
these mines is that their plan closely 
resembles that of modern times. 

“Even today, there is no machinery 
used in the mines, and all the work 
is extremely primitive. Thousands of 
flint heads have been dug up and show 
that flintknapping was an important

An interesting volume which just 
made its appearance a few months ago 
is one called PRIMITIVE WAR, Its 
Practice and Concepts, written by 
Profesor Harry Holbert Turney-High 
of the University of South Carolina, 
which also published the work. The 
work deals with weapons only in the 
introductory. chapters, because the 
author feels that such as these have 
already been well taken care of by 
many others.

which are essentially the same as to 
their net result (the spear and bay- 
onet); FORMATIONS in which are 
described the manner in which primi- 
tive tribes arrive at a place of battle 
and how they go into same, it is in- 
teresting here to note that the reason 
given for the eventual defeat of the 
American Indians was their lack of 
formation (of any sort) in battle 
against the whites and particularly 
their inability, the case of the plains 
Indians at any rate, to fight side by 
side and on foot. The Zulus of Africa 
were extremely well adapted to for- 
mation fighting, we are told, and they 
made great use of the crescent shaped 
attack. The Zulus were highly or- 
ganized with runners, various officers 
and reserve troops when in battle.

gree of such or the complete lack of 
same in the warfare of some tribes. 
Certain tribes lacked any method 
whatsoever in their warfare and the 
ensuing fights were often little more 
than brawls between individuals; 
sometimes individuals were specific- 
ally chosen for single combat in which 
case the two armies or groups of com- 
batants watched individual duels. 

There’s a great deal to be learned 
from this book; I would like to see 
its counterpart for. more advanced 
civilizations. The author draws on 
many sources, the bulk of which 
would seldom be explored by other 
than anthropologists and the like, and 
for this reason he never becomes too 
technical in his discussion of weapons. 
Regretful as this may be, I seriously 
recommend this book to the more than 
casual student of weapons as well as 
the student of Indian customs, lore, 
etc.

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Cartridge Notes 
By FRANK WHEELER 


I’ve just finished typing up the 
file cards to add a few new speci- 
mens to my collection, so this is a 
good time to talk about cartridges. 
I found long ago that my collection 
was beginning to get too large to 
just “remember ’em,” or keep track 
by making a list, so I adopted the 
standard 3x5” card file. One card 
for each specimen, with all data 
noted in order. Upper left corner 
has the caliber and name, followed 
below, and on the right half of the 
card, with maker, powder type, and 
weight (if known), bullet type and 
weight (if known), type and mater- 
ial of case, with case length and 
type of primer. Below the caliber 
and name, on left side, is given all 
marks on head of the case. Below 
these, any other data, including type 
of arm used, with approximate date, 
wording of box label (if label is ac- 
cessible) plus date of acquisition, 
who from and how much. Thus it’s 
easy to check the file cards to see if 
a given specimen is in¢luded, rather 
than examining the specimens them- 
selves, which frequently runs into a 
lot of time. I suppose most collec- 
tors work out some such idea to 
keep track. This is just my way of 
doing it.

It is a matter of common observa- 
tion that the hobby-maker and the 
hobby-minded no longer obtain scant 
justice from the world at large and 
are no longer regarded as illustrative 
of a type of mental weakness out of 
which no good can possibly come. 
Many inventions which have revolu- 
tionized the world have had their be- 
ginning in studies that originated in 
the idea of the hobby and the whole 
history of invention is, in its early 
stage, a record of hobbies. : 

Last year the National Model Rail- 
road Association held its 18th annu- 
al convention in Atlanta. For this 
occasion, the Southern H-O Model 
Railroad Association, composed of 
28 Atlantans completed a railroad 
layout of about 600 feet of track, 
with five trains, and about fifty-five 
switches, requiring ten men for 
operation.

tured the engine “The General” on 
April 12, 1862. It is a wood-burning 
engine, owned by the W. & A. Rail- 
way. 

Perhaps one of the earliest and 
most unique miniature railways of 
the 18th Century, was the 100 foot 
Chicago-Jericho Line. This was 
built by the Rev. Harry Lancelot 
Warneford on a raised embankment 
in his garden at Osborn Terrace, 
Windsor, England. 

Much skill and an amazing amount 
of detail were used in this model, 
without a single nail in construction. 

All along the line were mile posts, 
exactly ten feet apart. There were 
three stations, Jericho, the starting 
point, Crewe and Chicago. Jericho 
station was two feet, six inches in 
length and was equipped with all 
conveniences. An electric gong 
heralded the approach of the train 
and all signals were exact, being 
controlled by six levers. 

On this road were six bridges, a 
tubular iron structure four feet long 
built by an ironmonger in Windsor; 
a foot bridge over a deep ravine; the 
great cantilever bridge which Mr. 
Warneford modeled from the fam- 
ous Forth Bridge, 8,296 feet long, 
and 354 feet high; the American 
trestle 5 feet, 6 inches long, the type 
known as the “skew arch,” or a 
bridge which spans an opening at 
other than at a right angle; and a 
double suspension affair modeled 
from one over the Thames on the 
Great Western Railway. 

The engine, a gift from a sailor 
friend, was an exact replica of one 
of the powerful engines used on the 
Great Northern Railway. Methylated

THE ORIGIN OF MINERALS 


Our knowledge of the exact method 
by which the universe was brought in- 
to existence is very slight. We know 
that physical matter is composed of 
atoms of definite chemical elements. 
The majority of these have been 
studied in some detail and we know 
that they are built up of still smaller 
particles such as protons, neutrons 
and electrons. 

We suggested in a previous article 
that the most fundamental particles 
yet studied by physicists may ulti- 
mately prove to be compounds of still 
more finely divided material that is 
as yet unknown to science. We also 
suggested that the visible universe 
may be only a small part of the whole, 
just as a visible iceberg is only a small

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000,000 years ago while the rocks ex- 
posed in the Canadian shield have an 
age of around 2,000,000,000 years. 
The actual age of the earth as a 
whole is best determined by the ratio 
between lead 206 and 207 made from 
a study of samples obtained from 
many parts of the world. Lead 206 
is derived from uranium 288 while 
lead 207 comes from uranium 235. 
The ratio between U-238 and U-235 
has been gradually changing since the 
earth was formed because of the dif- 
ference in the half-lives of these iso- 
topes and this makes age determina- 
tions possible that are at least of the 
right order of magnitude. The most 
complete studies yet made give an age 
of 3,350,000,000 years so it is possible 
that our earth has practically the age 
of the universe as a whole. 

We feel sure that the earth is ex- 
tremely old and that during its entire 
existence it has been subjected to con- 
stant changes so the rocks and min- 
erals that we see today are not the 
same ones that existed when it was 
young but have been formed from 
them in various ways. It is the pur- 
pose of this series of articles to dis- 
cuss the way in which some of our 
important minerals came into exis- 
tence. 

All physical substances are com- 
posed of atoms. At the time of writ- 
ing only 96 types of atoms (known as 
the chemical elements) are known to 
exist and probably not more than 93 
of these exist in the crystal rocks of 
our earth. An element may include 
several related substances provided 
they all have identical chemical prop- 
erties so they cannot be separated by 
ordinary ‘chemical means. For in- 
stance, hydrogen is composed of one 
proton and one electron and it has an 
atomic weight of slightly over 1. 
Deuterium is composed of one proton, 
one neutron and one electron and has 
an atomic weight of slightly over 2, 
and yet it is classed under element No. 
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1 because it is chemically identical 
with ordinary hydrogen. 

Substances having similar chemical 
characteristics but different atomic 
weights are known as isotopes. The 
nuclear differences between isotopes 
are sometimes of great importance as 
in the case of uranium but can be 
ignored by the mineraiogist who is 
usually more interested in chemical 
properties. 

Minerals are inorganic substances 
of fairly definite chemical composi- 
tion. Rocks are aggregations of min- 
erals which may be present in vary- 
ing proportions so the composition of 
the mass is rather indefinite and of- 
ten varies greatly within a distance 
of a few inches. We cannot have a 
proper understanding of the life his- 
tory of minerals, however, without a 
basic knowledge of rocks.

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THE WORLD’S LARGEST CRYSTALS 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


When we worder what the world’s 
crystals may be, we are forced to eli- 
minate the precious gems. The 
world’s largest diamond, for instance, 
was less than six inches in length, 
and even garnets seldom, reach over 
six inches in diameter. The Gore 
Mountain deposit of New Hampshire’s 
Adirondacks has produced some as 
much as ten inches in one dimension 
but these have been forced out of the 
true monoclinic shape. Beryl crystals 
of exceptional size have been up to two 
feet long, and the writer has a section 
of one eight inches in diameter which 
originated in Maine. One is reported 
from Brazil which was eighteen inches 
in diameter. 

For truly tremendous crystals, the 
Pegmatites of the Keystone region in 
South Dakota offer some exceptional 
examples, though not the largest in 
the world, they are worthy of any col- 
lector’s consideration. Some fine mu- 
seum pieces have been found in that 
section. Among the local mines are 
the Peerless, Etta, Holy Terror and 
Hugo. Originally most of these prop- 
erties were opened up as gold mines, 
but because of their base ore, and long 
transportation expense; were mostly 
abandoned. However, occasionally 
someone interested in gem materials 
will lease them and work out what 
seems readily available in crystals. 

Among the crystal types are Al- 
mandine garnet, black tourmaline and 
staurolite in the Holy Terror Mine. 
The Etta mine has much yellow lepi- 
dolite, brilliant black cassiterite, blue 
apatite, columbite and spodumene. 
The Hugo produces fine orange mi- 
crocline, cleavelandite, tourmaline and 


‘beryl. The Ingersoll Mine has these 


same materials plus purple lepidolite, 
white beryl and green acicular crys- 
tals of tourmaline in muscovite. 

The largest crystals in the area are 
the spodumenes of the Etta Mine. 
These are opaque, white to gray in 
color, and one was discovered which 
was over 40 feet in length. These are 
said to be the largest spodumenes in 
the world. Spodumene is valuable for 
lithium. 

However, to our knowledge, the 
largest crystals in the world of- any 
type, are in the State of Washington. 
Most people have seen the columnar 
basalt with its hexagonal crystalliza- 
tion. Near Mt. Baker Lodge in the 
Washington Cascades, are six-sided 
crystals as much as four feet through. 
Near the Lava Caves of Bend, Oregon, 
the basalt crystals are four to five 
feet in diameter. But the great-grand- 
daddy of them all is in the central 
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to pD rs: -active ores for comparison, 
Geiger-counters, Ultra-violet prospectors’ 
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Washington lava beds just east of the 
Columbia River on the Sunset High- 
way. 

In order to see these to best ad- 
vantage one should start at Vantage 
Bridge (no pun intended) and go east, 
which means at this point, up the east 
bank of the Columbia. About four 
miles north of the bridge, the highway 
turns up a canyon and about a half 
mile up, a circular amphitheatre open 
up which is made up of large crystals 
standing upright, of columnar basalt. 
One fine group stands up in a row 
like a tremendous Stonehenge. Going 
on, still on the highway about a quar- 
ter of a mile, on the left-hand side 
one will see some huge basalt crystals 
that are eighteen to twenty feet in 
diameter. These, we believe, to be 
the largest crystals in the world. It 
is hoped the good people of Washing- 
ton will put up a marker to draw the 
traveller’s attention to them. Per- 
haps, some mineral group could make 
it a project to mark these by an at- 
tractive sign, together with other in- 
teresting formations or deposits.

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POST CARDS AND PHOTOGRAPHS 
OF COUNTY COURT HOUSES 


By DAVID SHEPHERD OGILVIE 


Eric Karlson, New York City, col- 
lects photographs and picture post- 
cards of county court-houses through- 
out the United States. 

Eric’s odd collection stemmed from 
a 1939 school project in the study of 
government. That was in Hobart, 
Indiana, and the project only included 
pictures of several Indiana county 
court-houses. The forty-eight states 
and over 1,100 counties are now rep- 
resented in Eric’s collection. 

Collecting county court-houses has 
been an education and a study in hu- 
man nature for Eric. He mails the 
following form letter to an average 
of fifteen mayors and county clerks 
each week: “Dear Sir: My hobby is 
collecting pictures of county court- 
houses. I hope may have your 
county represented in my collection. 
Enclosed please find one _ five-cent 
stamp to cover the cost of a postcard, 
and also a self-addressed, stamped 
envelope for mailing. Your coopera- 
tion would be greatly appreciated. 
Thank you.” ; 

The response to Eric’s numerous 
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requests has been most gratifying. 
From Nelson, Nuckolls County, Ne- 
braska, wrote a lady clerk: “The may- 
or asked me to send this card to you as 
he is in the hospital recovering from 
an operation. He is also the County 
Judge and I am his clerk. I also take 
and print pictures. This isn’t as good 
a one as I have, but I couldn’t find 
any of the others. When I print 
again, I will send you a better one.” 

A card from the treasurer of Arthur 
County, Nebraska, read: “Your letter 
addressed to the mayor of Arthur 
came to my house, since we have no 
mayor. This is a cattle county, some 
big ranches. Our courthouse is the 
smallest in the world.” 

A helpful but slightly sarcastic clerk 
in Harlowton, Montana, wrote: “This 
postcard cost a dime. I think every- 
one should contribute to support the 
other fellow’s hobby. Let me know 
when you start buying a house or a 
battleship.” 

From Tekamah, Nebraska, came the 
message: “Here is a poor picture of 
our county courthouse, but I think it 
is worth all it cost you.” 

Eric has had a few refusals, the 
most caustic of which came from 
Lapeer, Michigan. The letter read: 
“Now if you will send the price of a 
bus ticket down town, the cost of the 
card and a small tip for one of the 
girls, I will shop around and see if I 
can find a picture of our county court- 
house.” 

Oddities which Eric has learned 
about counties and county court-houses 
are numerous and interesting. For 


' example: Armstrong County, South 


Dakota, has a mere population of 
forty-two and has no towns. In con- 
trast, although not an oddity, Cook 
County, Illinois, has the largest 
county population in the United 
States, numbering about four and a 
half million people. 

A maple tree grows on the Decatur 
County court-house tower in Greens- 
burg, Indiana. Its origin forty-five 
years ago resulted from a winged 
maple seed having carried there by 
the wind or a bird. Its height is fif- 
teen feet and its trunk is four inches 
thick: 

But the most amazing fact associ- 
ated with a county court-house can 
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be witnessed in Carrollton, Pickens 
County, Alabama. On November 16, 
1876, a negro by the name of Henry 
Wells burned the Pickens County 
court-house. Two years later, Wells 
was arrested and brought back to Car- 
rollton. The Citizens of the town were 
greatly enraged, because Wells was 
suspected of having committed other 
and more serious crimes than that of 
burning the county court-house. 

To save Wells from the enraged 
mob, county officials hid him in the 
garret of the new court-house, which 
stood on the same site as the build- 
ing Wells had destroyed. 

Henry Wells peered down through 
the garret window at the angry crowd 
assembled in the square. His face 
was distorted with fear and regret— 
and with pain, for he had been 
wounded while trying to escape. Then 
a strange thing happened. An elec- 
tric storm passed over Carrollton and 
the face of Henry Wells was stamped 
indelibly upon that window pane, as 
though a photographer had opened 
his lens and caught the likeness. 

Shortly thereafter, Henry Wells 
died in Pickens County court-house, 
But through the years, in spite of hail 
and storm which destroyed all the 
other windows, this particular pane 
with the striking image of Henry 
Wells remains. It has been scrubbed 
with many solutions by persons who 
dout’ <:s. permanence, but it has 
passed every test and the face re- 
mains unchanged. 

At close range the window looks 
no different than any other window 
in the Pickens County court-house. 
It is when viewed from the spot where 
once gathered an angry mob that the 
frightened pain-ridden face of Henry 
Wells can still be clearly seen. 

Thus, Pickens County court-house 
has become known as the court-house 
with “The Face In The Window”—or, 
“The Ghost In The Garret.”

FORTUNE TELLING PLAYING CARDS 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER 


These cards form one of the side 
issues in the hobby of collecting 
playing cards. There is a large var- 
iety and collectors usually keep them 
in a separate album. Because of the 
nature of these cards, a collection of 
full decks is preferable, the chief in- 
terest being in the various pictures 
and the printed instructions and for- 
tune information on most of them. 
In case you prefer only the card- 
backs you will find numerous at- 
tractive designs. Ace 

According to the dictionary, for- 
tune telling consists of the practice 
or art of professing to reveal future 
(or past) events in the life of an- 
other. Many methods are used; 
among the most common being, in- 
spection of tea leaves, or coffee 
grounds, crystal gazing, palmistry, 
astrology, and Reading playing cards. 

Any regular deck of playing cards 
can be used. The system being to 
profess being able to read the mean- 
ings of the cards in whatever posi- 
tion they may occupy in connection 
with the surrounding cards, etc., etc. 
This is the more advanced system 
requiring good memory and plenty 
of imagination. : 

Some decks printed especially for 
fortune telling, contain helpful in- 
formation upon the margins of the 
cards, while others have pictures. 
Evidently the pictures are more pop- 
ular. All decks of playing cards, in- 
cluding those printed one way or 
another for fortune telling, are sub- 
ject to the same mules for taxation 
by the Internal Revenue _Depart- 
whenever the cards are sold. 

Once in a while you will find regu- 
lar playing cards with small slips of 
paper pasted along the borders or 
the playing side. These slips con- 
tain the “fortune” information. Years 
ago the slips for an entire deck (all 
printed upon one sheet of gummed 
paper) could be purchased ready to 
be attached to the cards.

Another form of “fortune” cards 
have the pictures and/or the printed 
information occupying most all of 
the face of the cards. In one corner 
of each card ‘will be found a picture 
of a regular playing card about one 
inch or less in size. This is a combi- 
nation deck for playing card games 
or for fortune telling. 

The “Tarot” decks used mostly in 
Europe, for hundreds of years, are 
by far the most interesting of all 
the “fortune” cards. There are num- 
erous kinds of these Tarot decks 
from different countries, but the 
ideas represented are quite similar 
in all. They generally contain the 
52 regulation playing cards, and in 
addition there are 22 special cards 
known as the “Atouts,” these being 
the fortune cards. Special games 
can be played with all these 74 cards, 
or the whole deck can be used in 
fortune telling. In some decks there 
are 78 cards. Numerous books have 
been written about these Tarot 
cards, including the long history of 
them, detailed directions for their 
use and page after page regarding 
the “secret” meanings of each card 
and picture. These books can be 
found in most public libraries and 
book stores. 

In addition to the above there have 
been vast numbers of different kinds 
of “fortune” decks issued during the 
last hundred years. Most of . these 
follow conventional lines, and others 
having been issued by students of 
according to. their 
own individual ideas; others by 
psychic societies. Many of these do 
not pertain in any manner to be 
playing cards and do not contain the 
usual suit signs or “Pips” such as 
hearts, diamonds, clubs, spades. The 
special pictures and symbols are 
often quite beautiful and the decks 
are expensive, being sold only with 
a book extolling the merits and “for- 
tune” methods of the society. 

In Europe where a card manufac- 
turer may issue decks to be sold in 
different adjoining countries, -for- 
tune decks have been issued with the 
information printed at the base or 
each picture in from two to seven 
different languages, (Fortune-Stesti- 
Stastie Gluck-Szerenese-Fortuna) — 
(Hope - Nadeje - Nadej - Hoffnung- 
Remeny-Speranza-Esperance). From 
this you can probably name the 
countries represented. 

Perhaps the best known fortune 
decks found today are the ones sold 
under the name, “Mlle LeNormand,” 
although the name is not always 
spelled the same. She died in Paris 
in 1848 at the age of 72. She was in 
high favor at the French court as a 
diviner, and the tales told of the 
credence put in her utterances are 
almost past belief. She is said to 
have been consulted by Napoleon, 
Empress Josephine, Alexander, Em- 
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peror of Russia and many other 
noted persons of the time. 

An examination of a large collec- 
tion of fortune decks which have 
been issued during the past 75 years 
will be found to have been given 
curious names to attract attention 
and encourage their sale., as per the 
following examples; Mlle LeNormand 
Diviners; Madam Signa; Mlle Mar-

Deck; Ingalls Zodiac; Hadar Rain- 
bow Cards; The Great Diviners;

Since when do tree rings talk? 

Archeologists are today gratefully 
aware of the brilliant investigations 
of Dr. A. E. Douglass who compiled 
a tree ring calendar covering a per- 
iod of more than 1,200 years, by 
studying the tree rings of timbers 
taken from the ruins of our South- 
west. He did this by observing that 
the periodic frequency of sun-spots 
create special meteorological condi- 
tions which influence the annual 
growth of the tree rings. Their re- 
lativity made them available as un- 
failing indices in comparative chron- 
ological studies. To grasp the basic 
facts of Dr. Douglass’s investigation 
one can do no better than read an 
article in the National Geographic 
Magazine of December 1929, Vol. 56, 
pp. 737-770, which is entitled: “The 
Secret of the Southwest Solved by 
Talkative Tree Rings.” 

But tree rings have talked before 
(though less informatively), and Dr. 
Douglass’s starting point was the 
acknowledged fact that trees add each 
year a ring to their growth. By 
counting the rings of a cut tree 
trunk near its base the age of the 
tree can be established. 

This knowledge was made use of 
by the iate Dr. Warren King Moore-

head in excavating Fort Ancient, 
Ohio, when he came upon a large 
walnut stump which had beex cut 
down in 187l. By counting the tree 
rings, totalling 255, he concluded 
that the tree sprouted in 1615. 
Moorehead, relating this in an ar- 
ticle in Science (July 6, 1934, pp. 16- 
17), says that as far as he can as- 
certain this was the first mention of 
tree ring study and occurred in his 
book “Fort Ancient,” published at 
Cincinnati in 1890. 

The counting of tree rings, and 
finding thereby the age of a tree, 
however, was common knowledge, 
gained by intelligent observation of 
simple people who had to do with 
wood, centuries before botanists pro- 
claimed it as a scientific fact. 

Michael Montaigne, the famous 
French savant and originator of the 
essay, wrote entertainingly of a tour 
through Italy, made in 1580, and re- 
lates of meeting with a journeyman 
turner who could compute the age 
of trees from sections of them. “He 
taught me,” Montaigne says, “that 
all trees bear as many circles as they 
have endured years, and pointed it 
out to me in all those he had in his 
shop. And that part which looks 
toward the north is narrower and its 
rings are more close and dense than 
the other. Hence he boasts that he 
can tell from any piece of wood that 
may be brought to him, how many 
years old the tree was, and in what 
situation it had grown.” 

Somewhat less than two hundred 
years later the botanist, Michel 
Adanson (1727-1806 A.D.) was able 
to confirm the statement of Mont- 
taigne. He witnessed the cutting 
down of an avenue of trees in the 
Champs-Elysées, all planted at the 
same time two hundrerd years pre- 
vious!y. Investigating the sections of 
the trunks he found that they all 
had the same number of zonal rings, 
at once confirming his pre-know- 
ledge of their age and the correct- 
ness of the information given by 
Michel Montaigne’s journeyman 
turner in 1580.” 

Without answering definitely the 
question posed at the beginning we 
have at least established that the 
number of tree rings were recog- 
nized as indication of the age of 
trees as early as 1580 in Italy. We 
should, however, not be surprised to 
find that this knowledge dates back 
even farther, and would welcome any 
additional data on this interesting 
subject. | 
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A Disappearing Act

As each wave recedes, there is a 
quick movement, and you realize that 
something which was there, has gone 
in the twinkling of an eye. You look 
again, more closely. Now your eye 
sees the slightly frothy wave slide 
down the beach to the ocean again, 
and just when you make out dozens 
of tiny bivalves, you blink and stare 
harder, and suddenly they are not 
there. They rebury themselves when 
each wave has gone. 

These shells of the Donacidae fam- 
ly are found in groups on sandy 
shores touched by warm seas. In 
Spring, they are often tossed alive 
in quantity on the beach, or may be 
sifted from the sand, and used for a 
nourishing and tasty chowder. In 
culinary terms, they are generally 
called coquina or pompano. 

Donax variabilis, found from North 
Carolina southward, is a beautiful 
one-inch shell, with stripes or bands 
in pink, blue, yellow, lavender, or 
green, and often a sort of plaid with 
brown and blue or yellow and tan. 
They vary so much, that series of 
them are used in biology classes, to 
show the possible color variation in 
a single species.

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The interior is usually glossy and 
varies widely. The three inner sur- 
faces shown in the illustration are 
white, bright pink and deep purple. 

There are many members of the 
Donax family, which used to be 
classed as a sub-family of the Tellin 
group. Common along the entire 
East Coast, south of Connecticut, is 
Donax fossil, less colorful and 
smaller than D. variabilis. Donax 
Californicus is the West Coast 
genus, and there are some compar- 
ative giants in the family, as D. ser- 
ra of South Africa, and D. scortum, 
Indian Ocean, both over two inches. 

The shells of this mollusk are 
equivalve, with the anterior part 
longer than the posterior. The dead 
shells are usually found in pairs, on 
the beach, as the external ligament 
is strong. The inner edge or margin 
of each valve, has a row of fine 


teeth along it. These interlock in 
the living shell. 

Being so colorful and dainty, these 
little shells lend themselves to the 
making of many novelties, such as 
jewelry or place-cards with flowers 
or butterflies made from the bright 
pairs. 

The disappearing act into the wet 
surface of the beach, of these smau 
animals is accomplished with the 
aid of a flexible foot, which thrusts 
itself into the sand, tips the shell 
on its end, and draws it quickly out 


of sight. You may see a stubby 
pair of siphons, if your eyes are 
sharp. 


This simple little shell, very beau- 
tiful in color, varying in pattern, 
lightning-fast in movement, is one 
of Nature’s many master-pieces, tiny 
but beautiful and “wonderfully 
made.” 


Stock Card Collectors Just Have Fun

The collectors of stock cards from 
albums of the ‘80’s make no apolo- 
gies for not engaging in serious re- 
search. Indeed, they even make no 
pretense of following some phase of 
historical study. 

“We just have fun,” they toss out 
as an explanation while they keep 
right on trying to fill in series, sets 
and pairs of cards made by the litho- 
graphers of the horse and bustle age. 
And they seem to get where they 
want to go just as fast as the horse 
and bustle once pulled or pushed 
ambitious people. 

Stock cards are those intended for 
general distribution. They were put 
out by lithograph firms, sold to 
wholesalers or to local printers 
throughout this country, who printed 
on them the advertisements of local 
merchants or business men who 
bought them. 

To illustrate the utter disregard 
with which stock card collectors view 
matters of national or commercial 
importance, we shall consider a most 
zealously sought set of six scenes 
with gold background by A. B. See- 
ley, Lith., 1881. Its subject is a 
drama. Its characters feline—two 
males, tiger and a maltese, and a 
lovely tabby with a red ribbon bow 
at throat and one for each ear. The 
tension grows with each scene with 
the final one a cat in bandages. 

It is not ours to reason why this 
is a popular set. It may add cre- 
dence to the fact, to state that two 
attorneys of enviable reputation 
have sets framed upon their walls 
and each insists that the other took 
his set. 

A rarer set, apparently put out by 
the same lithographer shows a card 
age between a monkey and a bull- 
og, ‘which landed them both in jail. 
A collector from Arkansas makes a 
standing offer for No. 5, missing 
from. an otherwise complete set. 

A delightful diversion is to com- 
pare the 2cenes in several of the 


same set and discover perhaps that 
snow flakes appear unexpectedly on 
scme but not in others, red roofs be- 
come visible, mountains move, or 
foot prints surprise the collector as 


Robinson Crusoe was once s0 
alarmed. 
Frank Vernon (No. 105, N. Y. 


1882) Seasons has flowers at left 
and partly framed scene at right. 
Another (1883 No. 34) has different 
scenes with no frames and the flow- 
ers as large as houses. Brett Lith. 
(No. 306) has the then popular 
stylized torn out scenes, applied to 
ce surface, against flowers at 
eft. 

No. 62 (?) displays the unusual 
arbutus, black eyed Susans and 
holly. 

Marine scenes, ships, light-houses, 
sporting subjects, and dozens of 
other subjects are to be found in 
collectible numbers. However there 
are also dozens of subjects irresist- 
ible in appeal but so rare as to be 
discouraging. Some of these had 
limited appeal at the time, being of 
literary or political slant. 

The output of stock cards by Buf- 
fords of Boston, Ketterlinus of Phil- 
adelphia, and others like, Forbes, 
Boston, M. F. Tobin, N. Y., A 
Siedler, J. C. Sinclair, Chas. Shields 
& Sons, Major & Knapp, Hard & 
Parsons, George M. Hayes, J. M. 
Ives, James R. Harrison, John. Gib- 
son, . B. Duval, Kash and the 
Beards is unbelievably extensive. 

A study of any one of these three: 
Buffords, Ketterlinus and the Buffa- 
lo group; Gies, Cosack, Clay and 
Richmond should afford the stock 
eard collectors all the fun they want. 
And who knows, quite unintention- 
ally they may begin to notice litho- 
graphy, commercial design and even 
history.

Collecting subjects 


- Greenaway, Gilbert and Sullivan, in- 


dustry, drama, famous folk, dudes, 
owls, frogs, telephones, railroads, 


and even horses and bustles may 
take a serious collector into the 
stock card field. For this collecting 
of cards from the albums of the ’80’s 
criss crosses like the paths of 
flight of a bumble bee and the flav- 
ors of the honey as different as 
buck-wheat and orange blossoms. 

In the same style but unsigned, is 
the set with owl domestic rift, that 
took “a pair of bracelets and a seal 
skin sack” to repair. 

The Cat Fight set was used by the 
Farmer’s Review Co. of Chicago; 
Kazine; H. L. Treman & Co., Meckle- 
burg, N. Y.; J. T. Brewster, Shulls- 
burg, Wisc., Druggist; Ozone Soap; 
Excelsior Metal Polish; Buckley & 
Co., Drygoods, Utica, N. Y.; R. J. 
Gilchrist, Boston; /Frear’s, Troy, 
N. Y.; and the A&P Co., which also 
used the other two sets, perhaps ex- 
clusively. 

However, the stock card collectors 
aragenong 4 value their acquisitions 
no more highly if they do show who 
originally used them. 


Another most popular set and a 
rare one, is The Fireman (1881, 
Cosack & Co., Buffalo, N. Y.). It is 
an amusing pictorial account of the 
exigencies of that vocation with “A 
Systematic Arrangement,” the cli- 
max, where the placid faced fireman 
descends the ladder with a family of 
five in his arms. The LaFrance Fire 
Engine Co., Elmira, N. Y., adver- 
tised with this set as did the Amer- 
ican Hose Manufacturing Co., Chel- 
sea, Mass.; the Singer Sewing Ma- 
chine Co.; The Arlington, Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., Marshall & Ball of 
Jersey City, and others. 

Not all the treasures of the stock 
card seekers are cartoons or comics. 
The Seven Wonders of the World 
(Bufford) must have been in _ its 
day a help to youthful card collec- 
tors, for they were often called upon 
to name them. The Story of Blue 
Beard, eighth scenes, “Brigham & 
Dodd, Hartford” is similar in color- 
ing and style. 

Several lithograph firms found sets 
of the Seasons profitable. They were 
horizontal subjects and often in- 
cluded flowers and scenes. One at- 
tractive colorful set, marked only 
“No. 92” or “292”, fills the card with 
scenery of Spring; cottage, dove-cote, 
pond, ducks, lady and dog. Summer— 
man, boat, water lilies, bridge. 
Autumn—man, wagon, team, lake. 
Winter—cottage, mountains, snow, 
woman, child.

Music and th Drama 


As viewed by DEMOREST’S MONTHLY MAGAZINE, 
January, 1873 


Very few operatic seasons, here or 
elsewhere, have ever obtained, without 
having been embarrassed by adverse, 
venal criticism, or by the cacoethes 
scribendi of injudicious friends. When 
honest and competent conflicting pens 
are brought to bear upon the merits 
of any particular artist or perform- 
ance, the result cannot fail to be bene- 
ficial; but when, as in the recent at- 
tacks upon Nilsson, Lucca, and Kel- 
logg, we find the champions of rival 
cantatrice struggling for supremacy 
on the questionable basis of personal 
friendships, or grounds perhaps the 
most unworthy, we then feel that the 
interests of art are in bad hands. 

It is no compliment to the great 
cantatrice, Lucca, to say that her sis- 
ters in song, Nilsson and Kellogg, are 
infinitely inferior to her; simply be- 
cause, in the case of Nilsson, at least, 
no one with a particle of musical taste 
or judgment believes it. The divine 
Swede, like the superb Austrian, has 
stamped the age with her glorious im- 
press, and in characters so indelible, 
as to defy alike the hand of time and 
the goose-quill shafts that seek in 
vain to penetrate her triple armor. 
This we say in the interest of Lucca, 
as well as in that of Nilsson; for we 
feel that, magnificent as she is in so 
many respects, there will be found 
amongst us those who will forget her 
greatness and her triumphs, and turn 
the very pens against her that had

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been once wielded in her praise, when 


they perceive that she has left our 
shores. 

Lucca is Lucca, Nilsson is Nilsson, 
and Kellogg is Kellogg. Shall we not 
be satisfied with the Zerlina of the 
first, in “Fra Diavola;” the Violetta 
of the second, in “Traviata;” and the 
Annette of the third, in “Crispino?” 
Shall we have no individuality in song 
or in dramatic coloring? The thing is 
absurd; and the animus which has 
instituted such augular and invidious 
comparisons between those three ar- 
tists, is not praiseworthy; nor is it ac- 
ceptable in the highest literary quar- 
ters, from the simple fact, that, no 
matter how verbose or pretentious, it 
is neither astute nor educated. 

The career of Lucca, and the lead- 
ing artists that surround her, has 
been regarded as most brilliant up to 
the close of her first season here, and 
that, too, by those who sit in high 
places. The company of which she 
forms the bright, particular star, not- 
withstanding some unpleasant defects, 
is a fine one. Kellogg, Leiveilli, Ron- 
coni, Jamet, Moriami, Sparopani, Viz- 
zani, and others, are artistes of no 
ordinary ability. In forming a troupe 
so exceptional, Messrs. Jarrett and 
Maretzek evinced both judgment and 
generosity; and we are glad to learn 
that their success, in a financial point 
of view, has justified this liberality, 
and their confidence in the American 
public. 

The Rubinstein-Wieniawski concerts 
have, from first to last, been an ar- 
tistic success so brilliant as to form 
an epoch in the musical history of this 
country. There have been adverse 
judgments in two or three cases pro- 
nounced on the great pianist, but 
these are simple hallucinations that 
fail to influence the great bulk of the 
public, or to leaven general criticism 
on the subject. Rubinstein is the 
greatest pianist that has ever visited 
this country, and one of the greatest, 
if not the very greatest living. Under 
his miraculous fingers the instrument 
becomes a stringed orchestra, with ef- 
fects the most surprising and enchant- 
ing.—Le Roi Carotte has been with- 
drawn from the boards of the Grand 
Opera House. It has not been re- 
garded a marked success in any rela- 
tion. The members of the Jarrett- 
Maretzek Opera Company who had 
been singing in the Sunday concerts at 
this establishment, subsequently left 
it and joined the Sunday concerts, or 
rather inaugurated the Sunday con- 
certs, at Wallack’s. As we antici- 
pated, neither Mme. Lucca nor Miss 
Kellogg sung at the former place. 
Mme. Lichtmay and her Opera Com- 
pany are singing at the Old-New Ter- 
race Garden Theatre—with what suc- 
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cess we are, as -et, unable to say. 
We have had recently various con- 
certs of excellence here, such as that 
of the Philharmonic, at which Rubin- 
stein played; the classical entertain- 
ments of Mr. S. B. Mills and Dr. Dam- 
rosch, which were capital; one given 
by Herr Bonawitz, which would have 
been most pleasant had not some of 
the vocalists been objectionable in 
every relation. We have had, in ad- 
dition, some performances at Associa- 
tion Hall, under the direction of Mr. 
Williams, late of the Evening Post, 
which have, we learn, been successful. 
Mme. Rudersdoff, assisted by some ex- 
cellent talent, has given a grand con- 
cert at Irving Hall, which was well 
attended, and of which we may be 
able to say something in detail in our 
next number. The Thomas symphony 
concerts, given here recently, were 
perfectly charming. Most decidedly, 
the orchestra brought to bear upon 
them is the first on this continent. 


The recent dramatic readings of Mr. 
Edwin Forest, at Steinway Hall, com- 
manded marked attention, and were a 
pronounced success. The engagement 
of the Boucicaults at Booth’s was 
lucrative to all parties, and that of 
Miss Neilson, the distinguished Eng- 
lish actress, which succeeded it, has 
been equally successful. Mr. Sothern, 
the famous Lord Dundreary, has been 
delighting large audiences at Wal- 
lack’s; and the resuscitated Niblo’s, 
a brilliant phenix risen from its 
ashes, is again soaring beyond all 
height in the regions of the specta- 
cular. The new Germania Theatre, 
Fourteenth Street, with Mr. Neune- 
dorff as director, is well and deserved- 
ly patronized; while the Union Square 
establishment attracts a large share 
of patronage through the excellence 
of its performances. The Olympic, 
with the Lydia Thompson troupe and 
other attractions, has drawn admir- 
ably of late; and the Theatre Comique, 
as may be seen from its immense ad- 
vertisements in the leading dailies, is 
doing admirably also. In fact, wher- 
ever the money comes from, all -our 
places of amusement may be said to 
be thronged nightly. Our Minstrels, 
especially, appear to keep pace with 
this general success, and although it 
were perhaps well that some of our 
minor concert saloons were suppressed 
altogether, yet we have sufficient faith 
in society and the progress of our 
races to believe that we shall grow 
better and wiser in this particular 
relation; and to accept the cheering 
proposition, that “all things work to- 
gether for good.”

LEMEN-LEMMON Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





Introductory 


Towering 9,150 feet above sea level, 
but less than 7,000 above Tucson, 
Arizona, and 25 miles northeast of 
that city, is Mt. Lemmon, where, they 
say, University of Arizona students, 
and Tucson residents and visitors go 


skiing in the winter months. Mt. 
Lemmon was named by the great 
nineteenth century botanist John Gill 
Lemmon, in honor of his wife Sara 
Allen (Plummer) Lemmon, the first 
white woman to reach its summit. On 
its slopes, Prof. Lemmon discovered the 
wild potato, in 1881. Mt. Lemmon is 
the highest point in the Santa Cata- 
lina range. 

John Gill Lemmon was a Lima, 
Michigan, boy, the son of William and 
Amila (Hudson) Lemmon. He was 
born in 1832, studied in the University 
of Michigan, suffered imprisonment 
in Andersonville, Georgia, during the 
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Civil War, and afterward, because of 
broken health, sought California’s 
climate. There he became interested 
in the state’s vegetation; sent speci- 
mens to his friend and hero, Gray, of 
Harvard, for classifying; promoted 
movement to create State Board of 
Forestry in California; and was ap- 
pointed state botanist. To his credit 
are several books said to be as ac- 
curate and usefu! today as when writ- 
ten— among them, “How to Tell 
Trees,” “Ferns of the Pacific Slope,” 
and “Handbook of North American 
Conebearers.” 

Whether closely related to this 
family or not, other natural scientists 
bear this name Robert S. Lemmon, 
co-author of “House and Garden’s 
Second Book of Gardens” (1927), and 
Dwight M. Lemmon, Dept. of Geology 
in Stanford University, co-author of 
the University of Nevada Bulletin of 
May, 1939. Leonard Lemmon was co- 
author with Julian Hawthorne, of a 
text-book on American Literature in 
1893; and was at that time Supt. of 
Schools in Sherman, Texas. More re- 
cently are seen the names of Vernon 
W. Lemmon, Ph. D., psychologist at 
Columbia; Rev. Clarence E., minister 
in Disciples of Christ Church in 
Nebraska and Missouri; Frank D., 
railroad executive, and Walter S., 
radio engineer and inventor. 


The Sponsored Article 


The foregoing paragraphs, interest- 
ing information as they contained, 
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were only introductory to the main 
part of the article, one of a series, 
sponsored by J. Will Schaefer of 
Philadelphia, who wishes to place on 
record, and honor, the ancestors of 
three of his own, and one of his de- 
ceased wife’s lines. These are va- 
ried in their settings and background, 
and will bring to readers fascinating 
stories and incidents never before in 
print. 

Mr. Schaefer was at one time a 
hotel proprietor. For various rea- 
sons, which will appear in that article, 
he has been deeply interested in this 
genealogy, and says he “possesses one 
of the largest Schaeferiana collections 
to be found in any private collector’s 
hands in the country.” He was the 
originator of the Society of Schaefers, 
and for a time published “The Schae- 
fer Kinsman,” which will be continued 
a little later, LEMEN was Mr. 
Schaefer’s mother’s name. 

The next three of the series, Ogle, 
Schaeffer, and Tuttle, will be featured 
in March, April, and May, respec- 
tively. (Notes for the Tuttle article, 
will be welcomed from readers, and 
will be received in time if sent by 
February 15th.) 


The Patriot 


February and July, as you readers 
well know, are “Patriots’ months” in 
this column. Several times the ques- 
tion has been asked—“Why is Lincoln 
never written in February?” The 
anwer: “Correspondence in co. Nor- 
folk, England, where Abraham Lin- 
coln’s ancestors resided, reveals no 
knowledge of a Coat-of-Arms of the 
Lincoln family there. A bust of Abra- 
ham Lincoln is given a prominent 
place in a nave of the Cathedral in 
Norwich, and his ancestry well known. 
As each of these articles has been 
built around an Armorial Bearing, 
the Lincoln story, so well known any- 
way, has never been written. This 
February, however, Lincoln will be 
brought into the story of a fine friend 
of his, whose line does trace back to 
a family “bearing arms.” 

Lincoln’s péople lived in Montgo- 
mery Co., Illinois, for a time, and in 
that part of the country there was a 
great quantity of good slate. Trav- 
ellers passing to and fro, and knowing 
their friends would also be on the 
same trail, left messages for each 
other on this slate. Among Lincoln’s 
friends using this method of com- 
munication, were John M. Peck and 
Rev. Moses Dodge Lemen—“giants of 
the pioneer days.” . 

Hillsboro, Illinois, was a Court Sta- 
tion on the Eighth Judicial District, 
and was one of the places where Lin- 
coln held Court. Court was held in 
the daytime, and Church at night, in 
the same building! 

Hillsboro, Edwardsville and Walsh- 
ville were neighboring towns, and 
about 6 miles south of Hillsboro there 
is a river crossing called Rocky Ford, 
which crossed Shoal Creek and al- 
lowed travellers to go to and from 
Hillsboro and Walshville. Rocky Ford 
was at the foot of a hill which led up 
for a full quarter of a mile to the top, 
where was Lemen Mound Farm. Here 
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lived the Rev. Moses Dodge Lemen 
and his family. He also built, and 
was pastor of, the Walshville Baptist 
Church which is still standing. 

The Lemen Mound Farm was a 
home of hospitality, and here Lincoln 
and other men of his day, stopped, 
rested, feasted, and spent many a 
night. As Lincoln’s own home, this 
also was only a cabin, but filled with 
the atmosphere of learning and cul- 
ture. Here these men talked of the 
current issues; of both politics and 
religion; of the building up of their 
own communities. 


A Good Lincoln Story 


“One time a fellow went to Lincoln 
and wanted him to fix up some papers 
so he could have Rev. Mose Lemen 
charged with intent to kill. Lincoln 
asked him what was his grounds, and 
the fellow came back and stated that 
he was converted at a brush-arbor 
meeting, and later baptized by Mose 
Lemen, and in the process of baptis- 
ing, Mose held the fellow under the 
water so long that they had to dis- 
pense with the services while several 
men rolled the near-drowned fellow 
over a log... . Lincoln pondered long 
and well and then remarked: ‘You 
weren’t drowned, were you?’ ‘No,’ 
countered the fellow, ‘but Mose dang 
near choked me to death while I was 
under water!’ . . . Lincoln came back: 
‘You asked to be baptised, didn’t you?’ 
‘Yes,’ sheepishly replied the fellow. 
..» ‘Well, then,’ replied Lincoln—you 
have no case.’ This showed the good- 
ness of the man Lincoln in that he 
refused to accept this case, although 
he needed the fee he was offered.” 

A coincidence is, that when Abra- 
ham Lincoln was president of the 
United States, his body-guard was 
Col. Ward Lamon, a relative, prob- 
ably own or second cousin of Rev. 
Moses—just one of those who had 
changed the spelling of the name. 

Rev. Moses Dodge Lemen had mar- 
ried Sarah Hull, and among their 
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children was Judson Lemen who mar- 
ried Mary Doshie Ebberline. They 
started in a covered wagon for the 
West—Dodge City Kansas their goal. 
Near Elk City, in Montgomery Co., 
and—in this covered wagon, little 
Birdie Catherine was born, in 1867. 
Her father was not physically strong 
enough to endure the pioneer hard- 
ships, and was taken ill, and died near 
where his child was born. The mother 
having later married a John Green, 
returned to the old Illinois neighbor- 
hood with two older children and 
Birdie—the mother of our sponsor. 
She lived to be nearly 90, and was 
nicknamed “Doshie, the pistol packin- 
mama”!! She “packed” a small pis- 
tol, a clay pipe, and Bible in the large 
pocket of her skirt. She would never 
allow her grandson to touch her pistol 
when he reached in her big pocket— 
she called it “Injun death,” which of 
course scarced him away! 


The Virginia Family 

To go back, now, of Rev. Moses 
Dodge Lemen. He was son of the Rey. 
James Lemen Sr., who was a Revolu- 
tionary soldier in Virginia, and no 
doubt given bounty lands for his serv- 
ice, in Kentucky where he lived after 
the war. He also reached Illinois ter- 
ritory in 1786. 

Baptist Histories of Illinois, D. A. 
R. Lineage book, census reports, and 
the Lemen Family History all fur- 
nish a vast amount of data on this 
important family. 

Rev. James married Catherine Ogle, 
and as before stated, this family will 
be written for the March issue. His 
father was Nicholas, born in Virginia 
in 1725, married in 1747. Nicholas 
was the son of James, the first of this 
line in America, and he married a 
Virginia-born girl, Jane Burns, in 
1714. 

In the Virginia Census of 1790, the 
name is spelled LEMMON 9 times, 
LEMON 83 times, and LEMAN, once. 

During the time of Cromwell, the 
Lemmons (Lemans, Lemens, etc.) left 
England, this one family coming to 
Virginia about 1700. There are many 
references to the name and definitely 
to this family, in the Virginia Maga- 
zine of History, and Tyler’s Quarter- 
ly, including the following: A Jeffer- 
son-Lemen compact in 1781; Nicholas 
Lemmon’s will in Frederick Co., Va.; 
several in 1782 census of Gloucester 
Co.; James owning 1500 acres in 
Princess Anne Co. in 1704; some voted 
for Geo. Washington as Col. in 1758, 
and others for Martin and West. One 
note in Virginia Magazine says: 
“Yorktown, April 15th, 1778. Rec’d 
of Lt. Sam’] Gill of 4th Va. Reg., 1 
month’s pay for March 1778 as wit- 
ness our hands—James Lemon, 6 % 
dollars, 4th Va. Reg.” A paper read 
before the Chicago Historical Society 
in 1915 says the 4th Va. Reg. was not 
in Yorktown, but the above proves the 
boys received their pay there. 


A Massachusetts Family 


In the Heraldic Journal, Vol. 1, we 
find the picture of the Lemmon Arms 
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as engraved on a tombstone—the one 
heading this article. The engraving 
on the stone reads: 

JONATHAN LEMMON, son of Mr. 
JOSEPH & Mrs. ELIZABETH LEM- 
MON, deceased July 16th, 1724, Atta- 
tis 15, Mo. 

This authority states that the 
grandfather of Jonathan was also 
Joseph, that he was the first of the 
family in this country, coming late in 
the 17th century. In his will of 1707, 
he mentioned his honored mother, 
Mary Jenkins of Dorchester, Co., Dor- 
set, England, and his brother Robert 
Lemmon of the same, cooper. He used 
a seal bearing the same Arms as the 
tomb of his grandson, with a wolf’s 
head instead of a pelican for a crest. 
This family lived in Charleston, Mass. 


In England 


In the 14th century the Manor of 
Northaw, in Hertfordshire was the 
seat of Abbot Hugh. Later it was 
owned by Francis, Earl of Bedford, 
who, in 1632, sold it to William 
LEMAN, woolen draper of London, 
passing to his son William, a baronet. 
Several English histories and records 
of baronet, give the pedigrees of 
which bore the same Arms, with 
change of colors in some instances. 
Wherever the name is spelled “Leman 
or Lemmon,” it is the same Arms, 
which proves that in this country, the 
similar spellings have belonged to the 
same families in England. The fact 
that one coming to America brought 
his own seal, and it was copied on the 
tombstone is convincing in itself, and 
though the exact family connection 
of the Virginias does not seem to have 
been made, again, the related families 
using the different spellings, the same 
as they did in England, establishes 
the identity of the lines. A Sir John 
Leman was Lord Mayor of London in 
1616. 


The Coat-of-Arms 


The Coat-of-Arms as seen in this 
picture of the tombstone of Jonathan 
Lemmon, is not engraved in color- 
code, as is done in England—probably 
because the stone cutter here was not 
acquainted with the rules of Her- 
aldry! Therefore the reader needs 
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to follow carefully this blazon, or 
description. 

He beareth for Arms: Azure a fesse 
between three dolphins haurient ar- 
gent. Crest—In a lemon tree proper 
a pelican in her nest or, feeding her 
young proper. 

The above description of the Leman 
or Lemmon Armorial Bearing is reg- 
istered in Burke’s General Armory, 
and confirmed in Fairbairn’s Book of 
Crests. It is also recorded in other 
English, and some American books 
mentioning this family. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A blue (azure) shield, across one- 
third the center of which is a hor- 
izontal band or fesse of silver (ar- 
gent). This fess lies between three 
silver dolphins. This description 
quoted says the dolphins are “haur- 
ient” which means erect as though go- 
ing toward the surface; another says 
“naiant,” meaning swimming, and 
still another says “embowed,” that is, 
with backs rounded. These differences 
only designate various branches of the 
family, and it was certainly easier for 
our stone cutter to make them as he 
did—partly naiant and partly em- 
bowed! The crest is a lemon tree of 
natural color (proper) containing a 
gold (or) pelican on a gold nest, feed- 
ing her young, which are of natural 
color (proper). The tombstone does 
not have the lemon tree—perhaps not 
room for it—but does have the nest. 
It does have a small ring or “an- 
nulet” in the center top, which de- 
signates the fifth son of the family. 

The fesse is one of nine so-called 
“Honourable Ordinaries,” straight- 
sided figures one-third the width of 
the shield, first symbols used to iden- 
tify men encased in armor. The fesse 
is the military girdle of honor. 


The dolphin is king of fishes; as 
the lion is king of beasts; the eagle, 
king of birds; and the oak, monarch 
of all trees. The dolphin is an ex- 
ample of charity, and kind affection 
towards our children. Also, of pro- 
tection. The story goes that the son 
of Socrates, in a boat with other 
young men, was in danger of being 
drowned as the ship was tossed by 
mounting waves. A dolphin, seeing 
the boys’ danger, swam to the anchor, 
pulled it in to shore where the waves 
were quiet, and the boys were rescued. 
Thereafter Socrates wore a dolphin 
(as a lapel pin—ha-ha!). 

A most interesting and popular cus- 
tom in Heraldry, is that of “canting,” 
or as we would say, “punning”—the 
singing out, or “canting” of the name 
of a person through the symbol on 
the shield or crest. In this case, the 
lemon tree in which the pelican built 
her nest, sings out the bearer’s name. 

Says the oldest of Heraldry writers 
—Guillim—“The pelican feeding her 
young adorned the altars of many of 
the temples of the Egyptians, and 
was emblematical of the duties of a 
She is represented as either 
“vyulning” or wounding her breast 
with her beak; or, ‘in her piety,’ when 
surrounded by her young who are be- 
ing fed by her parent. The symbol 


has often been used by the Church 
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as the emblem of devoted and self- 
sacrificing charity.” 

Colors are representative of the per- 
sonal characteristics of the original 
bearer, and are granted only if he 
be worthy. Blue signifies loyalty and 
truth; silver, sincerity and peace; 
gold, generosity and elevation of mind. 

Thus we have honored today the 
patriots of the Lemmon-Leman-Lemen 
families—those of other centuries and 
generations, as well as those of this 
day who are educators, and preservers 
of our country’s traditions—including 
our sponsor. And we have also paid 
tribute to the great patriot Lincoln, 
whose fast friends were Lemen 
patriots.

CREST CORNER 

In November, when writing this 
article, it was my privilege to have a 
fine visit with a “hobbyist” in Genea- 
logy, who could easily term himself 
a professional, as his searches have 
been extensive, and his achievements 
remarkable. This gentleman I wish 
to introduce is Gurdon Montague But- 
ler, Dean of Mining and Engineering 
in the University of Arizona at Tuc- 
son. “Just G. M.—I write it,” says 
he. His large ancestral chart and 
files of wills, vital statistics, etc., had 
intrigued me when I had stopped here 
nearly 15 years ago. Now, he says, 
he has added many more names and 
dates to his charts, and has accom- 
plished a great deal on his wife’s 
family. 

Just a few highlights on his find- 
ings, and possessions. Richard But- 
ler, his first ancestor in this country, 
came in the early settling days to 
Cambridge, Mass. Although there is 
a tradition that the family was from 
co. Essex, England, he can find no 
proof of this, and therefore is still 
searching for his English forebears 
by the name of Butlers! 

As there are few patriotic-lineal 
societies in Arizona, and he is eligible 
to many, these are his memberships— 
Sons of the American Revolution in 
Arizona; Society of Colonial Wars, 
and of War of 1812, in Connecticut; 
Founders and Patriots of America, 
and Society of Mayflower Descend- 
ants, in Massachusetts! Think he 
said he had 16 Revolutionary War an- 
cestors. 

His greatly prized and priceless pos- 
session is a relic of the War of 1812, 
in which he had two great grand- 
fathers. One was a Butler, the other, 
Oliver Post. THIS HE SHOWED 
ME!! A cane, made from the flag- 
staff of the flag ship “Lawrence,” 
from which Commander Perry “won 
the day.” The staff was broken, and 
Perry gave Oliver Post a fragment. 
It was made into this beautiful cane 
—all polished, and a knob for a head 
—and the hole through the staff where 
the rope ran, was left in the cane. 
Oliver Post was born in Mass., his 
family moved to Vermont, then to 
New York, where they resided in sev- 
eral different towns, and he died in 
Fleckville. Mr. Butler also has a 
statement sworn before a justice giv- 
ing the amount of materials such as 
clothing, and guns, and even trans- 
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portation that he had contributed to 
the War,—up to $56.00. 

Among other relics, are Bibles 
printed in the 18th century, and one 
Hymn Book dated 1818, with name 
of owner on fly leaf; the title read- 
ing on this order—‘A book of hymns 
for the pious of all denominations.’ 
It contains only the words. 

Mrs. Butler is an active member 
of Tucson Chapter Daughters of the 
American Revolution. Family tree 
searching being her husband’s parti- 
cular hobby, he has worked out her 
lines in beautiful note-book form. She 
was a Quick, from the Holland fam- 
ily settling in “Nieuw Amsterdam” in 
the early 1600s. No—the name was 
not “Quick” then! I did not take 
down all the names that composed the 
first ancestor’s full name, but the one 
that was left to come down through 
the generations, but with change of 
spelling, was CUYCK! There are a 
great many stories of this family’s 
escapades with the Indians. She also 
has the Stebbins name in her line, 
and her lineage is a recent Stebbins 
Genealogy, the first edition of which 
was the first genealogy published in 
America. . 

G. M. Butler Jr., Ph. D., is Assist- 
ant Manager of the Carborundum 
Company of Niagara Falls, and the 
Senior Butlers are very proud of their 
grandchildren. Their daughter, Enid 
Butler, is Assistant Professor of Art 
in the Santa Barbara section of the 
University of California. So this is 
one of America’s fine families contri- 
buting to the education of youth in 
our land. 

Another hobby has Dean Butler. I 
thought I had seen gem stone collec- 
tions—but never have I seen such 
marvelous stones! And he says only 
one or two other collections in the 
country can come close to his in 
beauty, variety, history, and geo- 
graphic locations. I was very fortu- 
nate to have had a glimpse of these 
rare gems that day, for of course he 
keeps them in bank vaults; but hap- 
pened to have some with him as he 
had been giving a lecture about them. 
Words fail me—please do not expect 
me to describe them. And of course 
the owner knows the scientific names, 
and every detail of their history! 

Let’s close with a clever bit of rhy- 
me from Mrs. Butler’s notebook. 
James QUICK maried Sarah Knapp 
Feb. 20, 1845—or at least the notice 
was of that date in the Susquehanna 
Register and Northern Farmer, con- 
cluding with these lines by “ye editor”: 

ie The nuptial tie is fast, 

The sacred pledge is given, 


And when the toils of earth are past 
May they both rest in Heaven. 


“Quick”” as happy themselves, 

They remembered the Printer 

With the best lump of Bride’s Cake 
He has had all this winter!
